and groans more lamentably under 
the golden weight of prosperity 
than she did when the grasshopper 
was a burden; yet let the collector 
of holidays and memorabilia re- 
member that the grasshopper 
leaped into Kansas August 8, 
1874, Grasshopper Day, or Fore- 
father Grasshopper Day. 

“A hard year, 1874. Her paths 
dripping fatness, her roads choked 
with motor cars, Kansas gives 
herself the sensation of violent 
contrast by looking back to grass- 
hopper year. The Grasshopper so- 
ciety will commemorate that an- 
cient leanness. Anybody who lived 
in Kansas before that memorable 
August 8 is eligible to membership. 
So are his descendants. 

“PWortunate Kansas, which has 
to go backward more than a gen- 
eration to find any real cause of 
wailing, no matter how often her 
poetic temperament may drive 
her into high political elegiaes. 
Fortunate Bill White, for he is a 
born member of the Grasshopper 
society, even if he can scarcely 
remember the first visitation, For- 
tunate we, for compared with the 
grasshoppers his pipings to the 
Kansas faithful must be but a 
minor calamity.”

‘War Correspondent Subjected to 
Many Indignities by Bulgars. 


Was Bound to a Wheel and Accused 
of Being a Turkish Officer, Stripped 
of Clothing and Narrowly Es- 
caped Being Executed. 


St. Louls, Mo.—Angus Hamilton, 
who has returned to London from the 
near east, tells an amazing story of 
his capture and torture by the Bul- 
garian:, says a London correspondent. 
He was acting as war correspondent 
with the Turks for the Central News 
when he happened accidentally to ride 
into the Bulgarian lines and was tak- 
en prisoner. His statement is as fol- 
lows: 

“I had been captured between 10 
and 11 in the morning, and about 2 I 
was led past the halting place of the 
officers of the 30th infantry, where 
I was stopped and questioned. The 
escort’s explanation that I was being 
taken to the quartier general by Gen. 
Poploff’s orders was not sufficient for 
the colonel commanding, who or- 
dered me to dismount.

Is Afraid of Kidnapers. 


Declares Old Associates of John D. 
Fear Him—Remoreeless Business 
Methode Responsible—Asserts 

William is Now the Richest. 


Belvidere, Kan —‘‘That brother of 
mine, John D. Rockefeller, is the moat 
lonesome man in all the world; there 
is no man who walks the earth that he 
can call his real friend,” says Frank 
Rockefeller of Belvidere, Cleveland 
and New York, according to a corre- 
spondent. 

Rockefeller is spending some time 
at his big ranch near Belvidere, 
where he comes every winter for a 
few weeks’ vacation. He is a brother 
of John D. and Willinm Rockefeller, 
and was, for twenty years, general 
field man for Standard Oil. His 15,000 
acre ranch in this county is called 
“Rockefeller’s million-dollar play- 
thing.” 

“I'd rather live on a 150-acre west- 
ern homestead, with a homesteader’s

panied by another officer, who seemed 
to be the chief of staff, and, as I un- 
derstand, was attached to the mission 
that represented Bulgaria at the re 
cent coronation. He apologized for 
the treatment I had received, waived 
the question of identification until the 
morning, found me a room in which 
to sleep and provided me with blank- 
ets.”

Frank Rockefeller is seventy years 
of age, as straight as an arrow, 
weighs 217 pounds and is an athlete. 
Regardless of his appearance while in 
New York or Cleveland, when in Kan- 
sas Mr. Rockefeller looks just like an 
ordinary Kansas rancher. And he 
acts like one, too. 

Wall street and lower Broadway 
would never recognize this man. He 
purchased the ranch thirty-nine years 
ago and came out here soon after- 
wards to take a look at his property. 
As he neared the sod house he passed 


under a big cettonwood tree. From 
its branches three- men were swing- 
ing. 

“Horse thieves!” laconically said 


his foreman. 

Then there followed such a vigorous 
campaign against the rustlers and 
horse thieves that the Rockefeller 
ranch was troubled no more for years. 
But gradually the rustlers returned 
and the Rockefeller herds began to 
suffer. On one of his periodical visits 
to the ranch Rockefeller was given 
proofs that a gang of “bad” men had 
gathered on an adjoining ranch and 
were cutting fences and running off 
cattle. 

In Ohio and New York Rockefeller’s 
reputation may be that of a peaceful 
man. But out in western Kansas he 
is known as a daredevil and as reck- 
less as they make them. He mounted 
his horse and, unarmed, rode over to 
the rustlers’ ranch.

Wells, Accused of Wholesale Swind- 
ling, Broke the Famous Bank 
Ten Times. 

Paris.—Counsel for “Monte Carlo 
Wells,” the man who “broke the 
bark,” has told how his client meant 
to procure the 1 per cent per day he 
promised to the 1,200 customers of his 
Rente Himensuelle, in connection 
with which he is accused of whole- 
Bale swindling. 

Wells, according to his counsel, no- 
ticed that a regular recurring series 
of reds and blacks at the Monte Carlo 
foulette tables hardly ever lasted be- 
yond the twentieth time and resolved 
to back the contrary color the twenty- 
first time. If he failed he doubled 
his stake and again backed the con- 
trary color and 80 on until he won. 

A regular series of red and black 
alternating twenty times very rarely 
happened, so Wells worked out a ta- 
ble of regular alternations, such as 
red twice and black once recurring in 
every twenty times. 

His table gave him 12,900 different 
series of alternations. He used to ar- 
rive at the opening of the rooms at 
Monte Carlo with his secretaries and 
watch the run of the colors. The mo- 
ment he saw that one series of al- 
ternations indicated in his table had 
set in, the number of times it 
up was noted, and at its twentieth ap- 
pearance Wells placed his money ou 
the contrary color to that which was 
due and played until he won This 
Bystem, he said, enabled him to brea} 
the bank ten times and he won $400 
1891.

The look of terror on the woman’s 
face is lifelike. The story of how the 
artist got the facial effects, depicting 
fright and determination, is as fol- 
lows: 

Four models came to his studio to 
sit for the picture.

Paris—The dangers of Paris a@ 
night have led to the organization of 
a special night brigade of police inde, 
pendent, in some respects, of the regus 
lar force, but co-operating closely 
with it. 3 

The initiators, deputies, muntotpal 
councillors and members of trade om 
ganizations have obtained the approval 
of the government and the prefect af 
police. 

This night auxiliary force will have 
a uniform of its own, and will be arm, 
ed with revolvers and night sticks, 
Each man will have a_ police dog 
trained to pull down any one running, 
and to hold him until called off by 
the policeman. These dogs, largely 
bred in Belgium, are lithe, strong ant 
mals, and are often a cross between 
the wolf and the Puropean sheep dog.

The inherent weakness of this 
bill lies in the fact that it is dis- 
criminatory ~legislation’ It was 
originally introduced by Senator 
Works when it became apparent 
that Col. Roosevelt would be a 
candidate for the Republican presi- 
dential nomination, and it was 
framed to head off the movement 
in his favor. Viewed from any 
standpoint, it legislation un- 
worthy of a body which is credited 
with representing the political and 
national dignity. Republicans who 
could not follow Col. Roosevelt 
into the Progressive camp, like 
Senator Lodge, stood shoulder to 
shoulder with his friends and sup- 
porters in opposing it. Only one 
democrat, Senator Shively, voted 
against it. 

The amendment, if ratified by 
three-fourths of the states, elimi- 
nates Taft and Roosevelt as pos- 
sible candidates in the future, in- 
creases Woodrow Wilson’s term 
to six years, and renders him in- 
eligible for re-election. Such ar- 
bitrary legislation is unwise, and 
will “return to plague the inventor.’ 
It is safe to say that President Taft 
would not consent to again be a 
Aondidate. The memory of the 
‘ proverbial ingratitude of repub- 
lics will suffice to keep him out 
of an office he never sought and 
which was never attractive to 
him. Col. Roosevelt’s ambition 
knows no bounds, and as he is 
practically all there is to the Pro- 
gressive party he seemed destined 
to emulate William J. Bryan in 
the role of perpetual candidate, 

President elect Wilson is as yet 
an untried quantity, and it would 
be unfair and ungracious to judge 
him at the present time. He enjoys 
the confidence of a vast number of 
people in all parts of the country, 
and his personal character, and his 
utterances bespeak for him the 
fullest opportunity to make good 
in the great office to which, owing 
to the split in the Republican party, 
he has been elevated.

cattle that come to the Kansas City 
market,"” W. L. Calohan, brand in- 
spector for the Cattle Raisers’ asso- 
ciation of Texas, said. 

“All IT have to do is to be on the 
lookout for about 9,000 different 
brands and know whose brands they 
are, and when there are as many as 
35,000 head of cattle unloaded at the 
stock yards in a single day things are 
going some in my department. Of 
course in the busy season 7 have as- 
sistance. Sometimes there are four 
inspectors working here for the Texas 
association.” 

The Texas Cattle Raisers’ associa- 
tion has about 8,000 members, and 
each of these members has on an ay- 
erage of three different brands. The 
membership of the association in- 
cludes cattle raisers of Old Mexico, 
New Mexico, Oklahoma, Kansas and 
Arizona. 

It has about 40 inspectors of brands 
in all the markets to which cattle 
from this territory are shipped as 
well as on the range... W. L. Calohan 
is in charge of what is known 
as the native division, with headquar- 
ters here. In Kansas City, Kan, 
there is another inspector, who is in 
charge of the quarantine division. 

“Our work is to look over all the 
cattle brought to the Kansas City mar- 
ket,” Mr. Calohan said. ‘“Whén we 
find cattle branded differently from 
the brand of the shipper, and he can- 
not give a satisfactory explanation, 
payment on these cattle is stopped. 
All we have to do is to leave a filled- 
out form with the commission house 
handling the ca@tle and describe the 
brands of the cattle not belonging to 
the shipper. 

“The commission concern holds out 
the money for the cattle and sends it 
to the secretary of the association, BH. 
D. Spiller of Fort Worth, Tex. The 
association takes out 10 per cent. of 
the net proceeds of the cattle recov- 
ered by the inspectors and sends the 
balance to the rightful owners. This 
helps to keep up the association.” 

The extent to which cattle shippers 
from the southwest make mistakes in 
brands is shown in Mr. Calohan's 
books for the last three years. In 
1910 he recovered 375 steers for mem- 
bers of his association. In 1911 he 
found 309 that had strayed from one 
range to another and were shipped to 
Kansas City by men who did not 
own them. Last year he took charge 
of more than 300. The total value of 
the cattle he has recovered in less 
than three years of the four he has 
been the association’s inspector here 
is $49,200. 

“No effort {is made here to prose- 
cute the men who ship cattle here 
with brands not thelr own,” Mr. Cal- 
ohan said. “That is done in the state 
from where the cattle are shipped. 

“One of the greatest troubles we 
have is with cattle that are shipped 
out of Texas in the spring to be pas- 
tured in Oklahoma and Kansas. At 
that time they have shaggy coats that 
often hide the brands, and, no matter 
how careful buyers are, thay often 
get a steer with the wrong brand. By 
the time the animal has been fed 
for the market he has siied his long 
coat and often there is the wrong 
brand to stare the buyer in the face. 
He is the loser. 

Mr. Calohan, who {6 in charge of 
the native division here, was born 
and reared on a Texas ranch. He has 
been a cowboy from infancy, he de 
clares. He has been an inspector of 
brands for the Texas association for 
21 years, and knows the 9,000 brands 
of the members of the association just

Huge Profits Made Made in Broad- 
way’s Glittering Restaurants. 


Revelation of a New York Steward— 
Asserts Patrons Don’t Believe / 
They Are Getting the Best Un- 
less THey Are Overcharged. 


New York.—Walking up Broadway 
the other day, my companion pointed 
to one of the big gaudy restaurants 
on Long Acre square, wagged his head 
and said: 

“Il don’t see how those restaurant 
fellows make any money. Take that 
place,’—pointing again—‘the rent 
must be enormous, and think of what 
he must have to pay for the service, 
waiters, coat boys and that sort of 
thing. People say his prices are high, 
but you can bet they’re not high 
enough to keep him out of deep wa- 
ter.” 

Foolish friend! His is the popular 
view of the restaurant business. As 
a matter of fact, the prices charged 
by the restaurant he designated are 
high enough to permit the proprietor 
to keep two motor cars, which tranrs- 
lated into dollars means that his in- 
come must be about $50,000 a year, 
says a writer. And it is to show how 
such incomes are possible, how the 
restauranteurs manipulate their scales 
in prices and service that I am writ- 
ing this article. Were I to tell you 
my name it would mean nothing to 
you. Were I to tell you the restau- 
rant whose steward I have been for 
years you would recognize it instant- 
ly. 

Broadly, the first of the facts I have 
is that on every dish the 
successful restauranteur sells he 
makes a profit of from 75 to 8Q0 per 
cent. 

The second is that the item of serv- 
ice, the common excuse for his high 
prices, does not cost him one cent. 
Instead it is a source of revenue. 

But before I take up these two 
broad divisions let us see why it is 
that such restaurants are possible. As 
you know, there are more gaudy res- 
taurants in New York than in any 
city of the world except Paris. The 
New York restaurant is decidedly an 
institution. Its repwtation has spread 
throughout the country, which I be- 
lieve to be one of the strongest rea- 


| sons for its success financially. 


“In nearly every village, town and 
city,’ they declared, “are men and 
women, especially women, who hope 
some day to go to New York and 
among other things to dine in the lob- 
ster palaces, where they may watch 
the crowd, its dress, its actioms and 
manners. 

Suppose that the dinner hour is at 
hand and you go to one of the lobster 
palaces. Imagine I am beside you dis- 
secting the menu card item by item. 

Beginning at the top, we see the 
words hors d'oeuvres, and we learn 


that for 69 cents we may get a special 


individual portion. 

As steward I know that the dish 
does not cost 20 cents. My employ- 
er sells it for 60, making 300 per cent 
profit. 

And now let me show you how the 
element of service instead of being 
an expense that eats up the profits 
on food is a source of revenue that 
swells them. Let us begin with the 
head carriage starter. He opens the 
door of your cab. At our restaurant 
he pays the proprietor several hun- 
dred dollars a year for the privilege 
of doing this. h 

This is an incident that occurred 
two years after we had opened. One 
day the representative of a taxicab 
company came to us and offered to 
pay a liberal yearly rental if we would 
give over that section of the street 
just outside of the restaurant to his 
taxicabs exclusively. An agreement 


‘was reached, so you see we received 


an income from the street that is sup- 
posed to belong to the city and the 
taxpayer. 

The hat and coat and wash rooms 
are another source of income. About 
the same time that the deal was made 
with the taxicab company a man came 
along with a proposition to pay us 
$3,000 a year for our coatroom and 
washroom privileges. 

Two years later we found that the 
trust was collecting about $40,000 a 
year from tips received by its boys. 

The waiters, contrary to generaal 
opinion, do nut cost us a penny. 

And there it is—the crowd. Listen 
to what my employer once told me. 

“Certainly our prices are robbery,” 
he grinned, when I wondered how he 
dared charge so. “If I didn’t charge 
heavily 1 wouldn’t get the crowd. 
They'd think I was failing and cut- 
ting prices to save myself. They'd 
quit this place as rats leave a sinking 
ship.

A. M. Todd of Michigan Discusses 
Public Services—Have Wonder 
ful Method of Bookkeeping— 
Co-Operation’s Part. 


London.—Former Congressman A. 
M. Todd of Michigan, who early last 
spring came to Hurope to make anu 
exhaustive study of the system in 
vogue among the public services, with 
special reference to municipal owner- 
ship, has come to the conclusion that 
the best managed public service sys- 
tems in the world are those of he 
Britain, 

“In France and Germany,” said Mr. 
Todd, according to a London corre- 
spondent, “I found much to admire, 
and perhaps even more to condemn. 
So far as mere mechanical methods 
are concerned both countries show 
many Important ‘and valuable im- 
provements, but in nearly every case 
their organization and management 
are loose and lacking in system, 
which of course means a certain in- 
crease in the cost of operation and 
a corresponding decrease in profits 
Politics and the necessity for pro- 
viding places for party supporters 
may have something to do with this, 
as in my own country. 

“On the other hand, I have so far 
been able to find only one point to 
criticise in the equipment and oper- 
ation of the various municipally 
owned public services of Great Brit- 
and that is the construction of 
the double decked framears conirolied 
by the London county council. They 
are not broad enough or heavy enough 
at the base for their height, and the 
danger of capsizing seems to me to 
be too great. It seems surprisitte that 
so few accidents happen, considering 
tremendous tion of traffic 
in most of Perbaps this 
danger is discounted by the superb 
way in which the cars are handled.” 

Mr. Todd was particularly struck 
with the running ofthe various pub 
lic depurtinents in Glasgow. ‘Politics 
is eliminated there, and the sole aim 
of the seems to be give 
the public best possible 
at the cost.

“One striking phase of these public 
service systems of Mngland and Scot- 
land, which | found well worth study 
ing in detaik is the wonderful system 
of bookkeeping and auditing of ac 
counts. 1 don't think I ever saw a 
more perfect method of classifying ac- 
counts on so large a senale, where 
even the smallest itemm may be traced 
at a moment's notice, while a balance 
sheet can be furnished practically on 
demand. In the published report of 
my investigations, which will be sub 
mitted to the governing bodies of all 
the principal cities in the United 
States, I shall recommend the adop- 
tion of this comprehensive system of 
bookkeeping in every public depart- 
ment. This will not be for some 
months yet, as the volume of informa- 
tion I have collected very large. 
and it will probably take me all win- 
ter to prepare my report. 

“At the same time I shall start an 
effective campaign in my own state 
for the municipalization of all public 
services along the same ‘lines that I 
have found in operation here, for | 
believe no better system of really effi- 
cient service could be devised in the 
present stage of our civilization.” 

But Mr, Todd's enthusiastic eulogy 
does not stop here. He has been par- 
ticularly struck with another peculiar- 
{ty of English civil life, the big co- 
operative concerns which have begun 
to play a leading part in the British 
world of business. He says: 

“One institute whose plant 1] in- 
spected with the most absorbing in- 
terest not only manufactures an im- 
mense output of superior goods for 
the markets of the world, but gives 
profitable employment to thousands of 
men, women and children under the 
most wholesome conditions and sani- 
tary regulations. All of them are pro- 
vided with comfortable homes at rea- 
sonable rentals and everything is done 
to make them contented and happy, 
while each in addition enjoys a pro- 
portionate share in the general profits. 

“Moreover, this concern has its own 
steamship lines for shipping its goods 
to foreign markets at a minimum ex- 
pense for freightage and for bringing 
back supplies of raw materials from 
its own plantations and forests in Af- 
rica and South America. And all of 
these vast enterprises in one are op- 
erated simply and easily, because the 
principle of co-operation behind it in- 
sures a unity and harmony of both 
purpose and effort for the common 
profit.”

WHEN FIRESHIPS WERE USED 


In Sea Fights They Were, Dreaded and 
Did Effective Service at 
Slege of Tyre. 
London.—Nothing in the narrative 
of many old sea fights appeals more 
strongly to the modern imagination 
than the doings of the fireships. j 
The idea of using incendiary vessels 
for the destruction of a hostile fleet 
was of great antiquity. They are 
Baid to have been employed at the 
siege of Tyre in 333 B. C., and again 
by the Rhodesians about a century 
and a half later. By the English, how- 
ever, they were first used in 1370, and 
two centuries later had come to be 
looked upon as a legitimate naval 
weapon, their attacks being regard- 
ed and dreaded in much the same 
Way as are those of the torpedo craft 
and submarines at the present time. 
The explosion vessels, or “infer- 
nals,’ invented by the Italian engineer 
Gianibelli, were the most formidable. 
The designer procured two vessels of 
about 80 tons each and laid along 
their bottom a foundation of brick- 
work. Upon this he erected a marble 
chamber with five foot walls contain- 
ing 8,000 tons of gunpowder, while on 
six foot

ASK A 1913 CHILD LABOR DAY 


Speeches Are Sought from _ 6,000 
Clergymen Who Aided Movement 
Last Year. 

New York.—The 6,000 clergymen 
who last year observed Child Labor 
day are being asked to speak on that 
subject. For seven years the national 
child labor committee has issued such 
an appeal and the interest aroused 
by the last Child Labor day resulted 
in a general demand for the passing 
of the federal children’s bureau bill, 
in improved child labor laws in ten of 
the fourteen states holding legislative 
sessions and an increasing use of lec- 
ture slides and exhibits about child 
labor 

The day has never been used as an 
appeal for funds and this year special 
attention is called to child labor in 
tenement house manufacturing. The 
national] child labor committee also re- 
minds clergymen that child laborers 
become unskilled adult workers, and 
the Chicago vice commission gtves as 
the second greatest causs why 40,000 
girls are sacrificed annually to an tm- 
moral life “the economic stress of in- 
dustrial life on unskilled workers, with 
the enfeebling influences on the will 


power.” ‘This cause the commission 
gives as second only to the lack of 


ethical training and religtous instruc 
tioa. :

AT BULL FIGHT 


P. N. Miller Jr., Describes 
Sport as He Saw it in the 
Plaza de Toros, Mata- 
moros, Mexico 


Mr. P. N. Miller Jr., writes the 
JOURNAL from Brownsville, Tex. 
enclosing a handbill in Spanish 
announcing the details of a Bull 
fight across the border on Mexican 
soil. He says: 

“Thinking it might interest you 
to know the impressions of a 
Woburn man caused by witness- 
ing what is called sport in Mexico. 
L send you the handbill enclosed, 
and a word of description and com- 
ment. 

“Picture to yourself animmense 
amphitheatre, crowded with thous- 
sands of people in gala day attire, 
like a grandstand at a national 
championship baseball game, The 


bull f§ driven into the arena, and |, 


as he enters his eyes dully sweeping 
the throng of onlookers, an at- 
tendant starts him into action by 
sticking between his shoulders a 
barb from which flutters a colored 
pennant. Aggravated by the pain 
the bull charges across the arena. 
Here and there he is met by half 
a dozen Mexicans on foot with 
highly colored capes with which 
they attract his attention, and 
invite his attack. These men are 
‘walled ‘Banderilleros’ and Pica- 
dores.’ 

“There are also two mounted men, 
armed with sharp lances which 
are used as occasion offers to 
further enrage his Bullship. These 
horsemen take great risks. Fre- 
quently the horses are caught on 
the horns of the infuriated animal, 
and sometimes the riders are killed 
or seriously injured. During the 
time I remained, four horses were 
killed by being gored by the bulls. 
They had six bulls to kill that day. 
I witnessed the death of three. 

“When the bugle sounds, the 
horsemen who have not lost their 
mounts retire, and the King of the 
Arena, the Matador, enters, with 
great ceremony, and is greeted by 
long continued applause. He 
armed with a long slender sword, 
and carries a glaring red cape. He 
taunts the bull with this, sweeping 
it before him again and again, and 


is 


escaping the mad onrush with 
great agility. Finally when the 


bull, in lowering his head in a 
plunge toward the offending red 
cloth, reaches the right position, 
Mr. Matador gets busy and stabs 
the bull in the neck, the blade 
reaching and piercing the animal’s 
heart. 

Tt is a most brutal sport, and 
one experience is enough for a 
white man. So much for the first 
bull fight I ever saw. It will be 
the last, and now just a word. 
Keep the paper coming to me at 
Birmingham, Ala. I am interested 
in Woburn, and what is going on 
there.”

Wisconsin Man Writes a Series, ot | 
Injunctions to Dairymen and 
to Milkers. ad 

Madison, Wis.—‘“Speak to a cow as 
you would to a lady”—the motto of an 
early Wisconsin dairyman—is also 
the message of Malcolm H. Gardner 
of Delavan, Wis., superintendent of 
the Advanced Registry Holstein- 
Friesian Association of America, who 
was one of the speakers at the annual 
meetings of Wisconsin live stock 
breeders’ associations here. 

“If a person desires to install a 
music. box in his stable,” runs the 
Gardner philosophy, “it may be that 
it will work all right, but the less of 
singing, whistling and loud talking 
there is the better it will be. Indeed, 
talking of all kinds except the low 
spoken, soothing words of the milker 
to the cow, should be prohibited. Na 
man who hates milking and dislikes 
cows can make any great success; 
there must be sympthy between the 
cow and the milker. Motherhood and 
milk production go together. Treat 
the cow like a mother. Be kind; it 
will pay, and pay big.” 

The “personal equation,” according 
to Mr. Gardner, represented by the 
regard the cow has for her attendant, 
gives hand milking an advantage over 
the machine. There is usually a vast 
difference in results, he says, between 
the milker who gets the cow into po- 
sition by pushing the leg of the stool 
into her flank and then kicks her on 
the shin to make her step back and 
the man who gains the same ends 
with patience and gentleness. 

“Who can blame the cow for want 
ing to kick the first man?” he says. 


GABY DESLYS GEMS STOLEN 


Robbers Enter Wardrobe Car 
Train and Break Open Ten 
Trunks With Axes. 

New York.—The wardrobe car of 
Gaby Deslys, which reached this city 
from Albany over the New York Cen: 
tral, was found this afternoon to have 
been broken open and ten trunks 
rifled. 

Miss Deslys figured that she had 
been robbed, of jewels valued at 
$75,000, but the railroad officials, 
while admitting that the trunks had 
been smashed and the contents toss:

the value of gems stolen. 

Miss Deslys said that among her 
jewels were three strings of pearls, a 
large butterfly worked in diamonds, 
several rings and other gems.

The fa 
mous ring he gave her is still in her 
possession.

NEW CHEAP ELECTRIC LIGHT 


Parisian Claims 100 Times Less Cur 
rent Needed for Lamp He 
Invented. 


Paris.—A French scientist, who has 
discovered a means for the production 
of what he terms “cold light,” made 
public some details of his discovery, 
which, it is thought, may revolution- 
ize electric lighting. 

He has constructed an alectris lamp, 
{in which the light is concentrated on a 
single point by filaments working suc- 
cessively; thence the light is project- 
ed through a lens magnifying a thous- 
and-fold. 

Thus he has succeeded in concen- 
trating 2,000 candlepower light on one 
point and in passing thirty-two volts 
into an eight-volt lamp, which with the 
ordinary light would burst. 

Experiments with this lamp have 
established that the new light is ab 
solutely without danger, as no heat is 
given off, and it requires a hundred 
times less current than the ordinary 
lamp. 

It can be worked by a tiny battery, 
or sufficient motive power can be ob- 
tained from a jet of water from an or- 
dinary faucet, or even a squirrel turn- 
ing a cage. 


TUB SEIZED AS SHE BATHES 


Getham Woman Tells Police of Her 
Troubles With Instalment. 
Collectors. 

New York.—Mrs, Hattie Hicks has 
told the police her adventures with 

a collapsible bathtub. 

She purchased the tub on the in- 
stalment plan and lost it all at once. 
Dispute as to the payment brought a 
woman and two men to get the tub, 
while Mrs. Hicks was enjoying a bath 
in it. 

“T am using it now,” she exchaim- 
ed as the invaders rapped at her 
door.

President of ‘interhationat Associa: 
tion of Unemployed Defines 
Classes. 
Chicago.—-Tramp—A man who 
roams the world but will not work. 
Bum—A tramp without ambition to 

travel. 

Hobo—A migratory worker. 

Anyone who has an idea that a 
tramp, a hobo and a bum are identt- 
cal is sadly mistaken, according to 
Jeff Davis; president of the Interna- 
tional Association of the Unemployed, 
the dignified name for the hoboes’ 
union, 

Davis told members of the Chicago 
Federation of Labor that there is a 
great difference between the three 
classes of men, and that they should 
be careful in judging the “down and 
outs.” 

“If a man applies at a farmhouse 
with unshaven whiskers and out- 
stretched hand, asking for a ‘bite to 
eat,’ and then runs away at the sight 
of a wood pile, he is a tramp,” Davis 
Bald, 

“Tf a man sits all day on the curb- 
Ing in front of a ‘barrel house,’ with- 
out nerve or ambition to look for 
work; he is a bum. 

“But when a man applies at the 
door of a farmhouse and asks the 
right to work for a few hours to pay 
for breakfast, he is a member of the 
International Association of the Un- 
employed—a hobo.” 

Davis yesterday afternoon asked 
the Chicago Federation of Labor to 
speak of the organization he repre- 
sented in terms of respect because 
the members are union men. 

“We were forced to organize for 

self-protection,” he said, after defin- 
ing the three classes of “down and 
outs.” ‘When the police could not 
tell the difference between an auto 
bandit and a man looking for work 
they arrested men who could not 
produce a sample of the coin of the 
realm, and booked them as ‘bums.’ 
“Society has been investigating the 
hobo for a thousand years, and now 
the hoboes are going to investigate 
society. 
“This investigation will be made at 
the convention of the hoboes’ union, 
to be held at New Orleans. We are 
going to ask that any member of the 
hoboes’ union -with a card in his 
pocket be given the right to vote at 
a national election, no matter in what 
part of the country his fancy may 
land him.” 


DECLARES WOMAN IS SORDID 


Father W. J. Dalton Says Prospective 
Wives Want Wealth Before 
Marriage. 


Kansas City.—‘Out of 1,000 letters 
received from all parts of the globe 
400 marriages have been accomplish- 
ed,” says the report issued here by 
Father William J. Dalton of the 
Church of the Annunciation, concern- 
ing the work of a matrimonial bureau 
established by the church a year ago. 
“Letters came from Jerusalem, from 
Constantinople, from Africa and South 
America and nearly every state in the 
Union.” 

The report continues: “I have kept 
two stenographers busy answering 
them. When I receive a letter gsking 
for a mate of certain qualifications I 
refer the writer to one in the same 
section of the country who will come 
up to the requirements.” 

Nearly 75 per cent. of letters receiy- 
ed were from women, according to 
Father Dalton. A majority of the wo- 
men set forth wealth as a qualifica- 
tion for an acceptable husband, while 
not one man asked for a wife with 
wealth. 

The bureau grew out of a gathering 
of unmarried young men and women 
of the parish in the priest’s parlor last 
December, at which Father Dalton sug- 
gested that they were too many sin- 
gle young people in the parish who 
might as well be married.

Bertin Judge Fines Soldiers Who 
Shot Night Prowlers. 


Lieutenant Believed Felines intended 
to Slay Hie Tame Raven—Resi- 
dents Not Allowed to 
Molest Animals. 


Berlin.—Germany is the paradise of 
cats, a Berlin correspondent writes. 
In no other country, except, perhaps, 
ancient Egypt, where the cat used to 
be regarded as sacred, has pussey’s 
well-being ever been studied more 
carefully than it is in the fatherland 
today. Good Americans, so ‘tis said, 
go to Paris when they die, but Amer- 
{can cats can desire no more blissful 
future state than to be transported 
to Germany after nine well spent lives 
under the stars and stripes. 

Jerome K. Jerome, you may remem- 
ber, discovered how carefully cats are 
looked after in the fatherland. In 
“Three Men on the Bummel” he tells 
how he hurled the usual bootjack and 
other missiles at some Berlin cats 
whose yowls were disturbing his 
slumbers, and how he was promptly 
waited on by a German policeman, 
who had carefully collected all his am- 
munition, and demanded to know why 
the articles had been thrown. When 
told that they had been flung at cats 
he demarded “What cats?” evidently 
expecting Jerome to be able to fur- 
the name and address of each 
particular feline. Then he informed 
the novelist that in Germany people 
permitted to throw things at 
cats, even when the animals are pre- 
venting them from sleeping. He said 
the proper course to pursue was to

Now, German law has solemnly laid 
down the cireumstances—and the only 
ones~—under which a cat may be shot. 
A lieutenant in the anmmy who lives 
in Berlin shot two and dire is the 
penalty that has befallen him for thus 


| destroying eighteen lives. He has been 


mulcted, as the legal phrase has it, in 
damages amounting ‘to $30, or $15 per 
cat, besides having to pay all costs. 

This lieutenant, whose name was 
Klotz, has a tame raven which spends 
most of its time in strutting about his 
garden. The lieutenant believed that 
two cats who kept prowling in the vi- 
cinity had designs on the raven, and 
after scatting them a few times he 
shot first one and then the other, the 
latter when it was sneaking along the 
garden path in the direction which 
the raven had taken on its morning 
promanade. Now, it seems that he 
acted precipitately. A Teuton judge 
has decreed that the owner of birds 
or any bird-lover in Germany who sus- 
pects a cat of having marked a certain 
bird for its own must wait until he 
catches the feline in the very act of 
pouncing on its prey. Then he may 
shoot it, but not otherwise, even 
though the yard may be strewn with 
the plumage of precious feathered vic- 
tims of the assassin. 

A cat may not be molested even if 
it is seen slinking away with your 
canary in its mouth. That is not con- 
clusive evidence, according to the re- 
cent judicial decision. The thing to 
be done is to arm yourself with a gun, 
lay in a good stock of patience, and 
lie in wait for the cat. If you actual- 
ly see it about to spring on a bird 
then shoot, and a good aim to you, but 
if all these conditions are not ful- 
filled the cat may walk past you with 
peace in its heart and a mocking 
smile on its face, secure in its legal 
rights. 

In deciding the Berlin case the 
judge severely condemned Lieutenant 
Klotz’ action in massacring the cats 
without positive proof that they medi- 
tated the destruction of his raven. The 
learned magistrate held that the cats 
having been “scatted” once, could 
have been scatted again without re- 
course of bloodshed, and he incidental- 
ly laid down the law for cat killing 
asset forth above. Whether the cats 
of Berlin laughed or not when they 
heard the verdict is not known, but it 
certainly was enough to make them.

‘LST OF CHOLERA SCOURGES 


Terrible Plague Wae Known as Earty 
ae the Year 767 B. C., Declares 
London Writer. 

London.—The terrible ravages chol- 
era is making at the present time in 
Turkey remind one of many previous 
occasions when epidemics have car- 
ried off thousands at a time, says Tit- 
Bits. As early as 767 B. C. we read 
of a plague, and again in 453 B. C. 
Rome suffered terribly. Athens was 
attacked by a pestilence in 430 B. C., 
which was believed to have been caus- 
ed by their enemies poisoning the wa- 
ter supplies. 

As many as 10,000 people a day fell 
victims to the plague at Rome in A. D. 
80. So many people were killed dur- 
ing the epidemic which occurred in 
Britan during the fifth century that 
there were hardly sufficient persons 
left to bury the dead. In 772 Chiches- 
ter lost 44,000 people, and in 954 Scot- 
land lost 40,000. London was visited 
in the 10th and 11th centuries, and 
Ireland suffered severely in 1204. 

The Oriental plague occurred be- 
tween 1348 and 1382. It was known 
us the “Black Plague,” on account of 
the black spots which appeared on the 
skin at death. It started in China in 
1333, and the deaths numbered 13,- 
000,000, and 24,000,000 succumbed 
the rest of Asia. It appeared in Nor- 
way and Sweden in 13849 and 1382. 
About 2,000,000 fell victims to the 
black plague in England, of which 52,- 
000 occurred in London alone

FORCED GROWTH OF CHICKS

Benefits of Electrical Culture Are Re- 
ported at an Oklahoma 
Hatchery. 

One of the most interesting features 
of a 30,000 egg electrical hatchery at 
Muskogee, Okla., is the method of 
forcing the growth of chicks by the 
aid of electric light, says an exchange, 
\ 60 watt tungsten lamp, which, by 
means of a special switch, is turned 
on and off for alternate of 
eight hours each, is in the 
runway The. chick craw in 
the eight hours electric illumination 
rests during the eight the 
light is shut off, Thus the chicks live 
three electric days in two ordinary 
sunshine days In the customary way 
of brooding chicks eight hours out of 
the twenty-four are wasted, or, 
express it electrically, the load fac- 
tor is 66 per cent. The electric out- 
fit, however, is run at nearly 100 per 
cent, load factor, and electric chicks

Professor James Declared to 
Have Robbed a Guest. 


Peychical Research Leader Tells of 
Weird Conference With Departed 
Thinker—Boy Medium ts Cut 
by Razor Blade. 


New York.— William James, who was 
professor of philosophy at Harvard 
when he died, August ,26, 1910, and 
who, before his death, promised his 
friend, Dr. James H, Hyslop of the 
American Society for Psychical Re- 
search, that he would strive to send 
such metgages from the spirit world 
as would demonstrate indubitably thd 
truth of spiritualism, has been try- 
ing opce more, according to Dr. Hy- 
slop, to communicate with Hyslop 
and others.

Streets of Bulgarian Capital Ring 
With Songs of Recruits. 


People Remain Silent ae Battallona of 
French Reserves Pace Through 
Town on Their Way to the 
Front. 


Sofia, Bulgaria—Above the regular 
tramp, tramp, tramp of soldier feet 
rises the hoarse chorus of soldier 
voices—like a sullen sea rolling on a 
short of rock. The armistice has been 
froclaimed, but the streets of Sofia 
are filled with reserves who, battalion 
after battalion, are being dispatched 
to the front, to fill the sickening gaps 
at roll call, and to mix new strength 
with the tired valor of the veterans. 
At the beginning of the war Bulgaria 
had expected to raise barely 300,000 
men. On the establishment of truce 
there were already over 500,000 in the 
field. Now 100,000 new conscripts are 
gathering toward Adrianople and 
Tchatalja. And still this calm, fierce 
little nation is not exhausted. Many 
men remain. if Turkey shows the 
least sign of arrogance or of trickery 
the war will go on. 

Tramp, tramp, tramp sound the feet, 
Four by four the recruits filed by— 
young men between 20 and 30. They 
are singing. Is it a song? It is more 
like the battle growl of some slow 
moving monster roused to fury, says 
a correspondent for the Chicago News. 
The throats are deep and hoarse. The 
music breaks and pauses in odd, stern 
rhymes. “Slavna Bulgaria!” Tramp, 
tramp, tramp. “Slavna Bulgaria!” 
Tramp, tramp, tramp. The uniforms 
are old and muddy and torn. They 
are the color of earth. The faces are 
those of a stolid peasantry—not too 
stolid, however, to feel the fires of un- 
quenchable patriotism burning within 
those broad breast. “Slavpga Bul- 
garia!” growl the sullen lips. From 
the head of the column the chorus 
echoes back: “Slavna Bulgaria!” 
Tramp, tramp, tramp. ‘“Slavna Bul- 
garia!” Yes, “Glorious Bulgaria!” 

Come look at Sofia in war time. It 
is gayer, they say, in peace. The 


‘swarming crowd m the square before 


the old white mosque, whose narrow 
minaret rises like an admonition into 
the blue sky, chattered louder, they 
say, and bartered longer, in the days 
before the war. But even now the city 
is calmly animated. One is farther 
east than at Belgrade. The general 
effect is more Asiatic, more pictur 
esque. 

Belgrade is an overgrown village, a 
city in the formative state. Sofia is 
already a city, compact and individual. 
Remove the people and the street 
stalls and it will somewhat resemble 
any bright new town of Europe or 
America. The streets are paved with 
brick, the central part is clean and 
green, the buildings are of brick or 
stone or plaster. There are some 
worthy examples of architecture—the 
theater, with its lion drawn chariots 
Burmounting the facade; the palace, 
its yellow stone harmonizing quietly 
with the green of the gardens which 
surround and half conceal it; the 
market, with a touch of orientalism 
in the mosaic about the doors, in the 
design of the bricks, Jaid in broad red 
and tan stripes; and then, above all, 
the churches. 

An unshorn convalescent soldier 
saunters up, the cloth of his coat still 
torn where the Turkish bullet went 
through. And over all the busy swarm 
fly flocks of loudly clattering rooks; 
a family of them lives in every chim- 
ney pot; their scolding and gossip nev- 
er ceases. 

Hark! The measured tramp of feet 
again! Another battalion of recruits 
is marching to the railroad station. 
Far down the street you can hear the 
growling voices: “Slavna Bulgaria!” 
Tramp, tramp, tramp. “Slavna Bul- 
garia!” The crowd swerves slowly in 
the djrection of the singing. Every 
one watches anxiously. Good! say ap- 
proving eyes. The quality is not de- 
clining! Bulgaria still has sons of the 
Studiest to hurl against the Turk! 
The soldiers reach the corner, turn 
and disappear. Nobody cheers. But 
on every face glows a look of stern 
pride.

Defeats McGovern by 28 Votes 
For Ward One Aldermanic 
Berth 


Edward P. McLaughlin, demo- 
crat, was the winner yesterday in 
the special election held for alder- 
man in ward one. He polled 226

The ward is democratic by a 
majority of upwards of 125 votes, 
and the McGovernites this morn- 
ing are finding a lot of consolation 
in the fact that with nothing else 
to attract the voter, except the 
choice of a ward alderman, their 
nominee lost by only 28 majority. 

There was a fair sized vote that 
was not polled, and democratic 
stay at homes were the‘most num- 
erous. But this was anticipated 
by friends of both candidates, and 
the total vote easily came up to 
expectations. 

MeLaughlin’s victory was con- 
sidered of vast importance to 
friends of the administration, as 
it meant that the control of the 
city council, which as it now stands 
is republican by an 8 to 7 lineup, 
will be reversed, and the democrats 
will have a majority of one.

ABUSE OF PLAYGROUNDS 

When the Massachusetts legis- 
lature enacted the playground law 
it hoped to establish breathing 
spaces for the young where they 
could gain health and. strength. 
It hoped also, to relieve the public 
highways of the congestion re- 
sulting from the idle and objectless 
gathering of youth where mischief is 
apt to be spontaneous. It hoped 
to substitute for idle loitering, 
rational enjoyment. 

The legislature never contem- 
plated that these recreation grounds 
should be transformed into haunts 
of the vicious and trouble breeding 
classes. It expected that local 
authorities would co-operate suf- 
ficiently to ensure order to a fair 
degree, and see to it-that the young- 
er children should not be imposed 
upon and harrassed by the hood- 
lum element in the community. 

Bobby Burns tells us that: 
“The best laid schemes 0’ mice and men 

Gang aft a-gley 
And leave us naught but grief and pain 

For promised joy,” 
and that seems to 
experience in the establishment 
of the South End_ playground. 
Fitted with every appliance 
the enjoyment and healthful ex- 
ercise of the children, the city’s 
contribution at an expense of 
$6000 has been practically wasted, 
the equipment smashed, the young- 
er patrons of the recreation field 
bulldozed and terrorized by their 
older mates, and the place made a 
menace rather than a benefit.

INSURANCE OF PUBLIC PROP- 
ERTY, A DUTY 


In the minds of thinking citi- 
zens it would seem there could be 
but one answer to the question: 
“Shall the city of Woburn insure 
its public buildings?” It so 
plainly a duty, the reply must be 
in the affirmative. He is short- 
sighted, and, in the case of a public 
official, almost criminally negligent, 
who takes an opposite view. 

The prudent business man recog- 
nizes the duty he owes to himself, 
and his family, when he spreads 
above his of merchandise 
the blanket of an insurance policy. 
The owner of a home, or of tene- 
ment property admits the value of 
insurance when he secks fits aid, 
The manufacturer throws.this safe- 
guard about his factory, its equip- 
ment and his product. It is simply 
discounting possible loss, a pre- 
-autionary the 
cost of which is but a drop in the 
bucket, to the loss that may be 
entailed by fire and water. Could 
the man who took his chance, and 
refused to protect himself, be called 
@ wise man?

negligence, or stubborn, if not

The city buildings, such as the 
Municipal and Court house build- 
ings, the armory, the hose houses, 
the steamer and hook and ladder 
house, the pumping station, the 
city stables, the almshouse, and 
the school houses were bought with 
the taxpayer’s money. ‘The people

Shall these buildings, owned by 
the people, be allowed to go with- 
out protection? The question is 
up to the people. 

This question was raised at the 
last meeting of the board of pub- 
lie works by Commissioner Kelley, 
and very properly. It is high 
time that the real owners of the 
property, now wholly unprotected, 
should know the facts, and voice 
their protest against so dangerous 
and unwise a policy. 

Because of Alderman Harry A. 
Jones’ initiative last year the new 
high school building is partially 
protected by a policy for $90,000. 
Glance at the case of this building 
for a moment. The new high 
school building with its splendid 
equipment cost approximately $150 
000. Of this amount nearly if not 
quite $100,000 still stands against 
the city, to be paid for in annual 
instalments. If it was destroyed 
by fire it would have to be rebuilt. 
Without insurance, the city would 
be obliged to burden itself with a 


new debt of $150,000 and still have , 


to pay the $100,000 due on the 
present structure. Would not the 
$90,000 insurance be a handy thing 


to be possessed of in such an 
emergency? 
The last administration had 


queer ideas about many matters 
of municipal management, and 
any one who attempts to ex- 
plain its policy would have to be 
gifted with occult powers of divina- 
tion. In place of paying premiums 
for insurance there was a proposi- 
tion advanced to establish a muni- 
cipal sinking fund from which 
losses by fire in public buildings 
might be paid, but sinking funds 
are plants of slow growth, and 
until they are sufficient to be of 
value, what is to cover the risk 
of loss liable to spring into exis- 
tence at any moment. The in- 
terval must be bridged, and direct 
insurance is the only method to 
be adopted. It is not of record 
that any start has yet been made 
looking to the establishment of 
such a fund, and the present duty 
is clear. Insure!

PUZZLE— CAN YOU SOLVE 
IT? 

Who is there who can fathom 
the constant problem that con- 
fronts popular govermnent on the 
question of the suffrage? It would 
have been interesting to see, in 
ward one, could both party man- 
agers have agreed that nothing 
would be done to get out the vote 
yesterday beyond the legal ad- 
vertising by the city clerk how 
many voters would have visited 
the polls. It is a safe bet that not 
more than fifty per cent. of the 
vote cast would have been cast, 
and of course a smaller percentage 
of the total registration, after 
eliminating the sick.

Large rich valleys, great stretches 
of medium sized pines, beautiful 
rivers, many lakes, much quiet 
mountain scenery, and in several 
instances projections and eruptions 
grand beyond description.

Canyon and Obsidian Cliff,

Golden Gate Canyon is several 
thousand feet high, rich in color- 
ing and impressive in appear- 
ance, while Obsidian Cliff several 
miles beyond and resembling it 
in size is composed entirely of a 
natural formation.

eleven a. m. and putting in an 
extra day, gave us ample time to 
see this, the most attractive geyser 
of all. Here we saw the 
Bee Hive Geysers, The Excelsior, 
and The Giant, which went over 
200 feet in the air, as well as Old 
Faithful, true to its name, playing 
regularly every seventy minutes 
and never disappointing. The 
last named at each performance, 
reaches a height of 80 to 110 feet, 
and throws out over 3000 lbs. of 
boiling sulphur water. 

We were very fortunate to reach 
this valley at a time when all 
these geysers were in operation, 
as all are irregular except Old 
Faithful. From 10 to 16 days 
between eruptions is the time re- 
quired by the others. In _ this 
basin of four square miles, there 
are also over 100 small sulphur 
geysers, but one passes them almost 
unnoticed after seeing the star 
performers. But there is one spot 
called “The Bend,” covering per- 
haps 50 acres, which throws out 
neither steam nor smoke, and yet 
the most alluring locality in 
this whole park of wonders. It 
is dotted with quiet boiling pools 
most of them from 20 to 50 feet 
in diameter, but a few covering

THE LENTEN SEASON 

The word Lent, from the Anglo-Saxon lenct, meaning spring, and 
its equivalents in slightly varying forms in the Teutonic group of lan- 
guages, are probably derived from the same root as the word “long” 
referring to ‘the lengthening days” of spring. In most other languages 
the word for Lent is some form of the word “forty,” having reference 
to the number of days. 

In the Christian church Lent is the period of fasting preparatory 
to the festival of Easter. aster is the first Sunday after the first full 
moon after the 21st of March. It may fall as early as the 22nd of 
March or as late as the 25th of April. This year, therefore, it occurs 
as early as possible, within one day. The period of Lent begins with 
Ash Wednesday and lasts for forty days plus the number of Sundays 
falling within the dates. Since the Lord’s day is always a festival and 
never a fast, the Sundays included are considered as ‘in Lent,’’ but not 
“of Lent.’ The principal days of Lent are Ash Wednesday and the 
last week, called Passion week, particularly Thursday and Friday of 
that week. Lent is celebrated in commemoration of our Lord’s fast 
in the Wilderness, (Matt. IV.). 

In addition to the religious observances of this period, and due 
doubtless to their influence, there is a general cessation of social acti- 
vities, and a tendency to devote a greater share of attention to the more 
serious affairs of life. This tendency is distinetly noticeable in the type 
of reading sought for at the library.

thing similar to this—and if he 
did, he was justified in airing his 
conclusions. It certainly is a 
vicious performance. There is in 
this park a spot called ‘“Hell’s 
Half Acre,’ and it is properly 
named, but it looks mild com- 
pared to this villainous Mud Crater. 
And yet another thing comes to 
mind. The preachers have always 
told us that hell is below, but here 
we find it about 8000 feet in the 
air. Then too, they have claimed 
that punishment is perpetual, but 
if they will test any one of the 
numerous receiving stations in this 
park, they will find that punish- 
ment is instantaneous, 

But the Grand canyon is re- 
freshing. Five miles long, 1200 
feet deep, two waterfalls, one 140 
feet and the other 3860 feet. In 
addition, nature has given this 
canyon all the rich coloring of the 
sky and rainbow. It is easily the 
greatest sight in the park. Like 
the richly colored pools of the 
upper geyser basin, it is, regardless 
of its grand and massive propor- 
tions, always captivating from a 
beauty standpoint.. At this point 
also is located the finest hotel in 
the park. Costing nearly a mil- 
lion dollars, it was first opened to 
the public in 1911. Its entire 
length is 700 feet, has a dining 
room 182 feet long, a lobby 100 
feet square and a dance hall 200 
feet long, all beautifully finished 
in Michigan birch. 

The government has built 150 
miles of good roads, with easy 
grades and steel bridges. Along 
this route are the five large hotels 
and two lunch stations. The aver- 
age daily number of tourists at 
all these hotels is about 1800, and 
the daily arrivals number about 
350. The accomodations and ser- 
vice at $5.00 per day are first class. 
Cleanliness is everywhere noticea- 
able. The linens are as white and 
pure as the fresh snows from the 
sky. 

One thousand horses, and about 
200 coaches are in daily use for 
the transportation of guests. The 
whole presents about a_ perfect 
system, leaving no room for com- 
plaints, except by cranks.

FANE OF JEZREELITES SOLD 


Was Bullt by ” Ex-Britich Soldier ts 
House His Religious 
Sect. 

London.—Jezreel's temple, at Chat 
ham, which was originally erected al 
an enormous cost as the Temple oj 
the New and Latter House of Israel, 
is sold. It comprises a large unfix 
ished building 124 feet square by more 
than 100 feet in height flanked by 
towers and shafts and having an area 
of 10,000 square feet. 

This extraordinary building, which 
is a conspicuous landmark for miles 
around, was commenced in 1882 by a 
British ex-soldier named White, whe 
after an attack of sunstroke in India 
proclaimed himself the prophet of 8 
new religion and adonted the name oj 


“James Hershon Jesreei. An articis 
of the new faith was that none of ite 
dictples should ever visit the barber 
and the Jeszreelites became rapidly 
known in the locality and beyond it. 
“Jezreel” soon gathered hundreds 
of followers and started a little colony 
of farms and workshops, out of whick 
he amassed a fortune. He started the 
building of the tower with the object 
of accommodating 5,000 of the faith 
ful out of the 144, 000 who were to be 
saved when the end of the world came 
He promised his followers that he 
would live forever, but he died unfor 
tunately before the great tower war 
completed. It remains unfinished to 
day, notwithstanding the fact that al 
least $220,000 has been spent on it 
The six storied building, roofless 
and windowless, was seized by the 
contractors and remained desolate 
for years until in 1906 it was occupied 
by an American named Mills, whe 
adopted the title “Prince Michael,” 
and proclaimed himself the successo! 
of “Jezreel.” A little over three years 
ago the temple, still windowless, wat 
the scene of an eviction. This is the 
last time that the Jezreelites were 
prominently before the public. 


MULES KICK BULL TO DEATH 


All Are In One Pen—Steer Also Loses 
Life—Another, Badly Hurt, Has 
to Be Shot. 

Sacramento, Cal.—In deadly combat 
were ten mules, turned in the same 
yard with two steers and a bull at 
Thirty-fourth and R streets. One stee) 
and a bull were killed and anothe: 
steer so badly injured that it had te 
be shot. The mules kicked the cattle 
to death. The horns of the cattle 
were but little protection against the 
hoofs of their adversaries. 

It is said that the battle betweer 
the animals raged all night Out 
numbered three to one, the cattle 
stood little chance, and the continu 
ous kicking of the mules brought them 
down, 

Morning found the bull and one o) 
the steers dead. The other steer sur 
vived until afternoon, when the mules 
were taken away.

Patrolman Brown put it out 
of misery with his revolver. The po 
lice have been unable to learn whc

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Nahma, a Plaaeure Yacht, 
Brought Woe to Goelets 


Last Affliction Caused Family to Deny 
Dying Wieties of One of Ite Prom- 
Inent Membere—Vessel Prob- 
ably Will Be Sold. 


New York.—The members of the 
enormously wealthy Goelet family of 
New York, one of the most prominent 
families of America, either die on 
board their yachts or are taken from 
them to die, says a writer. For this 
reason young Mrs. Robert Wilson Goo 
let, the former Miss Hisie Whelen, 
will not let her husband own a yacht 
of any kind, will not let him go cruts 
ing, nor will she go herself. And 
more than this, she is bringing up her 
small boys to hate yachts and will not 
even let them have toy boats of any 
kind, 

“Yachts are evil to the Goelets,” she 
has said many times. Last summer, 
when the news of Mrs. Robert Goe 
let’s serious illness reached her, 
young Mrs. Bobby said to her great 
friend, Mrs. Gordon Douglas: 

“The Nahma will claim another vio 
tim.” 

Early in December Mrs, Goelet died, 
not on board the Nahma, as she de 
sired, however, but in Parts, where 
her only son, Robert Walton Goelet, 
insisted dn taking her. Mrs. Goelet’s 
illness and death is the latest tragedy 
of the magnificent pleasure craft that 
cost the late Robert Goelet more than 
$1,000,000. 

So strongly do the whole family feel 
on the yachting subject in general 
so keen is theiy, dread of ‘the Nahma 
in particular, that they refused to 
comply with Mrs. Robert Goelet’s lsat 
wishes and have her body brought 
back to America on board. 

But the Nahma was not the first 
yacht to bring tragedy to the family. 
Fifteen years ago Ogden Goelet, one 


of the best known New York and | 


Newport multimilMonaires, died on 
board his steam yacht Mayflower. He 
had been cruising in English waters 
and died at Cowes. His body was 
brought home on board the vessel that 
he Yeved as he did his life. His widow 
and son, Robert Wilson Goelet, would 
not keep the Mayflower. Mrs. Goe 
let said that it would always be a 
funeral ship to her, and so she sold it 
to the United States government. It 
was used as a concerted gunboat dur 
ing the Spanish war, and is now the 
president's yacht. 

It is a noticeable fact that Mra. Og- 
den Goelet and her son have never 
been interested in yachts or yachting 
since Ogden Goelet’s death. 

Twenty months after putting the 
Nahma in commission Robert Goelet 
died on board in the bay of Naples, 
and his body was brought home to 
New York, in the beautiful little 
Hbrary whose walls were lined witb 
rare first editions and equally rare 
old prints. 

Robert Goelet left the Nahma to his 
wife, with the request that she hold 
it until her death. From that day un 
til her death a few weeks ago the 
widow lived almost entirely on board 
the vessel on which her husband died 

In January, 1902, after a series of 
brilliant entertainments on the Nah: 
ma, Mrs. Goelet decided to return to 
New York and bring out her daughter 
Beatrice. 

Beatrice was then seventeen years 
old, a remarkably pretty young per. 
s0n, and one who seemed destined to 
make a great match, for in Burope she 
was on friendly terms with the 
younger members of the royal families 
of Great Britain and Germany. While 
speeding across the Atlantic with the 
future so rosy before her Beatrice was 
stricken with measles. On reaching 
New York she was hurried to the 
mansion 80 wonderfully prepared for 
her, but she died on the tenth of Feb 
ruary, the second victim of the Nah. 
ma. 

Even after this tragedy, from which 
she never recovered, Mrs. Goelet 
would not sell the yacht, 

Last winter Mrs. Goelet’ returned to 
New York and was frequently at the 
opera in her box, but otherwise she 
did not entertain very formally. She 
went to Europe last spring and after 
the Nahma had been redecorated took 
a cruise to the northward. Her sop 
did not go with her. In July Mrs, Goe 
let developed a dangerous illness 
Specialists hurried to the yacht from 
London and Paris, said that it was 
cancer and that there was no hope.’

PASTOR TO BE UNDERTAKER 


Dr. Leavitt of San Francisco Says He 
Will Try to Dispel Some of the 
Gloom of Death. 

San Francisco, Cal.—Rey. Dr. Brad- 
ford Leavitt, one of the best known 
clergymen of San Francisco, has re- 
signed his pastorate of the First Uni- 
tarian church of this city to become 
an undertaker. Doctor Leavitt made 
this announcement, saying he had 
been compelled to abandon the minis- 
try on account of weakness of the 
psyes, and that he was entering the un- 
flertaking profession in the hope of 
“dispelling its atmosphere of superati- 
tlon and gloom, which we have inher- 
{ted from the heartless and sometimes 
heathen methods and ideas of the 
past.” 

In a letter addressed to his congre 
gation he explained in detail his rea- 
sons for the change. 

“There is something barbaric in our 
methods of dealing with death,” said 
Doctor Leavitt. ‘‘The Chinese are far 
more civilized in this. I am averse to 
the darkening of houses, the pulling 
jJown of blinds and the general mor 
bid atmosphere that is affected in a 
fouse stricken by death. We know 
there is no cause for mourning. There 
is a glory in death that we cloud by 
abhorrent formalities, which may be 
sasily avoided without diminishing the 
lignity and the solemnity of funeral 
rites. And above all, it is something 
that can be altered by very little ef- 
tort.” 


VINTAGE OF 1912 ABUNDANT 
Year Just Ended to Rank High In Red- 
Letter Annals of the Trade in 
France and Algeria. 


Paris.—The vintage of 1912 in 
france and Algeria, according to re- 
ports just issued, is much superior to 
that of 1911, both in quantity and quak 
(ty. The wine of 1911 was very in- 
ferior, due to the lack of warmth dur- 
ing the late summer and autumn. At 
the beginning of the present season 
wine growers predicted an excellent 
crop of grapes, and their predictions 
seem to have been well founded. 

The vintage of 1912 amounted to 
69,339,035 hectoliters. Algeria  pro- 
duced 6,671,181 hectoliters. Adding 
the stock left over from 1911 in both 
France and Algeria, a total of 67,670, 
644 hectoliters is reached. The 1911 
vintage was only 65,162,730 hectoliters, 

In the 89 departments of France 
there are only nine in which there are 
no vineyards. They are the Calvados, 
Sotes du Nord, Finistere, Manche, 
Nord, Orne, Pas de Calais, Seine In- 
ferience and the Somna. Several oth- 
ers, it is true, had but small crops, 
The department which leads all the 
others is the Herault, in the Midi, pro- 
fucing 14,064,907 hectoliters.

Elite of Insect World, Wonderful In 
Structure and Metamorphosis— 
Breathe Through Holes in 
Their Sides—Also Have 
Great Strength. 

It has been said that there are as 
many files as there are fruits. This 
is not literally true; nevertheless, 
there are some 40,000 known species, 
of which 3,000 t» 4,000 inhabit the 
British isles, says English Mathe 
matics. The diptera, as the name im- 
plies, are two-winged insects; but the 
rudiments of a second pair still re- 
main in the form of diminutive drum- 
shaped appendages, known as the bal- 
ancers. Their use is not definitely 
known, but experiment shows that, 
when damaged or destroyed, the flight 
of the insect is seriously impaired, 
becoming an ascending spiral, but 
otherwise directionless. In the house 
fly there are complicated glandlike 
organs at the base of the balancers, 
also of unknown funqtion. A sugges- 
tive form of fly which affects the 
coats of red deer when securely 
lodged thereon casts or bites off its 
wings; hence, if red deer were as 
numerous as man a gradual diminu- 
tion in the use of wings would arise 
and ultimate disappearance of these 
organs might ensue Some familiar 
process probably marks the evolution 
of the common flea, which is a wing- 
less type of dipteron. Flies are the 
elite of the insect world, both as re 
gards structure and metamorphosis 
This latter is mere complete than in 
any other insect, because during pu- 
pation the whole of the organs of the 


larval stages are dissolved into a 
creamy fluid (esentially a return to 
the egg stage), and from this arise 


the very different organs of the imago 
or perfect insect. 


The eggs are laid in organic refuse 
and in this land of plenty the young 
erubs eat vigorously, grow quickly, 
form @ hard gase with loose top seg- 
ment which {s finally pushed off to 
allow of the exit of the perfect in- 
sect. As this emerges frotn the pupa 
so it remains during life. It never 
increases In size and the small files 
vf the spring are different species to 
the larger ones of a latter season 
Tike all insects, flies are divided into 
‘hree segments—head, thorax and ab 
Jomen, with their appendages. They 
breathe through holes in their sides 
(spiracles), which are the entrances 
to a complete system of tubes. a 
valve at the end of each opening pre 
venting the expulsion of air, which 
ran thus travel in one direction only 

The air is pumped through these 
tubes by the aid of an ingenious 
pumping device situated at the open- 
Ing to the tubes, the walls of which 
are surrounded by rings of a horny 
substance, to prevent them from col 
lansing, and by blood vessels. through 
which the air is forced, finally leaving 
the body through the skin. This per- 
fect aeration of the blond explains 
‘he strength of files, they being able 
te support sixty or seventy times 
their own weight. Spiracles are as- 
sociated with the buzzing noise com- 
monly thought to be generated by the 


motion of the wings. If the wings 
are removed the sounds are _ pro- 
duced with equal loudness. The 


tongue, or proboscis, is furnished with 
fine tubes, which exude a saliva, thus 
dissolving sugary substances, which 
{ff too large, can be broken up by 
small teeth, thus facilitating the for- 
mation of a sirup. 


Their eyes are each compounded of 


2000 six-sided facets, each at the 
summit of a tube, at the base of 
which is connected a nerve fiber. 


There are three smaller eyes forming 
a triangle above and below these 
with the apex toward the front of 
the head. Their use is unknown. If 
varnished flight is not affected; but 
if the compound eyes are varnished 
the power to direct flight is seriously 
deranged. Experiments show that 
flies, are more responsive to air cur- 
rents (denoting the approach of dan- 
ger) than to light, and depend more 
upon this than upon viston. In proof 
of this, if a wasp is placed in a glass 
tumbler, the bottom of which is turn. 
ed to the Iight and the open end 
placed in shadow, the creature will 
exhause {itself in its effort to get out 
at the closed end, and remain indiffer- 
ent to the easy exit at the other. This 
is not so with the house fly. If the 
open end of the glass be covered ef- 
forts will be directed more or less 
equally all over the glass; and, if a 
movement of the cover is made suffi- 
ejent to leave space for the exit, the 
fly is tmmediately sensible of the 
draft through the space, and makes a 
hurried departure. Flies are more 
easily caught by slow movements—a 
fast known to some of its insect 
preys, who feign death to secure the 
near approach of an intended victim. 

The nose, or organ of smell. is cen. 
tered in two feathered antennae, each 
of which is covered with several thou- 
sand pits, each associated with a 
nerve fiber. The beautiful mechan. 
ism of the organs of locomction were 
next surveyed, and the, fly’s abiltty to 
walk upside down and up smooth 
glass was attributed to the presence 
of a gummy secretian on two pads 
at the base of each foot. Consequent- 
ly, any surface—such as the sides of 
a milk bowl—covered with a greasy 
material offered no foothald. 

The hairs of their bodies point 
downward, and thus the leg and wing 
rubbing which one sees continuously 
of particles of dust and parasites, 


Record of the “Flying Dutchman” 
—Other Haunted Vessels. 


Ascertained That There Was a Sea- 
man of Repute Named Vander 
decken, Who Saiied From 
Holland to the East Many 
Years Ago. 

It would be surprising if among sail- 
ormen and fisherfoik, whose supersti- 
tion is proverbial, a large amount of 
legendary narrative connected with 
their calling aid not exist. A little 
research proves that this is so and 
that the sea possesses its quota of 
uncanniness, but which, with one not- 

able exception, is seldom heard of. 

This of course is the famous “Fly- 
ing Dutchman” or phantom ship of 
Vanderdecken. How the story orig- 
inated {s doubtful, but it has been as- 
certained that there was a seaman of 
repute who many years ago sailed 
from Holland to the east via the Cape 
of Good Hope but was never again 
heard of 

Some authorities say that, meeting 
with contrary winds off the cape, he 
S8wore a terrible oath, in consequence 
of which the Divine wrath decreed 
that he should be occupied till the 
crack of doom in endeavoring to 
weather the headland. Others state 


that this punishment was meted out | 


to him in retribution for a terrible 
murder he committed before com- 
mencing his fateful voyage.

the most authentic and cold-blooded 
record of any phantom exists either 
afloat or ashore, for it is stated that 
in the log of H. M. 8. Bacchante, while 
on & voyage round the world with the 
little princes in 1881, there appears 
on July 11 the entry: “Flying Dutch- 
man crossed our bows.” The log book 
of one of the then largest of her Maj- 
esty’s warships is certainly the last 
place to expect to find that which is 
generally associated with the hystert- 
cal of either sex. 

In the “Chronicles of the St. Law- 
rence” by Le Maine it is recorded that 
on a certain day in the year a phan- 
tom ship is seen off Cap d’Hshoir in 
Gaspe Bay. Lights are seen aboard 
of her and her decks are crowded with 
mén. By the foot of the bowsprit a 
man is conspicuously standing and 
facing toward the shore, with a lady 
clinging to his arm. Gradually the 
lights go out and the vessel sinks. It 
fs said to be the ghost of the flagship 
of a fleet which was sent out to re- 
duce the French forts, the vessel be- 
tng lost with all hands. There ts also 
related among the lumbermen of the 
same great river of an antique caravel 
which sails up the Cadolia Falls, 
where no other vessel dare or could 
follow. 

To come to our native waters, there 
are numerous instances related in lo- 
cal history of the visitations of ghost- 
ly vessels, the west of England, as 
might be expected, being most prolific 
in these records. Indeed, Cornwall 
boasts of a goblin ship probably 
unique the world over, as she not only 
sails the water but proceeds most 
unconcerned by some good distance 
inland. 

This is the specter ship of Porth- 
curno, and in Robert Hunt’s book is 
related the experience of a local in- 
habitant who witnessed one of her 
escapades. She is described as a black 
square rigged single masted vessel, 
sometimes towing a small boat. No 
crew is ever seen; presumably they 
are down below. 

The personal narrative says: On 
came the craft. It passed steadily 
through the breakers, glided on over 
the sands, steadily pursued its course 
on the dry land as if it had been wa- 
ter. On it went to Bodelan, where St. 
Leven formerly dwelt. It then steered 
Its course to Chygwiden, and there 
vanished like smoke.” 

Bottrell also tells that in another 
Cornish bay during an incoming fog 
the noise o§ falling spars, guns firing 
and so forth is heard as if an action 
were in progress. 

Many instances can be given of how 
ships themselves are said to be haunt- 
ed, especially when a murder has oc- 
curred on board. And of the West 
Indies grewsome stories are told of 
the restless spirits of the ancient pi- 
rates, who presumably are too wicked 
to leave this sphere, but visit their 
old quarters and provide any unfor- 
tunate shipwrecked seaman with a 
fund of “horrors,” which he eventually 
relates to a gaping audience of broth- 
er salts. 


Butterflies as Jewels. 

Brilliant butterflies, brought back 
by travelers who have been exploring 
distant countries, serve only to en- 
rich the collections of naturalists. It 
is only recently that the multi-colored 
wings of these brilliant and charming 
Insects have tempted artistic jewel- 
ers. They have imprisoned in the 
crystal some of these variegated 
wings, and have made of them jewels 
which not only are ravishing, but 
which reveal a very tempting orig 
inality. A brooch has been made 
with the two wings of one of these 
butterfiles. They were arranged in 
the shape of a butterfly between two 
thin sheets of crystal and the edge 
of the wings was set with diamonds 
and an opal formed the body of the 
fly.

Hundreds Claim Kinship With a 
Late Millionaire. 


Letters From Alleged Rolatives of 4. 
K. Zimmerman, Who Dted Iin- 
testate, Pour in Upon the 
Administratore. 


Kansas City.—The lure of a chance, 
no matter how alight, to share in the 
$1,000,000 left by the late J. K. Zim- 
merman, a stockman, of this city, who 
died intestate October 6, is prompting 
scores of persons to write J. H. Guin- 
otte, probate judge, for particulars. 
The fortune hunters live in all parts 
of the country. 

Judge Guinotte is not the only one 
receiving letters. Not a day passes 
that Sam B. Strother and F. P. Neal, 
administrators, do not receive letters 
claiming relationship to the wealthy 
stockman. They have succeeded to 
date in finding twenty-seven heirs who 
claim a part of the estate. They are 
investigating the claims of as many 
more. Some of the investigations will 
require more acumen than that re 
guired to solve a Chinese puzzle. 

Here is one, for instance: W. M. 
Spare, Cisco, Ill., writes: 

“While I can’t claim kinship with 
the deceased, it is quite within the 
range of possibilities. My grandmoth- 
er’'s name was Zimmerman and mar- 
ried Joseph D, Long of Pennsylvania 
and moved to this section of Illinois 
somewhere about the year of 1830 to 
1833. She had a brother by the name

A woman in Duluth, Minn., put her 
case in the hands of an attorney im- 
mediately. The attorney writes: 

“She seems to have a very complete 
record of her progenitors and claims 
that J. K. Zimmerman was her uncle.” 

The administrators will receive $50,-

er heirs and caring for the estate until 
It is divided properly. 

The estate of Mr. Zimmerman con- 
tains no real estate, no bonds and no 
stocks. It was all in notes, secured by 
real estate and chattels. 

“It’s the most unique estate I ever 
dealt with,’”’ Mr. Neal, one of the ad- 
ministrators, said. “It seems strange 
that so rich a man should have owned 
no real estate. He had no direct 
heirs and left no will. The estate is 
to be divided among nephews and 
nieces. So far we have found twenty- 
seven who are to participate in the 
division.” 

Mr. Neal is chairman of the board 
of directors of the Southwestern Na- 
tional Bank of Commerce. 


DISEASE CARRIED BY 100,000 


Testimony to That Effect on Labor 
Camps Before New York 
Commission. 


New York.—One hundred thousand 
men, most of them foreigners, lftve in 
(Insanitary surroundings in 3,000 labor 
camps in connection with construction 
operations throughout New York 
state. They contract disease in the 
working months and carry it to their 
famities in cities. Many of the la- 
borers live in shacks made from dis- 
carded freight cars. Under their sys- 
tem of employment they may not leave 
if dissattfied unless they sacrifice part 
of their pay, held back to keep them 
at their jobs. 

These are conditions described by 
voluntary witnesses at the second pub- 
lic hearing of Governor Sulzer’s spe- 
cial public health commission, which 
is seeking to improve methods of pub- 
lic sanitation. Insanitary conditions 
were alleged to exist in many can- 
neries and among the Indians. Two 
hundred of the 600 Indians on one res- 
ervation have tuberculosis, it was tes- 
tifled. It was recommended that a 
trained nurse be stationed on every 
reservation.

THE 


FISHERIES BUREAU 


Important Federal Department 
Had Very Small Beginning. 


Work is Under Three General Heads 
of Sctentific Investigation, Fishery 
Inquiry and Fish Culture—About 
350 Persons in Bureau, 


Washington.—Fish, being one of 
the most important foods, has been 
the subject of consideration since the 
achievement of our national independ- 
ance. But while several states had 
fish commissions, and the American 
Fish Culture assoctation, now the 
American Fisheries society, was in ex- 
Istence prior to 1871, no branch of 
the government was charged with this 
question until that year. But mat- 
ters of importance arising of both a 
foreign and domestic nature, congress 
was influenced to pass an act creating 
the office of commissioner of fish 
and fisheries in 1871, its duties being 
to prosecute “investigations and in- 
quiries on the subject, with a view of 
ascertaining whether any and what 
diminution in the number of food fish 
of the coast and the lakes of the Unit- 
ed States had taken place; and 
if so, to what causes the same 
ls due; and also whether any and 
what potective, prohibitory or precau- 
tionary measures should be adopted 
in the premises.” 


Although nothing was attached to 
the position of commissioner of fish 
and fisheries but “honor and glory,” 
t man, regarded as pre-eminently qual- 
(fled for the new position was found, 
and Spencer Fullerton Baird, then as- 
sistant secretary of the Smithsonian 
Institution, was given the appoint- 
ment. Commissioner Baird entered 
upon his duties at once, and continued 
as the head of the commission until 
his death in 1877. Succeeding him 
came Dr. George Brown Goode, emi- 
nent as an ichthyologist and fishery 
expert, who had been Prof, Baird's 
assistant. After less than a year’s 
time, however, Dr. Goode voluntarily 
gave up the commissionership to de- 
vote his entire time to the National 
museum, of which he was director. 
Next came Commissioner Marshall 
McDonald, practical fish culturist and 
trventor of important mechanical ap- 
pitances now used in the hatching of 
fish all over the world, who, tke Com- 
missioner Batrd, served until his death, 
in 1895. Commissioner McDonald was 
the first salaried head of the commis- 
sion. Following him came Capt, John 
J. Brice, a retired naval officer, who 
held the office for two years, and was 
succeeded in 1898 by George Meade 
Bowers, the present commissioner. 

Until 1903 the bureau was known 
as the “United States commission of 
Osh and fisheries,” and was an inde 
pendent institution of the gowernment, 
responsible directly to congress. In 
that year it was tncladed in the new 
fepartment of commerce and labor, 
becoming the United States bureau of 
Oshertes, 

From the outset the work of the 
bureau naturally fell under the three 
general heads of scientific investiga- 
tion, fishery inguiry and fish cuiture. 
This same classification, extended and 
perfected, enters into the organiza- 
tion at the present time. Approxt- 
mately 350 persons form the present 
personnel of the bureau, of whom ail 
but about 90 are at outside stations, 
laboratories or on vessels. The land 
owned and occupied by the bureau at 
Its fish cultural and biological sta- 
tions covers an aggregate area of 13,- 
000 acres, with a value of $240,000. Im- 
provements and equipments at these 
stations represent more than $1,000,- 
000, while other property of the bu 
reau includes four seagoing steam and 
sail vessels, 20 steam launches and 150 
small sail, power and row boats, which, 
with equipment, are valued at about 
$300,000. Six fish transportation cars 
are worth $45,000. The aggregate in- 
vestment of the national government 
mi property devoted to the fishery serv- 
ice, is thus about $1,585,000. And 
for its work and no salary for its 
head! 


At the time of the formation of the 
bureau artificial propagation of fishes 
was not contemplated, but was insti- 
tuted by an act of congress a year 
after its establishment. The fishes 
to which attention was first given 
were the shad, Atlantic salmon and 
whitefish. The work proved so popu- 
lar that it was extendad annually, and 
soon overshadowed all other branches, 
The policy followed by the bureau, as 
enunciated by Dr. Goode, has been 
that it is better to expend a small 
amount of public money in making 
fish so abundant that they can be 
caught without restriction and serve 
as cheap food for the people at large 
than to expend a much larger sum in 
preventing the people from catching 
the fish that still remain after genera- 
tions of improvidence.

NEW EXPLOSIVE 


Smokeless, Odoriess and Has a Great- 
er Penetrative Force Than Dyna- 
mite or Cordite. 


London.—Military experts who have 
been experimenting with the new ex- 
plosive “powerite,” the discovery of 
a young Inventor of Sydney, N. 8. W,, 
predict that it will revolutionize the 
use of small arms and artillery in war- 
fare, 

Cheapness, greater driving force, in- 
creased penetration, no smoke, no 
smell, no recoil and no danger in 
transportation, are among the virtues 
slaimed for “powerite,” the composi- 
tion of which is, of course, a secret. 
Cartridges containing 30 grains of the 
hew explosive were fired in competi: 
tion with cordite cartridges, fitted 
with the usual service charge of 36 
grains. 

The “powerite” projectiles pene- 
trated eight inches into the target, as 
against five inches for the cordite. 
Fired into sand boxes, “powerite” 
forced its way 18 inches, and cordite 
only ten, After testing its force on a 
sunken ship in Thayer bay, the offi- 
ser in charge reported that three 
pounds of ‘“powerite” was equal to ten 
pounds of dynamite. 

The Sydney invention looks like 
sotton and burns with a harmless puff 
of flame when a match Is applied 
Revolver shots may be fired into it at 
short range without danger of explo- 
sion, and it is further claimed that it 
's unaffected by heat, cold, moisture 
or age. Hxclusive use of “powerite’ 
by the British government has been 
differed by the inventor, and will prob- 
ibly be accepted.

IS TESTED | PLACED HIS BAN ON EVILS 


Indulgence In Smoking and Liquor 
Means Forfeit by Heirs of Share 
in Rich Estate. 
Bloomington, 11.—Before Mora and 
Leita Murdock, and their brother Max, 
children of the late J. T. Murdock of 
La Salle county, can beneftt under 
their father's will, they must appear 
before the probate court and take a 
solemn oath that they have not 
smoked or chewed tobacco nor parta- 
ken of intoxicating liquors for two 

years previously. 

The last will and testament of the 
fead millionaire is unique in the an- 
nals of the probate courts of central 
(tinois. While the testator was 
known to be a total abstainer himself, 
he was never intolerant in his refer- 
sne6 to others who might drink or 
smoke, and the will just placed on 
fecord by the administrator was a 
great surprise to his family and 
friends. 

To guard against a false affidavit, 
Mr. Murdock provided that in the 
event such deceit was resorted to, 
that a protest made by any person ac- 
quainted with the facts must be given 
consideration by the court. Should 
the accusation be substantiated, the 
berson who made the false affidavit 
must forfeit all share in the estate. 

The heirs are given life interest in 
the property, and the will provides 
that the anti-tobacco and anti-liquor | 
stipulations are also binding upon 
their children and grandchildren. 

The will bequeaths the personal 
property to the widow and divides the 
real estate equally between the two 
daughters and son. All three children 
are grown and prominent in society | 
circles. _The trio say that there will 
be no danger of any forfeit of their 
share in the estate, as all are opposed 
to the use of tobacco and intoxicants. 

The clause of the will relating to 
tobacco and liquor reads as follows: 

“It has been my aim and ambition 
during the whole time I have been ac 
quiring and saving the property here- 
In devised, to le#ve the same for the 
{mprovement of the minds, and not for 
the debasement of the bodies of those 
who may come into its possession. To 
that end, after due deliberation, it is 
my will, and I do hereby especially 
provide, that no one who uses tobacco, 


t by smoking or chewing, or shall be in 


| 

the habit of using intoxicating Hquor 
as a beverage, shall have any share 
in the property or income thereof de- 
vised by me. Before anyone shall take 
any benefit or any property  be- 
queathed or devised by me, such one, 
my wife excepted. shall file in the 
court where this will may be admitted 
to probate, his or her affidavit, and 
such other additional proof as may be 
required to convince the court of the 
truth of such affidavit, that he or she 
has not used tobacco, for smoking or 
chewing, nor has been in the habit of 
getting intoxicated or of using intox- 
Icating liquors as a beverage during 
the full period of the two years imme- 
diately prior to the time such affidavit 
shall be filed.”

LIVE AND SPICY 


Nearly $19,000,000 was spent in tne 
antitubérculosis campaign in the 


United States dur- 
Pythisis Fight ing the year 1912, 
Very Costly. 


according to the 

fourth annual sta- 
tistical statement of expenditures in 
this movement just issued by the Na- 
tional Association for the Study and 
Prevention of Tuberculosis. These an- 
nual statements are based largely on 
reports received from anti-tubercu- 
losis agencies throughout the country. 
The figures are estimated where act- 
dal reports are not available. 

The expenditures during the year 
for sanatorium and hospital construo- 
tion and treatment make the largest 
single item in the total, amounting to 
nearly $16,800,000. This is an increase 
of nearly $5,000,000 over the same 
group of expenditures for the year 
1911. The anti-tuberculosis assoctla- 
tions and committees spent over 
6765,000, while dispensaries and tuber- 
culosis clinics spent over $500,000. 

More than $115,000 was spent for 
the maintenance and establishment of 
open-air schools and fresh air classes, 
which is more than double the amount 
spent for this purpose in 1911. Offi- 
tial], state and municipal expenditures 
outside of the maintenance of institu- 
tions, which are included in the other 
totals, amounted to $280,000. In addi- 
tion to these figures, about $500,000 
was spent by hospitals for insane and 
penal institutions in caring for their 
tuberculous inmates.

A year 
ago two houses adjoining the property 
on the north were purchased, thus 
providing an additional frontage on 
Highteenth street by fifty feet. 

Glenn Brown and Bedford Brown 
were authorized to make preliminary 
studies of a plan for the proposed en- 
largement. At first it was proposed to 
preserve the old stables, which, fol- 
lowing the pattern of earlier days, are 
of generous proportions, but it was 
found that they could not be used as 
offices or as a lobby to the meeting 
hall. ; 

In order to attain the objects of the 
(mprovement—namely, offices, meét- 
(ng hall, exhibition hall and banquet 
hall—the plan which the architects 
regard as the best is a simple treat- 
ment reproducing the proportions of 
the two upper stories of the Octagon 
with a recess in the angle, making it 
a part of the garden where statues 
and memorial tablets may be placed. 

Closed colonnades will connect the 
new building with the Octagon, which 
\s designed to be used for exhibition 
purposes and will be shown only on 
the garden side. Under the meeting 
room will be a banquet hall, with re- 
ception, hat and cloak rooms.

Navy Is the and 4-inch guns 


Lowest Bidder for use jn the 
1913 naval con- 
struction program. Bids were asked 
for five 56-inch and 10 4-inch guns. The 
Washington yard bid was $7,202 each 
for the 65-inch and $6,470 each for the 
4-inch guns. The Watervliet Arsenal, 
New York, which was the second low- 
est bidder, offered to construct the 5- 
inch guns for $8,130 and the 4-inch 
for $6,709. 

Both the navy and army establish- 
ments, however, were far below bids 
submitted by private corporations, 
which were as follows: Bethlehem 
Steel company, $11,350 for the 56-inch 
and $9,680 for the 4-inch, and Midvale 
Iron Works, $10,950 for the 5-inch and 
$9,280 for the 4-inch. 


The 1913 construction program will 
call for about 32 5-inch and 50 of the 
4-inch bore. They will be used on 
the Battleship Pennsylvania end other 
war craft to be built, including six 
destroyers, two oil fuel ships, one ten- 
der fo» destroyer and one submarine 
tender.

Ingrease In Hog Breeding. 

Six million more meat animals were 
slaughtered in the United States in 
1912 than in 1911. Of these 56,000,000 
of the animals were hogs. About 60 
per cent, were killed under Federal 
inspection, and the remaining 40 per 
cent, was the product of local slaugh- 
ter houses, where there is state in- 
spection or none at all. The Federal 
inspectors condemned 203,000 entire 
carcasses and 463,000 parts of car- 
casses, the mest prevalent disease 
leading to these condemnations being 
tuberculosis. 


RONANBONES FOUND 


Graveyard of Twentieth Legion 
Exhumed at Chester, Eng. 


Bronze Coins of the Emperors An- 
tonius, Plur and Commodus 
Are Found With the 
Remains. 


London.—The extension of the in- 
firmary at Chester has led to the dis- 
tovery of the graveyard used by the 
:wentieth legion of the Romans during 
their occupation of that city. 

The Chester infirmary occupies a 
site which is locally referred to as 
the “plague field.” The site seems to 
have acquired its unsavory name from 
the fact that casual discoveries of hu- 
man remains had led to the supposi- 
tion that they were the victims of 
the great plague. 

The recent unearthing of remains in 
larger numbers on the site of the ex- 
tension of the infirmary led to an in- 
vestigation by Prof. Robert Newstead, 
who now reports that the evidence 
proves conclusively that the infirmary 
field was not used as a burying ground 
during the outbreak of the plague, and 
that all the burials which have been 
so far unearthed belong to the Ro- 
man period. 

Four distinct types of graves have 
been uncovered. One is a tomb formed 
of local sandstone, evidently repre- 
senting a burial of some importance, 
as the walls of the tomb are covered 
in plaster, and the dome of the struc- 
‘ure originally stood out ‘in marked 
contrast to the surrounding surface of 
the land, forming a distinct tumulus. 
Some of the graves were formed by 
placing Reman roofing tiles bearing 
the stamp of the twentieth legion upon 
the floor and also at the sides, the 
legionary stamps always facing in- 
ward. 

Another type of burial was formed 
by placing rough hewn sandstone so 
that a V-shaped trough was formed 
for the reception of the body. A 
fourth type of grave consists of a sim- 
ple trench, dug in the solid clay ata 
depth of not more than two feet from 
the original land surface. 

The Roman origin of the graves is 
borne out by the fact that bronze 
coins of the Emperors Antonius, Pius 
and Commodus have been found in 
them. Such coins were placed usual- 
ly in the mouth of the deceased, and 
are generally referred to as “Charon’s 
passage fare,” to expedite the passage 
of the soul across the Styx, as it was 
believed that the person who had not 
received the usual rites of burial and 
in whose mouth no fee for the ferry- 
man of the Stygian lake had been 
placed, would wander hopelessly on 
Its banks, while a decent interment 
and a small coin, would obviate any 
disagreeable inquiries that Charon 
might else be inclined to make.

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“What ie happening in China?” was 
asked J. O. P. Bland, who is now in 
the United States 
by invitation of 
the Lowell insti- 
tute at Harvard, 
where he is de- 
livering a course 
of lectures deal- 
ing with China 
and her people, 

He went first to 
China in 1883 and 
served the Chi 
nese government 
for thirteen years 
thereafter, acting 
as an official in 
many parts of the great empire. In 
recognition Of his services he was 
given civil rank of the fourth class 
and was subsequently decorated with 
the order of the double dragon. 

“China shows little improvement,” 
he replied. “Armed forces of eight 
foreign nations guard alien interests 
in Peking and watch the way to the 
sea. The prosperous settlements of 
Shanghai, Hankow and Tier-tsin are 
administered by Europeans. The only 
reliable asset China has possessed for 
use in the European money market 
during the last thirty years has been 
the imperial maritime customs, a 
service under the direct supervision 
of foreign accountants. 

“Foreign control has been extended 
to the railways of the north and sev- 
eral other lines, every dollar of ex- 
penditure being certified by foreign 
accountants, given full responsibility 
by the Chinese directors. Later loans 
negotiated under the inspiration of 
German policy were not thus safe- 
guarded, and resulted unhappily. Chi- 
na, therefore, is not mistress of her 
own house; that house is mortgaged 
and there is a bill of sale upon the 
furniture. No strong-armed man is 
present on the premises. 

“The ‘Chinese Republic,’ "’ Mr. Bland 
continued, “is not really a republic in 
that sense in which Americans under- 
stand the word. No effective repub- 
lican government has been estab- 
lished; the guiet which now marks 
Chinese affairs is by no means due 
to satisfaction with political condi- 


tions. Republican ideas are not in 
the least understood by the mass of 
the Chinese people, and, therefore, it 
cannot be said that they have really 
been accepted. 

“The greater portion of China's vast 
population is at present quiet, because 
it has been very busy, gathefing the 
greatest crop known to the empire in 
recent years. They are philosophers 
—the Chinese people. Happily en- 
gaged at harvesting, they do not take 
the time to go to war, and, while 
they have labored, Yuan Shi-Kai, the 
president of this nominal republic, has 
been modeling a government rather 
on the plans followed by the late dow:

“You do not then belfeve that ‘China 
is awakened’ or that a new era really 
has dawned in that part of the Ort. 
ent?” 

“There is a Chinese proverb ad- 
mirably expressing by its metaphor 
the real condition,” Mr. Bland replied, 
“It runs: ‘The Yellow river may 
change its bed, but its waters will re 
main as muddy as before.’ 

“These facts are significant: 

“A year ago the present vice-prest 
dent of the republic advised Yuan not 
to proceed with the development of 
his republican ideas, but to seize the 
throne, 

“Yuan's execution of the Wu-chang 
conspirators last August was in ac. 
cord with monarchical, not republican 
traditions, and met with the full ap 
proval of the people. In other words, 
the ancient despotisms are continuing 
under new names as fundamental fea. 
tures of the present Chinese govern. 
ment.” 

“Then popular representation is not 
a part of the present plan.” 

“It is impossible in China, and will 
s0 remain for many years to come. 
History and biological science alike 
emphasine the folly of beHeving that 
a sudden and radical change in the 
Chinese race can be brought about. 
Without such a change a true republic 
is impossible,”

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Audubon Societies Want Tariff 
Wall to Bar Out Aigrettes. 


National Association Der.ands Action 
on Part of Ways and Means Com- 
mittee—Seek to End Destruc- 
tion of Beautiful Herons. 


New York.—Backed by farmers, 
sportsmen and women’s clubs in 
every section of the country, officers 
of the National Association of Audu- 
bon Societies have demanded of the 
ways and means committee of con- 
gress an opportunity to urge a prohib. 
itive tariff on aigrette feathers at the 
hearing on schedule N, which will be 
held before the end of this month. 

Opposing the moneyed interests of 
the millinery wholesalers, whose in- 
roads on the valuable bird life of New 
York, Louisiana, Missouri, New Jersey, 
Oregon and California have already 
forced these states to pass laws ma- 
king contraband the sales of these 
plumes, the national Audubon delega- 
tion will ask that they be excluded 
from the whole country in the interest 
of everyone dependent upon its agrt- 
cultural prosperity. 

The Federation of Women’s Clubs 
and organizations of grangers in al- 
most every state, as well as the Camp- 
fire club, the New York Zoological so- 
clety, the Long Island Sportsmen's as- 
sociation, the American Game Protec. 
tive association and other bodies of 
sportsmen, have pledged their support 
to this movement. 

Data, compiled from scientific obser- 
vation of a flock of the few herons 
that still survive the wholesale butch- 
ery of professional plume hunters in an 
Audubon breeding rookery in Florida, 
are being prepared to demonstrate to 
congress that these rare birds are a 
considerable factor in the destruction 
of fleld mice, gophers, grasshoppers 
and other agricultural pests. 

While in some instances they have 
been found to devour an occasional 
trout, their regular diet is proved to 
consist principally of minnows, suck- 
ers and other useless fish, as well as 
water snakes, that are known to de- 
stroy great quantities of trout eggs 
and valuable young fish. Other proof 
of the natural need of farmers and 
fishermen for the beautiful birds that 
the milliners have almost driven to 
extinction will be presented by repre- 
sentatives of these interests. 

Following the recent introduction 
by Senator Root of a resotution em 
powering the president of the United 
States to call an international con- 
gress on bird protection, representa- 
tives of the world powers actively en- 
gaged in saving the rare species that 
is being massacred for their aigrette 
plumes are now expressing to the Au- 
dubon organization their support of 
this movement. 

While the whole globe is at present 
scoured for these trophies, taken from 
butchered mother birds for market 
here, a tariff ban would do much to- 
ward saving the beautiful heron from 
world-wide destruction, it is asserted. 

“With the people of the United 
States of almost every class united to 
bar from our country the aigrettes of 
the unfortunate heron, we expect to 
meet the big millinery interests in 
sole opposition before the congres- 
sional committee,” said T Gilbert 
Pearson, secretary of the National As- 
sociation of Audubon Societies, at its 
headquarters, 1974 Broadway. 

“The slaughter of these useful and 
beautiful birds is a commercial matter 
only to the men who sell thetr scalps 
in those states where this shameful 
traffic is not already forbidden by law. 
Congress should certainly recognize 
the sentiment and interests of the 
whole people, who ask it to end this 
importation as a matter of humanity 
as well as economic and agricultural 
benefit.”

Sioux City, Ia—Almost dead on ac 
count of his sufferings, Andy Gorchitz, 
a Hungarian, was removed from 8 
refrigerator car in the Sioux City 
yards. He had been in the car thir- 
teen days, and had traveled from 
Spencerport, N. Y. He said he had 
been working at Newburg, N. Y. 

The car was filled with apples, 
loaded in barrels. During the long 
trip Gorchitz lived on apples, con- 
suming one barrel of the fruit. 

The man’s feet wrere frightfully 
frozen and swollen. The discolora- 
tion extended almost to his knees. 
The restraining bands of his shoes left 
deep marks in the frozen feet. Every 
effort being made to restore circula- 
tion. 

Gorchitz was removed to St. Vin- 
cent’s hospital, where he was attended 
by Dr. J. P. Dougherty, police surgeon. 
He revived under the treatment given 
him. The latest report indicated that 
his life will be saved, although it 
probably will be necessary to ampu- 
tate the feet. He is fifty-two years 


old. 
The case is an exceedingly strange 
one and is made more complicated 


because the man is unable to speak 
English. The word “sick” comprises 
his entire English vocabulary. 

The car was filled with apples in 
barrels and was consigned to Sioux 
City.

accident that happened January 
15 when Mr. Bancroft fell upon the 
ice near the old Middlesex canal 
bed and sustained a fracture of 
the right thigh. Mr. Bancroft, 
who was in his 87th year, had not 
missed indulging in his favorite 
sport of skating for four score 
consecutive winters, and it was to 
maintain that record that he 
visited the ice field January 15. 

He was unattended, and when 
in an wunexpected moment his 
skates caught on the uneven sur- 
face and he was thrown heavily 
upon the ice breaking his thigh, 
he was forced to lie helpless and in 
great pain for half an hour before 
he was discovered. From the 
shock and the chill, his system 
could not rally, and although the 
broken bones of the limb had be- 
gun the process of uniting, the 
drain upon his vitality was too 
great, and death resulted as above 
noted. 

Mr. Bancroft was born in Read- 
ing in April 1826, son of Parker 
Bancroft, and the latter’s first wife 
who was Miss Carey of Wakefield. 
Early in his life he gave evidence

| Visiting Housekeepers Appointed 


at Madison, Wis. 


Expects to Alleviate Domestic Woes 
In General—Untidiness, Bad Food 
All Slated for Cure if Plan 
Is Successful. 

Madison, Wis.—No longer need the 
youthful bride weep red her pretty 
eyes over her charred dinner; no 
longer need Mr. Young Husband court 
digestive disaster in vain attempts to 
assimilate four-pound cakes, for this 
thoughtful municipality has provided 
a remedy, 

Said remedy is impersonated by vis- 
iting housekepers whose business it is 
to go about solving household ills. 

The capital city of Wisconsin, on 
learning from the Associated Chart- 
ties of homes where tidiness and new 
methods of housekeeping generally 
are needed, and where lack of them 
is the cause of untold domestic woe, 
decided on this plan for teaching 
hausekeeping. 

The plan is working like a charm. 
The young housewife sets out to pre- 
pare dinner. Presently, her store of 
patience and her knowledge anént the 
art of cooking are very nearly ex- 
hausted and no dinner is ready. She 
sends a hurry call to the new bureau 
of housekeeping. 

A dignified matron from the bureau 
responds. She comes accoutered like 
a soldier—a trim blue suit, her uni- 
form, and a bag of utensils for first 
aid to the distressed housewife, her 
weapons. 

Like a general surveying his field of 
battle she looks over the culinary de- 
partment of the household. A few 
swift orders given, a helping hand 
here and there, and the visiting house- 
keeper sets running smoothly again 
the wheels of the household. 

But the duties of the visiting house- 
keeper do not end with setting aright 
the feet of the young housewife on 
the path of domestic management. 
Alas, no. Her life’s little irritations 
come with carrying out some of the 
minor provisions of the rules laid 
down by the directors of the bureau. 

She is a truant officer extraordinary 
on her rounds of duty. Recreant chil- 
dren found at play when they should 
be in yon schoolhouse wresling with 
the three R's are dispatched summar- 
lly to report to their teachers.

NEW. YORK CAPITAL OF VICE 


&. H. London So Calle It—Finds 6,100 
Men Take Profits of 26,000 
Women. 


New York.—With hts evidence re- 
duced to the matter of fact form of a 
card index, Samuel H. London, for- 
merly prosecuting attorney of Hl 
Paso, Tex., who said he was semi- 
officially connected with the depart- 
ment of justice at Washington, has 
laid before the aldermanic committee 
which is investigating police condi- 
tions here the result of his seven 
years’ study of the white slave traffic. 
He called New York the capital of 
commercialized vice and said that, 
with the assistance of fourteen agents 
placed at his disposal by the govern- 
ment, he had carried on investiga- 
tions “from Fairbanks in Alaska to 
the canal zone.” 

Mr. London declared that his census 
in New York revealed that there were 
6,100 men profiting from commercial- 
ized vice, in which 26,000 women were 
Involved. He charged that the police 
officials aided the traffickers. He be- 
lieved that only individual policemen 
were concerned in the business and 
doubted that the number of these offi- 
cers would exceed 100 out of 10 ,000 
men on the force. 


FALLS OFF TRAIN; IS LUCKY 


St. Louls Orphan Lad Has an Extra- 
ordinary Experience on Kansas 


Railroad. 
Strong City, Kan.—When Harry 
O'Brien, a fourteen-year-old orphan 
from St. Louis, tumbled from the 


blind baggage of a train running at a 
thirty mile an hour clip here, he did 
not know that he was dropping into a 
home where he would be cherished 
and loved. Charles Beach, city mar- 
shal here, picked O’Brien up, bruised 
and bleeding, and took him to his 
house to give him care. So attached 
did Marshal Beach and his wife be- 
come to the boy that they decided to 
keep him, and announced that they 
probably would adopt him. 

O'Brien, with a companion, Ernest 
Stone, was beating hfs way to Tulsa, 
Okla., where Stone's grandmother 
lives. Stone, who was not hurt, ecca- 
tinued the journey to Tulsa on a tick- 
et purchased for him by merchants.

Boy Escapes ea Aeformatory and 
Turns Over New Leaf. 


Youth, Now Married, Writes Mother— 
Superintendent of School He Es 
eaped From Causes His Arrest 
and Governor is Asked to 
Pardon, 


Denver, Colo.—Victor Hugo's story 
of Jean Valjean in “Les Miserables” 
is duplicated in many of the circum- 
stances surrounding an eighteen-year 
old Colorado boy who three years ago 
ran away from the industrial school 
at Golden, worked himself into a good 
position and then, a year after he had 
been married to a Des Moines, Iowa, 
girl, found his past rising behind him, 
relentless as Hugo's Inspector Javert. 

Six years ago Rosie HW). Sheldon’'s fa- 
ther died at Glenwood Springs. A 
year later the boy was sent to the in- 
dustrial school for boys at Golden as 
incorrigible. The intervening year the 
mother had lost ‘all control over him 
and it was at her request that he was 
taken in charge by the state. 

The state made a poor job of reform- 
ing Sheldon. Its method of curing 
high spirits did not succeed, and Shel- 
don ran away. The first few times he 
ran away he was caught and brought 
back. Early in 1910 he managed to 
slip away and stay lost. The officers 
looked for him a few weeks and then 
gave up the search, although they did 
not forget. 

Sheldon went to Des Moines, Iowa, 
and there started out to do what the 
big state of Colorado had not been 
able to do. He started out to reform 
himself. 

He got a job tn the big Cownle glove 
factory at $10 a week, commenced to 
save his money and to go to night 
school. Before long his salary was 
raised, and then pretty soon it was 
raised again, and he was nas a re 
sponsible position. 

A little more than a year ago he 
met and fell in love with the daugh- 
ter of a Des Moines business man. 
The two were married and started 
housekeeping. Sheldon wks so happy 
that he wrote to his mother in Den- 
ver to tell her about his wife and the 
baby had just come. He told her the 
new name he had taken when he ran 
away from the reform school. 

The mother told some of her friends, 
Sheldon’s younger brother, now in the 
school, heard where his brother was, 
and through some of these sources 
Superintendent Fred L. Paddleford of 
the industrial school board heard 
where his runaway had gone. 

It was not long theresfter that Chief 
of Detectives Johnson of Des Moines 
arrested Sheldon and took him to jail. 
Sheldon told the story to the detective 
and begged to be released. Dispatch- 
es that carried the story did not state 
whether the detective had ever heard 
of Jean Valjean and the good bishop, 
but it is in the role of the bishop that 
Detective Johnson figures from now 
on. 

He promised the boy that although 
he couldn't let him go he would take 
an appeal direct to the governor of 
Colorado and ask him to grant a par- 
don to the runaway boy who had made 
good. 

Governor Shaforth said that he 
would act in the case as soon as it 
was officially called to his attention 
and would take whatever action the 
facts might warrant. 

Superintendent Fred L. Paddleford 
of the school declared that the boy 
must be returned to the school “for 
the sake of discipline.” 

“The fact that Sheldon is married 
and apparently doing all right now 
can’t be taken as any excuse,” the su- 
perintendent said. “The only way we 
have to preserve order here and to 
prevent the boys running away when- 
ever they get tired of staying is to 
make severe example of them when 
they are caught. 

“If Sheldon were made an exception 
the chances are that all the boys 
would plan to run away and get mar- 
ried.”

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LOT AS BIG AS A HA 


Tabulation in New York Dis- 
closes Odd Corner. 


Has a Frontage on One Street of One 
Foot Four Inches, on Another of 
One Foot Two Inches and 
Back of One Foot. 


New York.—As a result of the tabu- 
lation of the city’s most unusual pieces 
of property, what is probably the most 
frbakish bit of real estate in the 
world has just been discovered here 
in the shape of a corner plot in the 
lower part of the city where corners 
are generally sold at hundreds of thou. 
sands, if not millions, of dollars. 

The corner in question, however, ig 
valued at only $60. The low valua- 
tion is partly explained by its size, or, 
rather, lack of size, since it is believed 
to be the smallest: corner lot in the 
world, and on this to a great extent 
depends its claim to fregkishness. 

A dertby hat would almost cover the 
property in question, which is so small 
that a baby could not stand on it with- 
out encroaching on city property. It 
would be impossible to erect any sort 
of a structure on it, and yet it is a 
corner and is taxed by the city as 
such. 

According to the records of the tax 
department, this tiny property has a 
frontage on one street of one foot and 
four inches, on the other of one foot 
and two inches and a rear line of just 
one foot. 

The mite ofsland, which is within 
half a mile of the center of the world’s 
greatest financial district, is what was 
left as the result of street extensions 
put through by the city. 

A search of the records of the tax 
department has revealed the fact that 
not far from this corner is another 
which is probably the second smallest 
and cheapest in the city. This chip 
of land is hardly noticeably to the 
passer-by, but it is valued for tax 
purposes at $100, and has the dis- 
tinction of being the only corner at 
that price in the city. 

Directly across from this corner 
is another, on which is located what le 
probably the smallest building in the 
city, built on a lot 11 by 14 feet and 
capable of holding only two persons. 
The smallest house in the city, as 
revealed by recent research, 1s three 
feet six inches wide, and twenty-two 
feet long and two stories high, while 
the narrowest frontage is that of a 
downtown strip which, while it is 94 
feet deep, is only two inches wide.

New York.—Despite the fact that 
she was nearly starved and had to be 
taken to a hospital, Mrs. Mary McEn- 
roy of 160 Jersey street, Paterson, N.

HOME ECONOMICS 


Mrs. Mary J.Lincoln Before the 
Home Economics Class 
Yesterday Afternoon 


The Trinity Parish house was 
well filled yesterday afternoon at 
the second lecture under the au- 
spices of the Home Economics 
Class. About a hundred ladies were 
present and at three o’clock, Miss 
Florence Deland, chairman, in- 
troduced the speaker, Mrs. Mary 
J. Lincoln. Mrs. Lincoln spoke 
on ‘Simplicity in Living’ and 
from the very first had the un- 
divided interest and attention of 
her audience, saying in part: 

The keeping of life is the most 
important duty and is in the hands 
of the women. There should be 
entire freedom from intricacy in 
all things in the home, the table, 
furniture, social life. Mrs. Lin- 
coln warned her audience especial- 
ly against the spirit of social 
rivalry and the idea of trying to 
outdo a neighbor who had more 
of this worlds goods. Luxury is 
not always wrong if one can afford 
the niceties of life without seem- 
ing to hurt her less fortunste sis- 
ters. In the adornment of homes 
especially there the greatest 
chance for simplicity and ‘homi- 
ness.” The home must be for the 
occupants and not for occasional 
callers. A true home does not

If the Burbeen free lecture 
management desires to revive the 
oldtime enthusiasm it should keep 
the illustrated lecture in the spot 
light.

“CONSTANTINOPLE 
ON THE BOSPHORUS” 


Prof. Watson Talks Eloquently 
in the Burbeen Course on 
the Metropolis of the 
Turks 


With Prof. Er rnest Bradlee Wat- 
son of the Robert college staff, an 
audience that filled Lyceum hall 
last evening, journeyed to the 
Ottoman empire and studied the 
city of Constantinople the metrop- 
olis of the followers of Mohammed 
Under his chaperonage the audi- 
tors were given a rare treat. The 
text of the lecture was eloquently 
rendered with flashes of humor 
braided into it, that evidenced 
keen observance and insight. The 
screen pictures were many and of 
excellent quality. 

Prof. Watson in his long resi- 


dence among the Turks, has had 
unusual opportunities to study 
them at short range. He had 


many words of praise for this people 
so generally misunderstood, and 
misrepresented. 

The lecturer gave birdseye views 
of the city, resting upon its seven 
hills, each summit dominated by 
a mosque, and its attendant min- 
arets graceful in outline, and rich 
in coloring. Mosque interiors were 
shown with their wealth of ara- 
besque decorations. The homes 
of the well to do Turks are char-- 
acterized by great beauty and 
eloquence of finish. 

The street beggars, the street 
dogs, once so prevalent as to make 
Constantinople a byword, the 
professional story tellers, and the 
great bridge upon which at almost 
any hour of the day may be seen 
representatives of every nation 
under the sun, were shown and 
pleasantly described. Speaking of 
the Turkish marital relations the 
Professor said that only a com- 
paratively small portion of the 
Turks are polygamous, more than 
one wife being deemed an expensive 
luxury. Divorce is not more com- 


mon there than in America. <A 
man may put away his wife at 
any time by signing a paper, but 
under Turkish law he must ever 
after support her and her chil- 
dren. 


Woman in Turkey is considered 
a plaything and in the past it was 
deemed unnecessary to educate 
her, but there is a change along 
this line, and it is grawing. Many 
of the younger Turks are demand- 
ing that their wives be given edu- 
cational advantages. Turkish 
women live secluded. The houses 
are divided for the sexes, and the 
women never step within the men’s 
section, and are never visited ex- 
cept by male members of the house- 
hold. 

After a tour of the city the audi- 
ence boarded a steamer for a trip 
up the Bosphorus to where Robert 
college crowns the height crested 
by the great wall built by Mo- 
hammed in 1452, and so well built 
that it in a splendid «state of 
preservation. The college was 
described, its origin, and its loca-

tion in Turkey due the speaker 
said to the influence of the late 
Admiral Farragut U.S.N. The 


outlook from the college across the 
Bosphorus is one of great beauty. 
This feature of the lecture was of 
special interest because it recalled 
to many in the audience that the 
present head of the college is Rev.

ONYLOCK IN SLUMS 


How Poor of British Cities Are 
Continually Made Poorer. 


Most of the Money Lenders Are 
Women Who Often Exact Nine 
Hundred Per Cent—Big Fees 
for Small Loans. 


Nine hundred per cent.! Incred- 
(ble! Yet that is about the rate of 
{nterest which was paid by a poor 
woman in Bermondsey, who lately 
poisoned herself by drinking oxalic 
acid, a writer in London Tit-Bits 
states. She had borrowed the sum of 
14s and had contracted to pay interest 
at the rate of one penny in the shill- 
Ing per week! That is to say, she 
had undertaken to pay 1s 2d for the 
loan of i4s for one week. As the 
coroner said, that rate of interest 
“seems excessive.” 


Going to Bermondsey recently, the 
writer called on the Rev. H. Williams 
of St. John’s Horsleydown, who has 
studied the problem of money lending 
closely and then discovered that the 
shylocks. of the slums do not confine 
their operations to Bermondsey; they 
exist all over the country and are as 
troublesome in Liverpool and Green- 
ock as they are in London. They are 
not money lenders in the sense in 
which the late Isaac Gordon was a 
money lender; they do not rent of- 
fices, nor do they advertise them- 
selves as financiers willing to accom- 
modate necersitous persons ‘on note 
of hand only” with loans ranging from 
£5 to £65,000, nor do they circularize 
schoolboys, undergraduates and cler- 
gymen, as is the habit of the shylocks 
of the middle classes. Most of them, 
in fact, are unregistered, and there- 
fore, if detected in money lending 
transactions, are Ilable to heavy fines. 
The license costs £10, and the shy- 
lock of the slum fs not suffictently sup- 
plied with capital to be able to waste 
money on licenses when it can be 
more profitably employed. 


The bulk of these slum money lend- 
ers are women. As a rule, they are of 
the class to which their clients be- 
long. In one case the money lender 
was a woman so poor that in order to 
obtain capital she pawned her 
clothes. There was a streak of finan- 
cial genius in this woman, for she 
was able to obtain money from a 
pawnbroker at the rate of a farthing 
{n the shilling; she lent {t to her 
clients at the rate of twopence in the 
shilling. In Bermondsey the rate of 
interest charged by these money lend- 
ers is generally a penny in the shill- 
ing; in Liverpool ft is frequently two- 
pence. But in practice the rate in 
Bermondsey is often twopence. This 
{s due to the fact that Saturday, the 
day on which repayment is generally 
made, is always treated as the begin- 
ning of another wek. For example, 
{ff a client borrows 6 shillings on 
Thursday afternoon and repays that 
sum on the following Saturday she 
{s said to have had the loan for two 
weeks. The amount of interest due 
from her, therefore, is tenpence! As 
we are usually paid on Saturday, tt is 
clearly impossible for a women in 
urgent need of money on Thursday to 
repay the borrowed sum on Friday, 
when fivepence interest is due. 


If the borrower wishes to retain the 
principal for an additional week, she 
{s allowed to do so at double rates of 
interest. Thus a woman borrowing 58 
on the Thursday of one week and re- 
paying it on the Saturday of the next 
week owes interest for three weeks, 
although she has only had the money, 
in fact, for nine days, and the amount 
of interest due from her is 2s 1d. 


In some places, notably in Liver- 
pool, the money lender expects the 
borrower, even if the amount of the 
loan is only a shilling, to spend a por 
tion of it in buying fish, steak and 
other edibles or beer. The charges 
made for these goods are heavy, 
usually two or three times their 
value. One money lender used to sell 
bedding and furniture to her clients, 
lending the money to them to pay for 
{t. She and other money lenders 
have carried the work of the “tally 
man” beyond the usual practice, and 
appear, in consequence, to have made 
it more profitable. 


It may be asked: 
unregistered, and_ therefore illegal, 
money lenders maf their business 
pay, in view of the high rate of inter- 
est charged, and also of the fact that 
they do not obtain security for their 
loans?” Strange as it may seem, 
their losses through defaulting clients 
are very few. The sums lent are gen- 
erally small, seldom more than £1 
and usually under 10s. The loan fs, in 
most cases, contracted by a woman 
without the knowledge of her hus- 
band. This fact gives the money lend- 
er a hold over the borrower, and the 
supposititious question stated 
may be answered thus: “By methods 
of bluff and terrorism.” 

The borowers do not know that an 
unregistered money lender 1s subject 
to a heavy fine, but even if they were 
aware of this fact they would prob- 
ably hesitate a long while before re- 
pudiating loans or defaulting in pay- 
ments. Usually a threat to “county 
court” the borrower, or to inform her 
husband, is effectual; but in the case 
of the obstinate sterner methods are 
adopted. The defaulting borrower 
may suddenly find that her moral 
character is being aspersed, but she 
is more likely to find herself assault- 
ed on the first suitable occasion. Or 
she may find that her furniture has 
been smashed during her absence 
from home.

BABY FORTUNE CASE TANGLED 


Witnesses at Hearing Offer Astonish- 
ing Contradictions In Testi- 
mony. 

San Francisco.—Conflicting test! 
mony given here before the district 
attorney deepened the mystery in the 
Slingsby baby institution case, which 
hinges on the question of whether 
Mrs. Dorothy Slingsby, wife of Lieu. 
tenant Charles Slingsby of the Brit- 
teh navy, substituted the {legitimate 
child of Lillian Anderson for her own 

s0n, which died at birth, 

So varied are the statements of 
witnesses that it would have been dif. 
ficult to gather, from the testimony, 
whether the present Slingsby heir 
bears relationship to his putative 
mother, or even whether Mrs. Slings 
by ever gave birth to a son. 

Mrs. Amanda Koch, who was living 
with Mrs, Slingsby in the fall of 1910, 
Swore that no child was born to Mrs. 
Slingsby on Sept. 1, the date of the 
announced birth. On the other hand, 
Dr. Martin Regensburger, president of 
the state board of health, testified 
that he had attended Mrs. Slingsby 
just prior to that date, and that an 
heir was expected, 

Still another witness, Mrs. 0. H 
Bain, declared Mrs. Slingsby had giv: 
en birth to a still-born babe in her 
place on Aug. 16, two weeks earlier 

Word came to the officials later 
that the Slingsbys had taken steps to 
be represented in the present hearing, 
and in the arraignment of Dr. W. B. 
Fraser, who is charged with having 
falsified the birth certificate of the 
baby alleged to have been substituted, 

They have also engaged the serv: 
ices of a detective bureau, and are 
endeavoring to trace Lillian Ander 
son, alleged by the opposition to be 
the mother of the child the Slingsbys 
are now claiming as their own. 

Local officials frankly admit inabil- 
ity to determine whether Lieutenant 
Slingsby and his wife are the victims 
of a well-planned consptracy, design: 
ed to deprive their child of his right: 
ful inheritance, or are themselves the 
conspirators, 

Lieutenant Slingsby has already 
come into the possession of his own 
inheritance, a large English estate 
but the disposition of property valued 
at about a half-million dollars, vested 
in their supposed son, depends upon 
the success of their attempt to estab 
lish his legitimacy. 


NERO’S FISH POND IS FOUND 


In Water Reservoir He Bred Delica. 
cacles for Use on the Imperial 
Table. 

Rome.—The most important arch 
aeological discovery yet made wags 
brought out by Professor Boni thea 
other day in his excavations on the 
Palatine. Beneath the basilica of the 
Flavian palace he found two narrow 
stairways leading to the ‘“Piscina,” a 
water reservoir consisting of five large 
compartments. It is still intact and is 
covered and well preserved by water 
tight cement. It was especially con- 
structed on different levels, and in this 
way the water was enabled to deposit 

sediment. 

The reservoir dates from the time 
of Nero, when !{t was used as a salt 
water fish pond with the object of the 
artificial breeding of exotic fish for 
the impertal table. The artificial rear 
ing and hatching of fish in ancient 
Rome is attested by Pliny, who alludes 
to a special fish called the scarus, 
which was found between Rhodes and 
Crete, but was bred artificially. 

Rome deplores the gluttony which 
has secured delicacies by sowing the 
seas and giving them new inmates.

New York.—The happiest girl in 
Brooklyn is Miss Josephine Bandes, 
fourteen years old, She is the proud 
possessor of a check for $1,000, which 
an admirer of her violin playing hand- 
ad to her after listening by chance to 
an air she played in the rose room 
of the Hotel Astor. 

The girl violinist is a member of a 
society, the purpose of which is to 
procure musical education for talent- 
ad youngsters who have not means of 
their own sufficient to develop their 
‘alent. 

A young man who recently inhertt- 
ad a fortune overheard Miss Bandes 
playing and was so charmed by her 
performance that he made inquiries 
about her, with the result that he 
drew the $1,000 check and told the 
child he would see personally that 
all expenses were paid so she had 
the finest musical education obtain.

At the time of Warren's death all 
the known members of his family 
were deceased and his brothers pro- 
ceeded to administer his estate. A 
friend of the family heard indirectly 
that a child had been born to War- 
ren’s daughter at Pueblo, Colo., and 
notified the probation officer at Kan- 
kakee, who began an investigation. 
The child was located in the home 
of a family at Lyons, Neb. 


RESENT TAX IN GERMANY 


Complaint by Foreigners on New In- 
surance Levy—Workers Espe- 
clatly Feel Burden. 
Berltn.—Foreigners employed §= in 
Berlin and other German cities whose 
salary or income is $100 a month or 
less are complaining bitterly over the 
hew government insurance law which 
went in effect the first of the year. 
This new law suspends all private 
sick insurance, which is replaced with 
A government insurance system. It 
ts compulsory on foreigners residing 
(in the empire as well as on Germans. 
So far as foreigners are concerned, 
(t affects principally teachers, govern- 
esses, office employes, etc. The an- 
nual cost varies from $5 a year for 
those whose salary does not exceed 
$125 a year to $78 annual premium 
for those whose salary is between $80 
and $100 a month. 
The law provides that half of the 


cost of insurance must be paid by the 


smployer and half by the tnsured. As 
a Salary of $100 a month also calis 
for an annual income tax of $70, such 
an employe is compelled to pay $9 a 
month for tax and insurance. 

Should the insured leave Germany 
permanently during the first ten years 
he has no claim for the return of 
premiums paid and loses his rights to 
benefits under the act. As the major- 
ty of foreigners remain only two or 
three years, coming largely for the 
purpose of studying, few will have 
tlaims on the premiums paid. 

Only such persons as were insured 
in foreign insurance companies doing 
business in Germany are exempted 
trom the provisions of the law. There 
‘8 but one American company doing 
business in Germany. 


TO RAZE FORTS OF PARIS 
21 Miles of Wall Arstina City, and 
Adjacent Huts, to Be Replaced 
by Playgrounds. 
Paris.—The formidable problem of 
finding accommodation for 120,000 
people who are to be evicted from 
their dwellings owing to the sale of 
the antiquated fortifications of Paris 
to city authorities by the French gov- 
arnment is now before the municipal 

council for solution, 

The space occupied by the 21-mile 
wall encircling Parts, and the “firing 
tone” 600 yards in width, facing it, is 
to be converted into public parks. This 
space is now covered by many thou- 
sand ramshackle houses, occupied by 
work people and ragpickers, and in 
many instances turned tnto resorts for 
criminals and tramps. 

The proprietors pay a small annual 
sum for the privilege of being allowed 
to construct these huts on the condi- 
tion that they are subject to destruc 
tion in case of war. There is not suffi. 
tlent accommodation for the occu 
pants in other parts of the city. 

The amount of money expended in 
these old fortifications, erected in 
1840, and now to be razed, exceeded 
$200,000,000. It is impossible to enter 
the city without passing through one 
of the 70 gates, now used as tax col. 
lection stations. 


OBJECTS TO BISHOP SMOKING 


English Vicar Makes Protest In Press 
Against Aged Superior’s 
Habit. 


London.—Should a bishop smoke? is 
the question raised by the discovery 
that Dr. Carr Glyn, bishop of Peter- 
borough, indulges in the pipe. The dis- 
covery so disgusted the vicar of Brtg- 
stock, one of his clergy, that the latter 
has written to the press making pub- 
lic protest against the bishop’s fond- 
ness for the pipe. The vicar says that 
he recently took his lordship to task 
about his smoking. It appears that 
the bishop recently took tea with some 
parishioners and the vicar felt himself 
called upon to give his lordship “some 
wholesome advice against the  per- 
nicious habit’ of tea drinking where 
upon the bishop by way of reply calm- 
ly produced a tobacco pouch and pipe 
and started smoking in the presence 
of his horrified rebuker. 


The vicar after describing in his 
letter the mischievous effects of to- 
bacco, expresses the opinion that no 


smoker is fit to administer to any con- 
gregation. The bishop, who is now in 
his seventieth year, and was formerly 
honorary chaplain to Queen Victoria, 


so far has not troubled to reply to 
this letter, but continues to enjoy his 
pipe.

Nome, Alaska.--The Solomon Derby 
for dog teams from Nome to Solomon 
and return, 65 miles over the snow 
trail, was won by John Johnson, driy- 
ing a team of Siberian wolves, in 6 
hours, 1% minutes. Oliver Blatchford, 
driving a team of Missouri bird 
hounds, was second; Alexander Holm. 
son, driving a mixed team of Mala- 
mutes and Mackenzie river huskies, 
finished third, and Scotty Allan's team 
was fourth.

| MILLIONS FOR MISSION WORK 


Robert Arthington of Engiand Be- 
queaths Bulk of Personal Proper. 
ty for Translations of Bible. 
New York.—One of the largest be- 
quests ever made for missionary work 
ts disclosed in an appraisal of the on- 
tate of Robert Arthington of England, 
which has been filed with the surro- 
gate’s court. Although the value of 
the entire estate is net given, the per 
sonal property alone is appraised at 
$4,598,000, practically afl of which is 
left to two London missionary socie- 
ttee—the Baptist Missionary society 
and the London Missionary soctety. 
The will directs that the money be 
used for “giving to every tribe of 
mankind that has them not, and which 
speaks a language distinct from all 
others, accurate and faithful copies of 
at least the Gospel of St. John and 
the Gospel of St. Luke, together with 
the Book of the Acts of the Apostles, 
printed {n the language of that tribe.” 
The will further prescribes that at 
least ten or twelve persons of each 

tribe be taught how to read. 

A gift of $100,000 from John D. 
Rockefeller to the American Baptist 
Home Missionary society is announc- 
dd, conditional as part of a $3,000,000 
missionary campaign. Over half of 
the $3,000,000 was raised last year. 
Mr. Rockefeller’s gift will be assured 
if by April 1 Baptist churches and in- 
dividuals have given $250,000 more 
than they gave up to the same date 
last year. 


MEAL FOUND IN OLD CABIN 


Edibles Found on Table Just as Man 
Put Them There Before He Died 
Suddenly 12 Years Ago. 


Olivet, Mich.—The discovery that a 
meal has stood on a table for twelve 
years without being touched was made 
by Royce Thorpe of Olivet, while hunt- 
ing in Brookfield township, about four 
miles from Olivet. 

Thorpe passed by a deserted old 
shack which used to shelter Charles 
Derby and which has been unoccupied 
since the sudden death of the latter 
about 1900. Peering into the old hut, 
Thorpe was surprised to see a table 
set with two plates, knives, forks, 
cups and other table ware.

Some cheese had shriveled 
and hardened and a jar of mustard 
had dried and blackened in the twelve 
years. 

Derby, who was the last person to 
live in the shack, according to neigh- 
bors, always set the table for two.

Denver.—Through the death of a 
relative, of whose existence he was 
unaware, R. H. King, proprietor of a

waiting on patrons at his place of 
business.

PLAN TO SEE WHITE ESKIMOS 


Rev. W. H. Fry and Party of Natives 
to Visit Strange Tribe Discovered 
by Steffansson. 

Edmonton, Alberta.—Bishop String- 
er of the Yukon diocese, the largest in 
the dominion, who is returning to his 
post in the north country, announced 
that Rev, W. H. Fry and 12 natives 
are on the way to Coronation Gulf, 
near the mouth of the Copper Mine 
river, to visit a tribe of white Eski- 
mos discovered by Steffansson, an ex- 
plorer. It is expected that the party 
will reach the gulf next October, be- 
fore the cloge of navigation. 

The bishop has no doubt there are 
other tribes of Eskimos in the far 
north. He was stationed on Herschell 
island seven years and has been as far 
north as 73 degrees latitude on a whal- 
ing trip. At times the thermometer 
registered 69 below. He has also vis- 
ited many hitherto unknown places in 
northern Canada, suffering hardships 
and endangering his life on numerous 
occasions.

WANT A BIG FUND!GARGY OF WIDOWS 


Friends of Aviation Ask Congress 
to Appropriate $3,000,000. 


Experts Call Attention to the Power 
ful Aerial Fleete Possessed by All 
the European Powere—Natlion 
‘Now Far In the Rear. 


Washington.—Hopelessly outclassed 
by France, Germany, England, Russia 
and many small nations of Europe in 
the number of aeroplanes in use for 
military purposes, friends of the flying 
game in the United States are busy 
planning a tentative bill calling for a 
$3,000,000 appropriation for the ad: 
vancement of aviation by the army 
and navy. 

A bill is now being prepared call- 
ing upon congress to authorize this 
amount, in order to put the United 
States to the front in this new arm of 
defense and offense. It is understood 
the bill will be introduced into the 
house of representatives, possibly by 
Representative William G. Sharp of 
Ohio, who is known to the flying men 
in this country as “the champion of 
the cause” in the house. 

It will be pointed out that thig great 
appropriation really would give this 
country the prestige enjoyed by the 
larger nations of Europe in this new 
field. Including the aeroplanes and 
hydroplanes of both the army and the 
the navy, the United States today can 
muster but twenty-two machines. 
l'rance has almost 1,000, while Eng: 
land and Germany have several hun- 
dred each. 

The wer department will be asked 
to detail a sufficient number of men 
to eperate the large number of ma- 
chines which would be bought under 
the appropriation. 

The men who are interested in the 
new bill represent the aeronautical 
societies, manufacturers of American. 
made aeroplanes, army officers and

scientific men interested in the ad- 
vancement of the science made pos- 
sibJe by the efforts of Prof. Samuel 
Langley, Wilbur Wright, Glenn Curtis 
and other pioneers of flying. 

Brigadier General James Allen, chief 
officer of the signal corps, deplores 
the fact that the year 1912 has shown 
no advancement in aviation in the 
United States army except that of 
the individual efforts of the aviators 
themselyes, and other officials directly 
interested in the advancement of this 
new arm of the nation’s offense and 
defense. 

“It is time some real enthusiasm 
is shown by congress,” declares the 
veteran officer, who retires from the 
service on February 13. “We are prac- 
ically standing still in this great and 
scientific problem, while France, Bng- 
land, Germény, Russia, Japan and 
most all of the larger foreign nations 
are making wonderful strides.” 

According to General Allen, the 
United States army has but fourteen 
biplanes ready for instant use, and 
only fourteen officers capable of fly- 
ing, While practically every foreign na- 
{Jon completely and overwhelmingly 
vutclasses this country in the size of 
{ts aerial fleet. 

Individual efforts of the aviators 
were directed mainly during the last 
twelve months to the perfection of 
wireless telegraphy from flying aero- 
planes. Splendid success was met 
with, messages being flashed as far as 
fifteen miles from biplanes moving as 
fast as sixty miles an hour. The avia- 
tors also were successful in directing 
the fire of the artillery at Fort Riley, 
Kan,, at a hidden target from ma- 
chines while at altitudes of 2,000 feet 
or more, by using the wireless. 

The army paid a great toll, how- 
ever, in the death of two lieutenants 
and one enlisted man, killed at Col- 
lege Park, Md., during the summer. 
They were Lieutenant Leighton W. 
Hazlehurst, Jr., Lieutenant Louis C. 
Rockwell and Corporal Frank Scott.

Three Score in World Tour Due 
Soon at Frisco. 


Amusement Is the Primary Object of 
the Present Voyage, in Which 
a Few Bachelors Are 
Participating. 


Berlin.—In a few days the “Boat of 
Ye Merry Widows” will sail into the 
port of San Francisco and deposit up- 
on American soil fifty-seven husband- 
tess women of various ages and posi- 
tions; togethet with thirty bachelors 
of happy tendenctes who are touring 
around the world. 

This astonishing globe-circling trip 
was started at New York, where the 
fifty-seven varieties of widows took 
ship and started eastward around the 
world last October, with only one ob- 
ject in view—amusement, in capital 
letters. And there is every indication 
that the purpose of the trip is being 
accomplished, judging by private let- 
ters which have just been published 
in the Berlin Lokal Anzeiger. 

Flirting seems the principal occupa- 
tion on board the Cleveland, whick is 
the official name of the vessel carry- 
ing this strange cargo. The most of 
the “merry widows” are Americans, 
with only a sprinkling of Germans 
and French. The bachelors include 
every nationality. 

According to the writer of a letter 
which {is dated on board the Cleve- 
land, the widows are having the gay- 
est time of their lives. Of course the 
men of the party laid siege to the 
hearts of the ‘merry widows” the mo- 
ment the boat pulled out of the little 
French port. First came the young 
ones. 

All the way across to Egypt, young 
widows were kept busy warding off 
proposals and the heavy cannonade of 
experienced flirting, but when the 
Red Sea was reached, where the ex- 
uberant spirits of the bachelors be- 
came somewhat affected by the warm 
weather, the reserves had to be call- 
ed out from among the “beautiful wo- 
men of a certain age,’ whose more 
{ntellectual conversation and better 
appreciation seemed to revive the 
waning spirits of the men. 

In tropical regions, finally even ma- 
trons with white hair assumed an ac- 
tive part in this nautical drama. The 
younger widows, however, remained 
the queens of the voyage. 

“Why? asked the writer of the let- 
ter. ‘Why are there so many cozy 
corners on transatlantic liners invit- 
ing tete-a-tetes and confidences, and 
why, why, above all things, are there 
such wonderful moonlight nights, such 
sublime sunsets that they inspire ten- 
der feelings?”

They wager from 
morning till night, and applaud en- 
thustastically when the band plays an 
American air. Young and old dance 
at all hours of the day or night in the 
grillroom or on deck; waltzes and 
two-steps, but mostly turkey trots and 
grizzly bears, while the Germans, sit 
in deck chairs and write in diaries. 

“There are beautiful California wo- 
men with their peach complexions, the 
tall and graceful women from Chi- 
cago and the gay and vivacious wo 
men of New York and Philadelphia. 
The most interesting feature of it all 
is the chivalry of the American men 
and the high esteem of women which 
they show in every action.”

Accused Burglar Comes to Grief In 
France When Imprint of Tooth 
In Butter Is Viewed. 


Paris.—Even the finger-print meth- 
od of obtaining evidence against crim- 
inals has been excelled by the police 
in establishing a burglar’s identity 
from the tooth marks which he left in 
a pat of butter.

J PROVE FATAL 


P. Elverton Bancroft, Aged 87, 
Fails to Rally from Shock 
of Fall on the Ice 


P. Elverton Bancroft, retired 
shoe manufacturer and much 
spected citizen, died at his home, 
12 Franklin street, yesterday after- 
noon at 5.15, death resulting from 
shock and exposure incident to an 
accident that happened January 
15 when Mr. Bancroft fell upon the 
ice near the old Middlesex canal 
bed and sustained a fracture of 
the right thigh. Mr. Bancroft, 
who was in his 87th year, had not 
missed indulging in his favorite 
sport of skating for four score 
consecutive winters, and it was to 
maintain that record that he 
visited the ice field January 15. 

He was unattended, and when 
in an unexpected moment his 
skates caught on the uneven sur- 
face and he was thrown heavily 
upon the ice breaking his thigh, 
he was forced to lie helpless and in 
great pain for half an hour before 
he was discovered. From the 
shock and the chill, his system 
could not rally, and although the 
broken bones of the limb had be- 
gun the process of uniting, the 
drain upon his vitality was too 
great, and death resulted as above 
noted. 

Mr. Bancroft was born in Read- 
ing in April 1826, son of Parker 
Bancroft, and the latter’s first wife 
who was Miss Carey of Wakefield. 
Karly in his life he gave evidence 
of marked musical taste and ability 
and during his young manhood 
won a reputation as a successful 
teacher of singing classes. When 
the world famous musical organi- 
zation known as Father Kemp’s 
Old Folks was formed Mr. Ban- 
croft and his half-brother Francis 
J. Bancroft of Reading wereamong 
the first to join. With that or- 
ganization the brothers toured 13 
states in this country and the 
principal Canadian cities. When 
later the company went to Europe 
Mr. Bancroft and his brother did 
not accompany it. 

But his musical taste would not 
permit a severance from the work 
he loved, and in the years im- 
mediately succeeding he was a 
director of choruses, and for many 
years was musical director at the 
First Baptist church in this city. 
In 1892 when Woburn observed 
its 250th anniversary Mr. Ban- 
croft was chairman the 
mittee on music. 

Mr. Bancroft won fame in the 
business world as well as in musi- 
cal circles. For years in a local 
shop of modest 
manufactured hand-turned - slip- 
pers, his work being of the highest 
grade, and uniform standard. It 
was his proud boast that he never 
had any differences with his em- 
ployes. Among the latter he is 
recalled as a just and considerate 
employer. 

In fraternal life he was affiliated 
with the Odd Fellows and Masonic 
orders. He 
Crystal Fount lodge and Enter- 
prise Rebekah lodgel,O.O.F.and was 
the first Noble Grand of the former

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NAME IS LOST FOR 51 YEARS 


Minister’s Search for Identity le Re 
warded Through Publication 
of Smal! Item. 

Springdale, Ark.—Rey. David lL. 
Leonard, erstwhile Rev. David John 
bon, “Little Davy” to the few who re 
member the frightened, bedraggled 
youngster they sheltered when, one 
day in 1861 federal artillery capsized 
a houseboat at Ozard Landing, on the 
Arkansas, has come into his own. For 
the first time in fifty-one years he 
greeted relatives and learned what 
he never knew before—his name. 

With telegrams in his hand from 
the families of three brothers and sis- 
ters in the south urging him to meet 
them, the minister sat at the home of 
his sister, Mrs. J. ©. Johnson in 
Springdale, told his part of the dis- 
connected story, matched data with 
some of the pioneers and ended by leg- 
ally renouncing the name David John- 
son, 

David's parents moved from his 
birthplace, Knox county, Tenn., two 
years before the war, to Coop Ridge, 
near Fort Smith, Ark. When mother 
and father died, neighbors placed 
David and four brothers and sisters 
aboard a houseboat in charge of a 
slave, and started them for their old 
home in Tennessee. 

Following the capsizing of the boat 
David disappeared. ‘The other chil- 
dren were taken aboard of a passen- 
ger boat at the landing and on to their 
found by a farmer a few miles from 
Ozark, sobbing on the river bank. He 
was 8 years old and his name, he satd, 
was “Davy.” Some months iater, 
James Johnson and his family of 
Greenville, Tex., came through Ozark 
and adopted the homeless boy. 

The Johnsons journeyed to Kansas 
City, lived there four years, and then 
went east in the wagon to Tennessee. 
At Jasper, Marion county, Tenn., Dav- 
id grew up and in 1891 was ordsined 
a Prtmitive Baptist minister. From 
the moment he learned to read and 
write he devoted his spare time in the 
search of relatives and a name. The 
Johnsons told him all they knew of 
his history, but he found names and 
dates at Ovark forgotten when he 
sought to learn of his stay there. Two 


the family of Thomas Leonard of 
Kroppel, Tex., saying they had recog 
nized in his story, told in an Arkan- 
fas paper, the connection with thelr 
own family history.

ODE OF ETIQUETTE 


Animals Have a Sort of Rough 
Moral System. 


The Little Dog With Bone Ie Often 
Filled With Courage In Moral Con- 
sciousness of the Justice of 
Hie Claim. 


Every animal lover can tell numer 
ous stories illustrating the devotion of 
animals to their human protectors. 
Anecdotes of one animal risking its 
life to save another are rare, but still 
sufficiently numerous and authentic to 
leave no doubt as to the occasional ex- 
Istence of a deep love between ani- 
mals. But any close observer of na- 
ture will know that there exists 
throughout the brute creation a sort 
of rough moral system which, in the 
case of domestic animals, translates 
itself into what really amounts to a 
code of etiquette. 

The old proverb, “The dog with a 
bone has many friends,” is nothing 
else than a recognition of canine ett- 
quette, says Tit-Bits. It does not mat- 
ter how small is the dog with the bone. 
It may be a Pomeranian surrounded 
by mastiffe. The mastiffs will still re- 
main friendly. They will hover round 
the Pomeranian, perhaps whining for 
& morsel (which is never offered), and 
eagerly picking up any splinter. that 
may be dropped, when nothing would 
be easier than to bowl the little dog 
over and seize the bone. 

You will notice, further, that the lit- 
tle dog becomes filled with a new cour: 
age, presumably in the moral con- 
sciousness of the justice of his claim, 
and will growl and even snap at a dog 
he otherwise fears if the latter should 
come too close. 

But the moment a dog drops his 
bene a new rule of otiquette operates, 
for it becomes the property of the first 
dog which cares to pick it up. True, 
a dispute will sometimes arise as to 
whether the bone has actually been 
dropped “within the meaning of the 
act.” But once this is clear the law 
of the bone will be observed by all 
save the exceptional “hooligan” dog, 
met with occasionally, which outrages 
all the laws of dogdom, even to the 
biting of his master. 

Another rigid social law is that no 
gentleman dog must ever, in any cir 
cumstances, offer violence to a lady 
dog. It is not the slightest use to 
plead that “she began it.” If a fe 
male should so far forget herself, as 
not infrequently happens, the mere 


‘male has no alternative to enduring 


her snaps save seeking safety in 
flight. 

Of course a dog, being only canine 
after all, will sometimes, under severe 
provocation, break this law. But if he 
is one of a pack it is ten to one that 
the other males will set upon him and 
mete out severe punishment for his 
grave offense. 

Moreover, although a dog is quite en- 
titled .o rush suddenly upon a foe and 
take him unawares, he may not do 
so if the other is eating or drinking. 

Dogs are by no means the only ani- 
mals that have a distinct sense of 
property. The squirrel regards his 
tree much as the dog regards his bone. 
He has a definite right to it, both as a 
dwelling and a means of subsistence, 
and on the rare occasions when anoth- 
er squirrel disputes the right or blun- 
ders accidentally on his tree he will 
fight flercely in defense of that which 
the law of the woods allows him to 
regard as his own. If he wishes to 
forage afield, he must choose a tree 
that has not been appropriated by one 
of his tribe. 

Foxes, too, have a clear knowledge 
of the “difference between mine and 
thine.” Farmers may not have no- 
ticed it, perhaps, but this is probably 
because it only applies to other foxes. 
Nearly all breeds have their own 
areas, and refrain from trespassing 
on those of their neighbors. 

Mr, Thompson Seton, the well- 
known naturalist and hunter, has stat- 
ed that among a particular breed of 
foxes, the blue foxes of Alaska, which 
are monogamous, there exists such a 
respect for the “marriage tie” that if 
a female loses her mate she will prac- 
tically never take another. He tells 
the story of a hunter who, in all se- 
riousness, remarked: “Until we can 
break down the high moral standard 
of these foxes our profits will be great 


ly curtailed.”

An editorial in the JOURNAL 
of February 5, entitled ‘Insurance 
of Public Property a Duty,”’ called 
forth a reply from ‘Taxpayer 
that the JOURNAL very gladly 
published yesterday. It is grati- 
fying to know that the JOURNAL 
editorials are taking hold and are 
deemed worthy of intelligent criti- 
cism, otherwise we should be con- 
strained to believe they were ‘stale, 
flat and unprofitable.” 

“Taxpayer” furnished a column 
of interesting reading matter, hon- 
estly written no doubt, and cleverly 
constructed, but as full of holes as 
ahousewife’s colander.‘* Taxpayer” 
can never masquerade as Achilles, 
for Achilles had but one vulnerable 
spot. : 

To review: The JOURNAL edit- 
orial contended that as the house- 
holder insured his residential!prop- 
erty, the merchant his stock of 
merchandise, and the manufacturer 
and factory owner his factory 
buildings and equipment, and stock 
finished and in process, for pro- 
tection against loss by fire or dam- 
age by water, it was equally the 
duty of the city in its corporate 
capacity to protect its public 
buildings that are owned by all 
the people, bought with the people's 
money, and maintained and kept 
in repair by the people through the 
medium of taxation, and which 
must be replaced by the people 
in case they are destroyed by fire. 
The duty seemed to be axiomatic, 
or self-evident. 

_ “Taxpayer’’ pooh poohs the idea 
and asserts that it is a false analogy 
to compare the individual with the 
corporate body in this way, and 
he says: ‘“‘Nothing can be more 
false than to assume that the ends 
sought are the same. The busi- 
ness of running a business is to 
make money. The business of 
running a city is to spend 
money.” Admitting that recent 
municipal administrations have 
qualified as spenders of public 
money, and remembering as recent 
examples the construction of a 
new high school building, the need 
wf which is unquestioned, the in- 
stallation of a new pump, and 
the acquisition of land at an ex- 
tortionate price for an auxiliary 
water supply, to say nothing of 
reckless financial management re- 
sulting almost in bankruptey, still 


we are of the opinion that “the

individual, because while the latter

extreme Precocity. 

It has long been noted that many 
precocious children die young, and 
that extreme precocity being in the 
nature of disease, should be a subject 
of the gravest care. Medical authori- 
ties hold that in a Ktighly precocious 
child the exercise of the intellect, 
whether in lessons or otherwise, 
should be controlled, not, as is too 
often the case, unduly stimulated if 
there is any desire that the child live 
to maturity. The annals of precocity 
present no more remarkable instance 
than the brief career of Christian 
Heinecker, born at J.ubeck, February 
6, 1721. At 10 montis he could repeat 
every word said to him; at 12 months 
he knew by heart all the principal 
events told in the five books of Moses. 
In his second year he learned 
greater part of the history in both the 
Old and New Testaments. In his third 
year he learned to speak Latin and 
French. In his fourth year he made a 
study of religion and was able not only 
to repeat all he had read, but to ex- 
press his own judgment upon it. He 
was taken to the court at Copen- 
hagen and proclaimed a wonder. He 
then learned to write, but his consti- 
tution being weak he fell ill and died 
on June 27, 1725, when little more 
than 4 years old, which should be a 
warning to parents not to push their 
precocious youngsters too hard.

CATS FORESEE DEATH? 


LONDON WRITER ASCRIBES MYS- 
TERIOUS INSTINCT TO FELINE. 


That Animal Has Insight Into the Fu- 
ture Has Been a Common Belief 
in a Number of Countries 


’ for Centuries. 


Has a cat insight into the future? 
Can it presage wealth or death? I am 
inclined to believe that certain cats 
can, at all events, foreses the advent 
of the latter; and that they do this in 
the same manner as the shark, crow, 
owl, jackal, hyaena, etc., namely, by 
their abnormally developed sense of 
smell. My own and other people's ex- 
pertence has led me to believe that 
when a person is about to die, some 
kind of phantom, maybe the spirit of 
some one closely associated with the 
sick person, or, maybe a spirit whose 
special function it is to be present 
on such occasions, is in close proximi- 
ty to the sick or injured one, waiting 
to escort his or her soul into the world 
of shadows—and that certain cats 
scent its approach. 

Therein then—in this wonderful pro. 
perty of smell—lies one of the secrets 
to the cat’s mysterious powers—it has 
the phychic faculty of scent—of scent- 
ing ghosts. Some people, too, have 
this faculty. In a recent murder case, 
in the north of Pngland, a rustic wit- 
ness gave it in her evidence that she 
was sure a tragedy was.about to hap- 
pen because she “smelt death in the 
house,” and it made her very uneasy. 
Cats possesseing this peculiarity are 
affected in a similar manner—they are 
uneasy. Before a death in a house, I 
have watched a cat show gradually in- 
creasing signs of uneasiness. It has 
moved from place to place, unable to 
settle in any one spot for any length 
of time, had frequent fits of shivering, 
gone to the door, sniffed the asmos- 
phere, thrown back its head and mew- 
ed in a low, plaintive key, and shown 
the greatest reluctance to being alone 
in the dark. 

This faculty possessed by certain 
cats may in some measure explain 
certain of the superstitions respecting 
them. Take, for instance, that of cats 
crossing one’s path predicting death. 

The cat is drawn to the spot be- 
cause it scents the phantom of death, 
and cannot resist its magnetic attrac- 
tion. 

From this it does not follow that the 
person who sees the cat is going to 
‘die, but that death is overtaking some 
one associated with that person; and 
it is in connection with the latter that 
the spirit of the grave is present, em- 
ploying as a medium of prognostica- 
tion the cat, which has been given the 
psychic faculty of smell that it might 
be s0 used. 

But “although I regard this theory 
as feasible I do not attribute to cats, 
with the’ same degree of certainty, the 
power to presage good fortune, simply 
because I have had no experience of 
it myself. Yet, adopting the same lines 
of argument, I see no réason why cats 
should not prognosticate good as well 
as evil—London Standard.

REAL USE FOR QUEUE 


QUITE GOOD REASONS WHY 
CHINAMAN CHERISHED IT. 


Was Belleved to Promote Health, and 
Certainly Was a Protection to 
the Head Both In Summer 
and Winter. 

A great many people have, no doubt, 
wondered just why the Chinese should 
cultivate queues. It has been claimed 
that the queue was sacred to them, 
that it was a disgrace to injure those 
long braids of shiny black hair, just 
as it was considered nearly a sacrilege 
in Bible times to injure the beard. 

No doubt the Chinaman took pride 
in his long braid of hair, because his 
fathers before him took pride in it, 
but, according to several authorities 
who have long studied the customs 
and history of China and the Chinese, 
there were other reasons for the 
queue, and apparently quite good rea- 
sons at that. 

In the first place, the Chinaman be- 
lieved that it was’ far more healthful 
to wear his head shaven, except at 
the top of his head, and let it grow in 
a long mass to be braided. One be- 
lief was that wearing the hair in this 
manner increased the circulation of 
blood in the brain and therefore made 
the Chinaman healthier and keener. 

Then again, during cold weather the 
queue could be braided about the 
head, giving the protection of a thick 
warm cap. And in extremely hot 
weather the queue Was again braided 
about the top of the head, this time to 
protect the wearer from sunstroke. 

The long queue is also used as a 
sort of neck-cloth, to wrap about the 
neck, and it is bound loosely on the 
back of the head to serve as a pillow 
at night. Perhaps one of the most pe- 
culiar uses attributed to it is in sud- 
den illness or injury, especially in the 
old days of warfare when swords were 
the general weapons. Then it was 
used as a turnijuet to bind about the 
injury and prevent too great a loss 
of blood. 

It was for these reasons as well as 
for any reasons of sentiment or relig- 
fon that the Chinamen hesitated so 
long before agreeing to sacrifice their 
queues, but it is evident that the cus- 
tom of wearing queues was not what 
might be termed a “foolish habit,” as 
it was really made to serve a number 
of uses.

Neighbors who know Mrs. Wood de- 
scribed her as an “ideal mother.” “She 
very seldom went out and devoted 
nearly all her time to nursing her 
daughter,” said one friend. “For some 
time the strain of looking after her 
daughter had been telling on her 
nealth.

Baptismal Record May Give Heirs of 
Joseph Valliere Part of 
Dixie City. 


New York.—The lost link in a chain 
of evidence on which to base a suit 
for a $10,000,000 tract of land now oc- 
cupied by a part of the city of New 
Orleans is said to have been found 
in the discovery of the baptismal rec- 
ord of Joseph Valliere, an early French 
adventurer. Persons claiming to be 
his heirs are scattered throughout the 
United States and for years attorneys 
in their behalf have been seeking to 
establish title to the Louisiana prop- 
erty, a strip 120 miles long and 80 


miles wide along the banks of the 
White river. 
The baptismal record of Valliore 


was found in Quebec. By means of this 
showing his baptism in May, 1706, it is 
alleged that his descendants were 
traced in so direct a line that the 
heirs believe they can establish thelr 
claims. 


STUDENTS SHUN THE CHURCH 


Although Majority at Minnesota Uni- 
versity Have Religious Preference, 
Few Attend Services. 
Minneapolis, Minn.—That five of 
every six students of the University 
of Minnesota have distinct religious 
preferences is the statement of Dr. 
John W. Powell, university religious 
director, who has just completed a 

social survey. 


Six hundred and ten students’ ex- 
pressed no preference, but of the 
3,576 who denoted preference the 
largest number leaning to one de- 


nomination was 513. These expressed 
a preference to the Methodist church. 
Lutherans ranked next highest with 
493 and Catholics third with 410, 
Accord‘ngs the report, however, 
regular church attendance among the 
students falls below 380 per cent.

FORMS OF CURRENCY 


MANY DIFFERENT BASES OF FI- 
NANCE IN HISTORY, 


Old Civillzation Knew No Such Thing 
as Money, and Legal Tender Was 
Simply What Could Be 
Agreed Upon. 


Do you ever stop to think, when | 


you have a dollar in your hand, just 
when it first came into existence, and 
what people used hundreds of years 
ago, before such a coin had ever been 
heard of? 

In the old civilizations of Italy, 
Greece, Hgypt and Asia Minor there 
was no such thing as money. Instead, 
the most valued possession of each 
country served as a basis for finance, 
and troublesome times they did have, 
when one race of people traded with 
another and did not agree at all on 
each other’s standards of value. 

In ancient Sparta, for instance, huge, 
gorgeous chariots served as dollars. If 
a man ~;anted to buy a house and lot 
he had to drive a certain number of 
chariots to his desired place of abode, 
and then give them in exchange for 
the land he wished. Sometimes whole 
days were spent in deciding, and out- 
siders had to be called in to assist 
in determining the value of the goods 
to be bartered. 

In Africa they were a little more 
sensible in choosing for money arti- 
cles of smaller size. The natives were 
extremely fond of jewelry and fancy 
decorations of all kinds, and so for coin 
they used delicate shells of various 
sizes. To be sure they were a bit 
unsubstantial, and if a man broke his 
shell the loss was his. There was no 
government back of him to redeem 
the currency. But the arrangement 
seemed to satisfy on the whole, for it 
was in vogue for many centuries. 

In old Japan daggers were made 
into money. They did not seem to 
find it hard determining the value, 
and the metal was practical and sub- 
stantial and lasted indefinitely. 

The most terrible form of money’ 
the world has ever known was that 
in vogue in the days of the early 
Roman empire, when women were 
used quite frequently for money. If 
& man owned a beautiful slave and 
preferred land, the bargain was 
speedily made. And if the land or 
object desired were very valuahiq 
he might have to yield several of his 
women slaves. 

Turbulent times there have been in 
the course of the long centuries on 
the subject of money, and many quar- 
rels have arisen and many battles 
have been fought. And really we 
don’t half appreciate the value of our 
simple dollar or the thousands of 
years it took to bring it to its present 
simple form. 


Now Teach Boys to Cook. 

With the general complaint of the 
high cost of living the University 
Cooking and Food exhibition, which 
was recently held in London, attracted 
more than usual attention. Demon- 
strations were given each day by 
continental experts in foreign house- 
hold cooking. The London county 
council is training a number of chefs 
and waiters. That the experiment is 
proving a success was shown by a 
luncheon attended by more than a 
hundred guests, which was both cook- 
ed and served by boys who are being 
thus trained. The feature which dis- 
tinguished the exhibition 
those previously held was the effort to 
give a practical demonstration of the 
low cost at which nutritious food, 
properly prepared, could be placed on 
the workingman’s table. It was shown, 
for example, that a good soup for 50 
people could be obtained for 58 cents, 
German pie for 50 people for $1.09, 
and many other nourishing dishes 
were exhibited which were made from 
what in the ordinary household is 
thrown away as scraps or waste 
through ignorance of how it can be 
utilized.

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GROWTH AND FUTURE 
OF POSTAL SAVINGS 


The U. S. Postal savings bank 
system had at the last tabulation 
12812 depositories, 200,000 de- 
positors, with $28,000,000 deposits 
and bids fair to be self-supporting 
in a comparatively short time. 
The wonderful and widespread 
utilization of its advantages stamp 
it one of the most important gov- 
ernment measures of modern times. 

Postmaster General Hitchcock 
favors removing all restrictions 
upon the amount receivable from 
amy one depositor, providing that 
the interest-bearing limit be kept 
at $1000. Don C. Seltz of New 
York advocates expansion of the 
system, and interweaving with it 
the parcel post. He would make 
every post-office a depository and 
paying station, giving depositors 
check books. Certification would 
be secured by the stamp of the 
postmaster. He says: “If the in- 
terest system be retained, the 
placing of a one-cent stamp on 
the check would bring a large 
return to the government, and be 
but a small tax upon the depositor.” 
He sees in this a convenient meth- 
od of financing parcel post tran- 
sactions, that would prove popular 
and offer many attractions that 
now attach to the cumbersome 
money-order service. 

Both parcel post and_ postal 
savings banks are here to stay, 
because they get close to the every- 
day man’s needs. :

Editor JOURNAL: 

I noticed in Tuesday’s 
an editorial, commending the 
illustrated lecture on Turkey , by 
Prof. Watson in the Burbeen course 
attributing the large attendance to 
the fact that the lecture was ac- 
companied by pictures and advis- 
ing the Burbeen trustees to profit 
by the experience they have had 
and hereafter offer mainly or only 
illustrated lectures. 

Now I have no disposition to 
detract from the praise given Prof. 
Watson. I heard him and con- 
sider his address one of the best 
recently given on a Woburn plat- 
form. Neither do I dispute the 
proposition that the pictures drew 
the crowd. I have no doubt that 
without them the audience would | 
have been reduced by one 
But I do dissent from the proposi- 
tion that, because more people 
will attend an illustrated lecture, 
therefore such lectures should be 
preferred in making up a course 
to the practical exclusion of others. 

A lecture is, or should be, meant 
to instruct people. It should be

calculated to increase their store 
of. information, to give them 
glimpses of the philosophy of life, 


the meaning of history, the ideals 
of great men, the significance of 
world events as these are thought 
out and interpreted by wise men 
and women. 

I belheve the founder of the Bur- 
been Lecture course had in mind, 
when he generously provided the 
funds, the uplift and 
of the people, the raising of them 
to higher father than de- 
scending toplanes for the moment 
popular in order to catch their 
fancy. To cater merely to the 
passing mood is to miss the real 
purpose of the lectures. 

Those who gauge the value of 
a lecture by the crowd it draws 
are adopting a very superficial 
basis of judgment. A brass band, 
performing atrociously but vo- 
ciferously, will gain loud acclaim, 
while a violin virtuoso will perhaps 
hold only a single auditor. But, 
if that single auditor receives an 
inspiration .and goes on his way 
with a higher hope and purpose, 
the violinist; has done better than 
the noise producers. 

Those who argue for picture 
lectures because they “draw” 
better should logically go further 
and advocate ‘“‘movies”’ only. There 
is no doubt that Lyceum hall 
could be packed four times a 
night by a well-advertised free 
moving picture show. 

Now I do not mean to be under- 
stood to advocate no illustrated 
lectures. They have their place. 
They should certainly be ineluded 
in the course. Travel lectures to 
be vivid generally require pictures, 
but journeys in the realm of thought 
are worth while too and need no 
adventitious help. Great‘engineer- 
ing enterprises can only well 
appreciated if presented to the eye 
when described, but the structure 
of litérary style and the frame- 
work of English masterpieces must 
mentally appreciated by the 
eye of the mind. 

I hope that the Burbeen trustees 
will have the wisdom to give 
a majority of lecturers which the 
discriminating justly

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HORSE GLANDERS 
CASE IN COURT 


George W. Morse Prosecuted 
by State Authorities, Found 
not Guilty 


Judge Johnson found for the 
defendant this morning in a case 
where Arthur L, Keating of Somer- 
ville, a member of the Massachus- 
etts State police, was the 
plainant, and George C., 

of Kearsage avenue, 
the defendant. Mr. 
had the support of the Massa- 
chusetts Bureau of Animal In- 
dustry in the prosecution of Morse. 

The complaint alleged that 
Morse had in his possession a horse 
that affected with glanders, 
a contagious disease, and that said 
Morse having knowledge and rea- 
son to suspect that the horse was 
did fail to give notice 
to the Commission of Animal In- 
dustry, or to the Inspector of ani- 
mals of the City of Woburn. 

The complaint further sets forth 
that Morse having reasonable cause 
to believe that af- 
fected with glanders, sold >the 
animal to Hugh Wells of Charles- 
town. 


Com. Fred F. Walker of the Dept. 
of Animal Industry was an interested 
spectator during the trial, and the 
witnesses beside the defendant were 
Dr, William T, White of Newton, 
Dr. James N. Stuart, Inspector of 
Slaughtering in Woburn, Dr. H. 
Me Pierce of Medford, Mrs. Annie 

. Walker of Medford, and Hugh 
i ells of Charlestown. 


The testimony showed that the 
horse died in the streets of Charles- 
town, and at the time of death was 
the property of Wells: Wells had 
just bought the animal from Mrs. 
Walker of Medford; who in turn 
had bought it of Morse. The 
Bureau of Animal Industry learned 
of the case, and Dr. H. W. Pierce 
of Medford examined the carcass, 
and came to the conclusion that it 
was a case of glanders. 

Dr. White of Newton performed 
an autopsy, and he reported an 
aggravated case of glanders, of 
long standing. Dr. Stuart testified 
that he had never seen the horse 
and the case had not been called 
to ‘his attention and his testimony 
had little bearing on the case. 
Mrs. Walker and Mr. Wells told 
of their business transactions with 
Morse. 

Morse testified that he had no 
idea the animal was affected with 
glanders.

Anna Boberg Braves Rigorous 
Winters of North to Paint. 


Artist Took Pot Luck With the Hum- 
ble Fisher Folk in Pursuit of Her 
Adopted Profession—Woman 
Was Tenderly Reared. 

A tiny hut on a wind swept knoll 
of the Lofoton islands is where Anna 
Boberg lives and paints. She draws 
her inspiration from the Arctic sea. 
For several months of each year this 
delicately nurtured woman of gay 
Stockholm braves such hardships as 
men endure in order to put a new dot 
on the map or to plant the flag of 
their country where flag never waved 
before. She has made herself the 
little sister of the fisherman, living 
their lives of privation and listening 
to their tales of draugs and elves and 
all the hostile forces of nature. She 
has faced the lashing of the winter 
Storms and dreamed in the glory of 

the summer nights. 


Anna Boberg’s father was a distin- 
guished architect, says the Chaftsman. 
Her husband, Ferdinand Boberg, is 
also an architect and one of the fore- 
most in Burope. 


In the beginning she took pot luck 
with the fishermen. She slept when- 
ever a bed was to be had and did not 
Inquire too squeamishly. At some 
posts the local trader is required by 
law to furnish beds for travelers; in 
other places she was met by a curt 
denial, caused not so much by un- 
kindness as by awe of her supposed 
fine ladyism. But it needed only a 
pleasant word to the old man at the 
fireside—or a baby dandled in her lap 
—or a kind word to the mother—and 
the house was hers, with all that it 
contained. There was her spoon to 
dip in the common porringer and her 
share of the potatoes and salted her- 
ring. There was a bench, if nothing 
better, where she~could roll herself 
in a blanket and sleep as well as pos- 
sible in a room with mother, father 
and various sizes of children. 


To give her as much of a home as 
possible, under the circumstances and 
save her from unnecessary hardships, 
Mr. Boberg has built her a studio near 
the fishing station at Svolvar. 


When there is a good haul before 
the fishermen of Lofoten, necessitat- 
ing long hours of night work, Mrs. 
Boberg allows no consideration for 
her own comfort to interfere with the 
work that means their livelihood. 
Often she helps to throw a net or 
hold a tiller. She has constructed a 
special type of palette and _ easel, 
which can be strapped to her person, 
80 that she can paint on a rocking 
boat and miss no shifting play of sun 
and wind on the churning sea. Her 
costume, too, is of her own invention. 
Skirts are left behind among the lux- 
uries of the mainland. Instead she 
wears in winter fur trousers coming 
up to her armpits, with a fur jacket 
and a close fitting cap that leaves 


only her eyes and mouth free. For 
painting she cuts the fingers and 
palms from her fur gloves. When the 


snow is soft she straps skis to her 
feet to keep from sinking deep into it, 
as she stands at work, often in a 
whirling snowstorm, till the paint 
freezes, and her stiffening fingers can 
hold a brush no longer. Then she is 
glad to escape with nothing more seri- 
ous than frosted fingers or face. 

The fishermen laugh at her uniform 
and never tire of their joke: “Are you 
man or woman?” Sometimes they 
venture criticisms such as: “The num- 
ber of that boat isn't right—it should 
be a six instead of a seven,” or “that 
ship’s too red.’ Mrs. Boberg enjoys 
the criticisms and culls from them 
whatever is of value, for she aims to 
reproduce with absolute faithfulness 
the implements and methods that are 
passing with the older generations. 

During the last ten or twelve years 
she has made more than 400 small 
sketches, which are _ carefully pre- 
served in Stockholm, not only for. 
their artistic value, but for the ac- 
curacy of detail which make them his- 
torically valuable. She has also set 
herself to the task of gathering all the 
weird, wild tales that will soon have 
faded even from the minds of the old 
salts in Nordland 


To Break in New Shoes, 

A simple, although effective, way of 
“breaking in” shoes is that employed 
in the United States army. After the 
shoes have been fitted to their feet 
the soldiers stand in water up to the 
shoe tops, until the leather is thor. 
oughly soaked. Then the soldiers are 
put on a march, and this “hike” is 
kept up until the shoes are thoroughly 
dried on the feet. Forever afterward 
the shoes are perfectly comfortable, 
for they conform in shape to every 
little peculiarity of the wearer's feet., 
This method of breaking in shoes, 
while not new in itself, is one result 
of the recent investigation of the 
foot trouble of the army, which the 
specially appointed board of army offi- 
cers has been conducting.—Popular 
Mechanics Magazine.

Curious Fruits and Plants Are 
Described in Inventory. 


Wheat, Siberian Cherry, Arctic Cur 
rant Wood That Will Not Rot, and 
Forage Capable of Being Hy- 
bridized Found In Arctlo. 


— 


Washington.—More strange and cu- 
rioud fruits and plants than usual are 
noted in the “inventory of foreign 
seed and plant introduction just is- 
sued by David Fairchild, the chief of 
the bureau of plant industry of the 
department of agriculture. The pres- 
ent inventory contains a number of 
the agricultural finds of Frank N. 
Myer, the agricultural explorer, who 
recently returned from two years in 
Manchuria and Siberia. 


One of his finds is a new variety of 
winter durum wheat obtained from the 
Russian agricultural experiment  sta- 
tion in the government of Samara. It 
is called Teskaia and has been bred 
for cold resistance. It lived out 
through the snowless winters, where 
all other varieties of wheat were eith- 
er killed outright or severely injured. 
It is thought this will be especially 
valuable for cold, dry regions of this 
country, where no wheat has been 
grown heretofore. 


Many of Mr. Myer’s finds, coming 
from the interior of Siberia, are adapt- 
ed to a cold and semi-arid region, 
and therefore are likely to be of use 
in extending the dry farming belt of 
the United States. One of them is a 
forage plant of the astragalus family, 
a branchy, upright plant that is really 
eaten by cattle and that seems able to 
stand any amount of cold drought. 


He also has found a forage plant 
that in these days of plant breeding, 
it is thought, can be hybridized as a 
forage plant. It is a relative of the fa- 
mous sulla, but this has never been 
grown in the southern states owing to 
{ts susceptibility to frost. The new 
plant that may be crossed with it 
grows in Siberia as far east as Lake 
Bikal, and promises to furnish a new 
and good forage where such plants 
are greatly needed. 


Now that Alaska is getting so thick- 
ly settled, there is a demand for fruits 
that will live there, and Mr. Fairchild 
speaks of the Siberia cherry that has 
been found by Mr. Myer as very prom- 
ising. It is a bush cherry growing no 
more than four fet high, but the fruit, 
while small, makes an excellent pre- 
serve. It lives outdoors at a tempera- 
ture of forty below zero. The natives 
use the preserve instead of sugar in 
hot tea, and Mr. Myer says the com- 
bination is by no means as bad as it 
sounds. But the arctic cherry is gone 
one better by an arctic black currant 
that he found growing out at a tem- 
perature of —658. This, it also is 
thought, will do well in Alaska. 


One of the curious finds that has 
come from South America is a fiber 
plant that grows on the dry plateau 
bark of Mahia. It is said to be more 
resistant to sea water than the best 
Manila hemp, stands drought and 


Brows a large crop to the acre. 


Dr. Gustave Hisen of the California 
Academy of Sciences has contributed 
& new plum from Naples called the 
Papagone. It grows three inches long, 
has a small stone and is reputed to be 
the finest flavored plum in the world. 


Another curious thing that comes 
from South America is a new variety 
of tall forest tree. The wood is pur- 
ple and very oily, with a slight sweet 
scent. The most remarkable feature 
of it is that it is proof against the at- 
tack of ants and is absolutely ever- 
lasting. Posts made from it and stuck 
{in the ground never rot. Trunks and 
furniture made from it are insect 
proof. 

There are scores of other remark- 
able botanical finds. All of them are 
being tried out in the experimental 
gardens and such of them as seem 
adapted to any particular locality will 
be given a trial under actual field con- 
ditions.

from six months 
to a year ahead of time. If the Car- 
negie foundation gives an endowment 
of $3,000,000 to inaugurate an inter- 
national weather bureau, which is 
said to be probable, the work will be 
andertaken by meteorologists. 

“It is the dream of the weather 
man ultimately to make accurate 
weather forecasts for a year,” said 
Prof. Henry H. Clayton, the noted sci- 
entist, of New York. “This could not 
be done in the United States, for in- 
stance, solely on data that could be 
gathered within the boundaries of this 
country. Information gathering sta- 
tions would have to be established in 
the remotest places of the earth to 
furnish data to all countries. The in- 
stitution would have a quasi-govern- 
ment relation, similar to the Red 
Cross society.”

MAKES FINDS/SWEAT HOPS OLD 


Philadelphia Woman Traces Ori- 
gin Back to 2500 B. C. 


Miss Lamb Tells of Her Researches 
to University Museum Audience— 
They Existed in Ancient Egypt 
—Firet Neédie a Thorn. 
According to the reports of Miss M. 
A. Lamb, a Philadelphia woman who 
has taken upon herself the task of 
raising the needle to its rightful 
place in history, upon the results of 
her personal investigations among 
relics of the most anclant peoples, the 
sweatshop originated in Egypt and 
the first needle probably was plucked 
from a thorn tree by Mother Eve 
some few minutes after her historic 
leave-taking of the Garden of Eden. 


Miss Lamb appeared the other day 
in the lecture hall of the Museum 
of the University of Pennsylvania, 
and every assertion she made to an 
interested audience was backed by 
photographs and exhibits sufficiently 
accurate to convince the most unbe- 
lieving of skeptics. Of course, there 
were no relics of Adam and Eve; the 
assumption concerning the means 
taken by them to add to their, abbre 
viated costumes after cold Knowledge 
had started the first of all human 
troubles is nothing more or less than 
a long shot at a doubtful target Tut 
Miss Lamb did show a photograph of 
the very oldest piece of combination 
leather work and embroidery in ex- 
istence, a piece that is ecarefuly pre 
served in a museum of the old wor'd, 
and demonstrated how positively it is 
known to antiquarians that the skill 
ful hands responsible for its exist- 
ence were busy at work during the 
reign of Solomon. 

To prove Egypt's responsibility for 
the appearance of the sweat shop the 
women lecturer showed a very strik- 
ing photograph of a tapestry ball of 
the ancient empire taken from stone 
carvings of a very ancient period and 
beside the figures of a woman and 
man, men being among the most ex- 
pert of the early needle and loom 
workers, there was a series of hiero- 
glyphies that, deciphered, bespoke the 
plaint of an old Egyptian woman 
who was much displeased that her 
daughter, after serving an apprentice 
ship in one of the shops, was not be- 
ing paid in proportion to her labors 
And the strange writing goes on to 
describe the shops—small places with 
many occupants who are deprived of 
fun and air while they work. 

This was 2500 years before Christ 
Going back even further Miss Lamv 
produced etchings from the cliff 
nbodes of the cave-men of a periad 
that belongs somewhere in the hazy 
stretch of time known as the stone 
and time after time the rude 
skill of the rock-dwellers was shown 
{o have turne@ to the portraying of 
fancy sleeve-dress of the tribal 
chiefs and leading warriors. An actual 
rhotograph of a funie, dug from ten 
feet of peat in an Jrish bog and evi- 
dently a part of the apparel of one 
of Eve's earliest daughters. was 
thrown upon the semen in the lecture 
hall. The process of petrification re- 
vealed it to be made of two pieces 
ioined together by a system of stitch- 
ing similar to what is known now as 
“drawn-work.” It seemed sufficiently 
convincing to the women part of the 
audience and the rest of Miss Lamb's 
admirers took their applause as ex- 
pert testimony.

The Department of Agriculture 
is getting ready to fill requests 
for the basket willow cuttings 
grown last year on its experimental 
farm at Arlington, Va. Distribu- 
tion of these cuttings takes place 
early in March each spring, to 
farmers and others who wish 
make trials of basket willow 
lands too wet for other crops¢ 
From 50 to 100 cuttings are given 
each person. 

The distribution 
giving away of Government mater- 
ial to persons who desire to get 
something free; because it is re- 
quired that each recipient of cut- 
tings shall make a report of the 
treatment given and the results 
obtained. Several select varieties 
are included in that is 
distributed, and the aim is to se- 
cure informetion as to the best 
variety for each locality, since no 
one kind can be relied upon to 
yield maximum results over a 
wide range of territory. 

In the basket willow 
gations carried on at the Arlington 
Farm, Arlington, Va., and at 
Ames, Iowa, by the Forest Service, 
particular attention has been given 
to the development of American 
species for basket making purposes. 
The European species now com- 
monly used have never proved 
themselves entirely adapted to 
American conditions and are as a 
rule less thrifty than the native 
species. At present there is at 
Arlington a willow garden contain- 
ing nearly 500 lots gathered from 
all parts of the country and repre- 
senting practically every species 
and variety found in the United 
States and Canada. 

A system of selection which has 
been.carried on for several years 
is already indicating which strains 
show the best basket willow char- 
acteristics for American conditions.

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FAMOUS POLICEWOMAN 


CARRIES NO WEAPONS 


Even when Mrs. Alice Stebbins 
Wells fishes about in her bag and 
produces her po- 

liceman’s star for 

verification one 

can hardly be- 

lieve that she is 

the famous first 

»“policewoman” of 

Los Angeles. 

Scarcely five feet 

in height, slender, 

with a mild, al- 

most timorous 

voice and a pair 

of very round 

blue eyes, Mrs. 

Wells presents an 

appearance about as formidable as that 
of a kitten. Yet she has been per- 
manently appointed as a regular mem- 
ber of the police force of a city of 
400,000, subject to the same regula- 
tions, vested with the samo authority, 
and under civil service, as any male 
member of Los Angeles’s bluecoat 
squad. She makes arrests and pre- 
fers charges in the same way and 
with as much success as any police 
man, and is a very substantial vindi- 
cation of the power of personality 
in an institution’ where brute force 
and a six-foot stature have formerly 
been thought to be indispensable pre- 
requisites. Here is what she says of 


a phase of police work: 

“And do I carry weapons? No, in- 
deed. That is something which I do 
not feel called upon to do. I am very 
firmly convinced that under the right 
conditions a policeman would not have 
to carry a weapon at all. But before 
the policeman can give up his gun 
and his stick, weapons must not be 

| sold indiscriminately to citizens. The 
only reason now that a policeman re- 
quires a weapon is because the other 
fellow may have one, and the law 
must enforce its demands against all 
objection. It is a very sad commen- 
tary on our civilization that guns and 
brass knuckles are displayed openly 
for sale, and that almost the only re- 
striction in our most careful communi- 
ties is a provision for a license, which 
is easily obtained.” 

Mrs. Wells is the first woman to be 
appointed to a police force in any 
city of the United States. The woman 
detective, the police matron, the pro- 
bation officer, the district nurse, are 
all places which have been filled by 
women, and were of course the fore- 
runners of that policewoman. But 
while they were vested with partial 
police authority their power was 
greatly restricted along certain well- 
defined lines, and they did not work 
in recognized co-operation with the 
police department.

It was in no dictatorial spirit 


that a recent editorial in these 
columns, entitled ‘‘Provide What 
the People Want’ was written.

they are doing, however good that 
work may be imagined to be. The 
schools did little or nothing for 
these men and women, and that 
seems to have been a streak of 
good luck. They were not stuffed 
and surfeited with other people’s 
thoughts so that their own had no 
room or disposition to work. They 
had the genius for delightful think- 
ing and vigorous working. They 
developed the manly and inestim- 
able quality of standing on their 
own feet, thinking their own 
thoughts and doing their own origin- 
al and peculiar works which schools 
more often than they realize, pre- 
clude by incessant instruction, by 
premature and incomprehensible 
reading matter, by outside govern- 
ment, and by all the unavoidable 
entertainments of such back-hand- 
ed work.

essayed to do some earnest, in- 
dividual work among things, men, 
life. Sometimes they never re- 
cover, and then they are misfits, 
and called ‘educated fools,’? which 
are impossible, since the capacity 
for self-development worthy of the 
name is wanting in a born fool. 
Over-instructed unfortunates would 
be a better name for them. 

Only a comparatively small part 
of the public schools appreciate 
the great importance of handwork 
in the regular curriculum, sewing, 
cooking, making things in wood, 
handling plant forms and minerals, 
coloring and designing, all of which 
should give and have given the 
best motives for expression in the 
Nnglish language generally, and 
especially in the technical language 
which was required by the mater- 
ial used. One of the most suc- 
cessful plans for the conduct of 
composition work in clementary 
Wiis based upon science 
work (plants and minerals). which 
lends itself to systematic, progres- 
sive work in composition as no 
other material has been found to 
do in the last forty years. It is the 
basis of the composition work in 
the present course of study in 
Boston schools. Mlementary 
science material makes it easy 
to begin systematic composition 
work in the second half of the first 
year in school, that is, as soon as 
pupils have learned to write words 
and simple sentences that are 
fairly intelligible, not by any means 
wholly correct. Of course, the 
installment of this plan was a 
radical measure. But, if a plaster-

Their vocabulary is large, 
well understood, and skilfully used. 
Chey can tall intelligently about 
things beyond mere convention- 
alities. That may be called train- 
ing that counts. 

Again, children

talking with one another, not only 
while they are attending school 
but before they go to school at all. 
They apply names to well-known 
objects, acts, and conditions again 


acquire a vast 


and again. They always become 
familiar with the thing first and 
then apply the name, until they 


go to school when the process is 
reversed, the artificial method routs 
the natural, and the attempt, for 
it really amounts to that, is made 
to give the Creator points on how 
children should learn. Of course, 
this is not done intentionally but 
by force of tradition, stereotyped 
methods, educational drift, thought- 
lessness, and lack of serious study 
of the natural constitution of 
children and harmonious conditions 
for the most rapid and permanent 
learning. 

Children use quality and quanti- 
ty words constantly in describing 
well-known qualities in close con- 
nection with the things to which 


they properly and obviously be- 
long. The qualities are known 
first, otherwise the words would 


have no meaning, no_ interest. 
When words are full of meaning, 
children are as delighted to use 
them as a thirsty horse is to drink 
at a natural spring; when they are 
partly understood, or not at all, 
when the mind is lorced to grope 
around for any sort of a meaning 
that will pass muster, the teacher 


has great difficulty in inducing 
his pupils to express their ideas 
clearly, if at all. To use a common 
expression which describes such 
a method exactly, this is to “put 


the pupils in a hole,” and they 
cannot help themselves. When a 
machine chafes, grits, squeals,slacks 


up and turns out poor work, the 
expert workman investigates the 


trouble, slackens or tightens a 
screw here and there, puts on oil, 
perhaps finds a plate put in wrong 
end foremost, or two threads put 


in place of one. The fault is not 
in the material used, but in the 
management of the machine. There 


is a striking similarity between 
“the product of the mill’ and the 
product of the school run by tradi- 
tional methods. If there is chafing 
in school work, perhaps the oil 
of natural interest, mainly ex- 
tracted from realities, has not been 
applied freely enough, if at all, 
the serew of outside control may 
be altogether too tight, a study or 
method may be put in wrong end 
foremost, too soon or too late, as 
is often the case, and the supervi- 


sion of the machine may be of the 
most perfunctory nature.  Con- 
demn the material to be used and 
study more the machine and its 
efficient management. 

There is no better way for chil- 
dren to learn the real significance 
of words than their natural way 
of applying them repeatedly to 
the things to which they belong; 
but the school generally puts in 
the method wrong end foremost 


and teacher works with the vision- 
ury and satisfying hope that they 
will come to mean something defin- 
ite some time or other. Outside 
of school children lea hh close shades 
of the meanings of words with 
almost no conscious effort by talk- 


ing about the objects which illus- 
trate such shades. ‘They discuss 
the rights and wrongs of acts 
with great earnestness which not 
infrequently culminates in pug- 
nacity., They “split hairs’? with 
words, In a week among their 
associates they will seize more 


opportunities for the voluntary 
exercise of their oratorical powers 
in presenting arguments, produc- 
ing evidence, putting up a brave 
defence, and so kindling the reason.

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A NOVELTY IN 
SODA FOUNTAINS 

Charles W. Young has just had 
installed at his ice cream parlors 
on Pleasant street, a very large 
soda fountain, the first and only 
one of its kind ever built in this 
country or any other. It was made 
by the Puffer manufacturing com- 
pany at its Winchester plant, 
after plans made by Mr. Young. 
It is called the new seal type fount 
and patents have been applied for. 
Something of its size may be judged 
from the fact that it has a capacity 
for serving 200 customers an hour, 
and has room behind the bar for 
ten dispensers. The refrigerating 
equipment is planned for economy, 

equiring but a comparatively small 

quantity of ice, an average of 30 
pounds a day being all that is 
required, The ice cream recepta- 
cles in connection with the fount 
have a capacity of 30 gallons, and 
the syrups are supplied from a bank 
of 30 tanks, and the whole is most 
conveniently arranged for economy 
and good service. 

The front and main part of the 
fount veined 
Inglish marble with white onyx 
pillasters and trimmings. Back 
of the bar is a large dark mahogany 
setting furnished with two large 
beveled mirrors. At either end of 
the fount are handsome show cases 
made of heavy plate glass, and 
stained glass scenic effects, giving 
a most pleasing and artistic effect 
when illuminated by the concealed 
electric lights. Two large electric 
light domes over the fount and 
eight smaller ones above the mir- 
rors, give a brilliant radiance to 
the place and the _ illuminated 
stained glass panel with the in- 
scription “‘Young,”’ completes one 
of the most elegant and attractive 
soda fountains in this section of 
the country.

: Thé next night that door was locked

EXHIBITION OF 
RELICS OF THE MAINE 


Mr. T. William Connolly of the 
firm John G. Connolly & Co., has 
a display of relies of the “Maine” 
in his show window which is at- 
tracting considerable attention 
from passers-by, as today is the 
15th anniversary of the destruc- 
tion of the ‘‘Maine.” 

The collection was procured by 
a sailor on duty at the time of the 
raising of the wreck of the ‘‘Maine’ 
in Havana Harbor August 15, 
1911. It consists of a ring made 
of a silver Spanish Bolivar, a coin 
equal in value to an American 
quarter. The ring was made by 
the sailor; a brass button from the 
coat worn by Lieut. Y. 8. Merritt, 
assistant engineer of the Maine, 
skeleton of whose body was found 
in the fire room at the time of 
raising but if was identified by a 
class ring on the fingers; a piece of 
seabbard worn by the chief boat- 
swain’s mate; a small piece of 
wood faken from the doorway of 
Captain cabin on the 
Maine, a brass air cock taken from 
a port midship radiator of the 
Maine. 

These relics are — grouped 
around a picture of the ‘Maine’ 
taken in 1895, 3 years before its 
destruction.

DOG GUARDS MAN IN DITCH 


Remarkable Faithfulness of Animal 
Shown at Louisville Wreck 
After Owner Dies. 


Louisville, Ky.— When rescuers 
reached the scene of a wreck which 
occurred here, when three cars of a 
Baltimore & Ohio freight train 
dropped over an eight-foot trestle, 
they found the mangled body of 
Charles Woodsmall, switchman, in a 
ditch still clutching his lantern, with 
which a moment before he had flashed 
the danger signal, and, standing above 
the body, his dog, which had been 
following the train through the yards. 
Only after the dog had been dragged 
away by force were the members of 
the train crew able to extricate the 
body. 

According to the engineer, the train 
was backing on the trestle in the 
yards when Woodsmall, who was on 
top of the second car from the end, 
flashed a danger signal and a moment 
later disappeared. The engineer ap- 
plied the emergency brakes and 
stopped the train, but not in time to 
prevent the three hindmost cars from 
dropping over the trestle. The cause 
of the accident has not been deter- 
mined. 


KILLED IN ELECTION PLOT 


Kansas Man, Found Slain in Snow, 
Had Been Threatened 
With Death. 


Pittsburg, Kan.—Almost concealed by 
the heavy snow that also hid the 
tracks of his slayer, the body of Sam 
Reed, who acted as interpreter during 
the recent hearing of the election con- 
test cases involving Republican and 
Socialist candidates, was found in a 
roadway near Dunkirk. Reed had 
been shot in the face five or six 
times. He had been killed, evidently 
soon after leaving a dance at mid- 
night. He was a musician. 

In gathering evidence for use in 
the contest hearings Reed acted as a 
detective as well as one of the official 
interpreters when the case went to 
trial. For this part in the work he 
was threatened with death. 

It was alleged in the contest pro- 
ceedings that many foreigners em- 
ployed in the coal mines in the dis- 
trict who are not citizens were  al- 
lowed to vote. It is believed Reed 
was the victim of a plot entered by 
the persons who had sent him threats. 


SHIP SENDS NOTE BY BIRD 


Carrier Pigeon Bearing Woman’s Mes- 
sage of Lost Furs Drops on Ho- 
tel Roof. 

New York.—Bearing a note from a 
passenger on the Pring Friedrich WiIl- 
helm, now in midocean on the way to 
Bremen, a carrier pigeon dropped ex- 
hausted on the roof of a big uptown 

hotel. 

The message was from A. Schubach 
of Seattle, Wash., president of the 
Alaskan Steamship company, and it in- 
formed the hotel management that 
Mrs. Schubach had left two valuable 
sable skins in her suite at the hotel 
before she started for Europe. 

When in this city fifteen months 
ago, Mrs. Schubach left two. carrier 
pigeons and the birds were kept on 
the hotel roof until Mr. and Mrs. 
Schubach decided they would take the 
pigeons on their ocean trip.

There were 52,488 women sixteen 
years old or over employed in the 


tities contained in 
Many Women District of Colum- 
Are Workers 


bia April 15, 1910, 

according to sta- 
& statement just issued by Director 
Durand of the bureau of the censs, 
department of commerce and labor. 
The statistics were prepared under 
the direction of Willlam C. Hunt, 
chief statistician for population in the 
bureau of the census, and are subject 
to revision. While the figures are pre- 
liminary, it is believed that there will 
be no important changes in them. 

The figures given in this preliminary 
statement refer only to the gain fully 
employed women sixteen years old and 
over—but provisional figures tabulated 
by the bureau of the census show that 
there also were seven girls six to nine 
years old and 432 girls ten to nineteen 
years of age, making a total of 62,927 
females gainfully employed in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia April 15, 1910. This 
is 30.6 per cent. of all the females of 
the District on that date, or 36 per 
cent. of the females ten years old and 
over. 

Of the gainfully employed women 
sixteen years old and over, 13.7 per 
cent. were from sixteen to twenty 
years old, 64.9 per cent. were from 
twenty-one to forty-five years old and 
over. It is shown that but few of the 
women were engaged in agricultural 
pursuits, and that outside of the needle 
trades—dressmakers, milliners, seam- 
stresse sand tailoresses—no manufac- 
tring pursuit gave employment to a 
large number of them. 

More than half of these women are 
employed in domestic service. This is 
due to the large number of negro wo- 
men included in the classification. 


Less gold was produced in the 
United States in 1912 than in any 
: year since 1907, 

No Big Gold according to offi- 
Find in 1912 cial estimates made 
public the other 


day by the United States geological 
survey. It was declared, however, 
that more silver was mined during 
the twelve months than during any 
similar period since 1892. The pass- 
ing of the picturesque prospector, 
with his pack mule and pick, leads 
the survey to fear that few rich gold 
‘finds’ will be made in the future. 
None was made in 1912. 

The value of the gold mined dur- 
ing 1912 will approximate $91,685,168, 
a decrease of more than $5,200,000 
from the value of the output of 1911. 
The decrease is ascribed mainly to 
the failure of the bonanza camp at 
Goldfield, Nev., to maintain the rich 
character of its ore, although more 
ore actually was mined than in the 
previous year. Colorado’s production 
also fell off, while California again 
took first place as the banner gold- 
producing state. 

The output of silver, conservatively 
figured, will total 62,369,974 fine 
ounces, valued at $37,982,414. This is 
the greatest amount of silver ever 
mined in the United States, although 
{t does not represent the greatest 
value. In the opinion of the survey, 
based on late reports from its west- 
ern offices, the output may be in- 
creased to 64,000,000 ounces. 


The year 1912 was one of prosper- 
ity for the United States in so far as

Big Increase in is concerned, ac- 
H cording to figures 
Foreign Trade made public the 
other day by the bureau of foreign 
and domestic commerce. 

The imports for that year totaled 
$1,818,133,355, as compared with $1,- 
532,359,160 for the corresponding pe- 
riod of 1911. These were balanced by 
increases, also, in the exports, which 
in 1912 showed an increase to $2,399,- 
217,993 from $2,092,526,746 in the year 
previous. 

During 1912 crude materials with 
an aggregate value of $633,786,671 
were imported, as against $503,873,466 
in 1911; manufactures in an unfin- 
ished state to the value of $320,388,041, 
an increase of $33,141,374 over 1911, 
and manufactures in the complete 
state to the value of $404,054,843, as 
against $356,573,257 the preceding 
year. 

In the matter of exports, crude ma- 
terials increased from $662,019,810 in 


1911 to $790,004,165 in 1912; unfin- 
ished manufactures from $324,819,283 
to $384,810,877, and complete manu- 
factures from $639,954,685 to $732,- 
864,742.

Che Norwegian explorer, who on De 
tember 16, 1911, planted his coun- 
try’s flag at the earth’s southern axis, 
ts himself authority for this state 
ment. It need not startle any one. 
Che sun was shining ina cloudless sky 
ind the thermometer registered only 
{5 degrees below zero. This seemed 
real warm and summery to a man who 
tad become inured to temperatures 
$0 and 75 degrees below during the 
tntarctic winter. 

Captain Amundsen arrived in Chi- 
sago. As he sat in the University 
tlub, immaculate and smartly groomed 
ts any dandy of the boulevards, he 
jid not appear as if hecould be capa- 
ble of anything so unconventional as 
liscovering the south pole in his un- 
jershirt. One would fancy he would 
iave done it in evening clothes. 

“Our journey was very pleasant,” 
said the suave Norseman, ‘We un- 
lferwent no hardships to speak of. We 
iad a little trouble getting over the 
great ice range of the Queen Maud 
nountains at 85 degrees south, but af- 
ver that we came out on a high plat- 
sau, Which sloped down in one smooth 
ind unbroken expanse of hard, frozen 
snow to the pole. 

“It was downhill all the way and 
we were on skis. So you might say 
we tobogganed to the pole. The sled 
jogs had hard work to keep up with 
is. 

“There were five of us—Holmer Han- 
ten, Oscar Wisting, Sverre Hassel, 
Dlaf Bjaaland and myself. We had 
plenty to eat, banqueting every day

bn pemmican, biscuit, chocolate and 
powdered milk. The weather was 
not. We dripped with perspiration, 
sven in our light clothes. 

“Our first observation, on December 
(6, showed 89 degrees, 55 minutes. 
We were five miles from the pole. We 
hurried forward. Skiing along under 
at blazing sun—that’s the word, blaz- 
ing—made us hot. We took off our 


sweaters and silk coats and threw 
them on the sleds. Still it was warm 
work, even in our undershirts. When 
we thought we had covered five miles 
we took another observation. We 
were at 89 degrees 59 minutes. That 


left the pole a mile away. We trav- 
arsed that mile and erected a tent and 
placed a Norwegian flag on top of it 
above what we believed was the pole 
itself. 

“We remained at the pole three 
Jays and set up flags in all directions. 
Then we went forty-five miles beyond 
the pole. The land or the ice and 
snow, that covered it to an unknown 
depth, still sloped downward. It 
seemed as if we were still going 
south. But we were not. We were 
going north. In taking two steps at 
the pole we went both south and 
north, and I may say that at that 
point where all meridians converge 
one stride would take us from the 
longitude of New York to that of 
San Francisco. 


“There was no excitement when we 


” 


found ourselves at the pole,’ Captain 
Amundsen added, “No one danced or 
hurrahed. I knew we would get there, 
We all khew it. We had never doubt- 
ed it. It seemed a perfectly natural 
thing to be there. We felt at home. If 
we hadn't got there, there might have 
been occasion for some excitement.”

Start for Suffrage Parade, Washing- 
ton—Officers to Stop Them 
and Both Go to Jail. 

Nyack, N. Y.--Hearing that the suf- 
fragists at Washington wanted a baby, 
a beautiful woman, a convict and a 
male imbecile to appearin their “in- 
auguration” parade to show the only 
persons who had no yote, two former 
convicts started from Sparkhill, hop- 
Ing to reach the capital and qualify 
for two of the jobs. They were Wil- 


liam J. Hartnett, white, and Robert 
Gould, colored,

Sparkhill when they started trouble 
and were arrested. Hartnett was com- 
mitted to the county jail pending his 
return to Auburn prison, from which 
he was recently released on probation, 
Gould was committed for six months.

Frederick H. Mills Transferred Men 
From Jalls to Responsible Jobs In 
Banke and Spent Much Time 
Alding Unfortunates. 


New York.—in 1881 a Chicago mer- 
chant took a young man to the First 
National bank in that city and intro- 
duced him to the president, Lyman 
J. Gage, afterward secretary of the 
treasury, as Frederick Mills, chief 
clerk of the state reformatory at 
Elmira, N. Y. 

“IT want to get a position in your 
bank for a friend of mine, Mr. Gage,” 
said young Mills. “He is a man of 
experience and ability and has the 
best of references from the Bank of 
North America in Montreal, where he 
was employed for several years.” 

“Where is he now?” Mr, Gage in- 
quired. 

“He is in the Elmira reformatory,” 
replied the young man. “He has just 
finished his term there and is waiting 
to get a job in order to be allowed to 
leave.” 

The bank president stared hard at 
his visitor for a moment and, discover- 
ing from his manner that he was serl- 
ous, resisted an inclination to become 
angry, but laughed long and loud in- 
stead. 

“Did you come out here with the 
impression that the Chicago banks se- 


lect their clerks from the reforma- 
tories?” he asked. 

Thirty years ago, before the new 
penology was born of science and 


philanthropy, the idea of giving an ex 
convict employment seemed prepos- 
terous to the average man of business 
Young Mills, however, was not to be 
rebuffed. He related to Mr. Gage the 
story of the coming of the Montreal 
bank clerk to New York to better his 
fortunes and of his yielding to temp 
tation in the metropolis; he told of the 
opportunities he had for studying the 
other’s character in the reformatory 
office and he asserted his opinion that 
here was a chance for the bank presi- 
dent to save a human life from wreck. 

Mr. Gage argued the matter with 
Mr. Mills for half an hour and dis- 
cussed it with him for an equal period 
and at the end of an hour promised 
that the Elmira graduate should have 
a place in the bank. The man rose 
to the position of head bookkeeper in 
the First National bank of Chicago 
and was a trusted employe until his 
health gave out a few years ago. 
President Gage then sent !}im to a 
health resort in California and took 
eare of him until his death, 

This incident is only one of many of 
the same nature that explain why it is 
that Frederick Hamlin Mills, who of- 
fered his resignation as sales azent of 
the prison department of the state 
recently in order to promote harmony 
between Superintendent of Prisons 
Scott anu Governor Sulzer, is a man of 
many friends. These friends range 
fl»m the penologists and students of 
criminology of America and the rest 
of the world, the prison officials c? the 
United States and a wide church and 
social circles, to scores of ex-convicts 
who are today earning an _ honest 
livelihood through Mr. Mills’ instru 
mentality and to men in the prisons 
who look to him for assistance on 
their release. 

It was his success with the first two 
ex convicts for whom he obtained em 
ployment that led Mr, Mills to keep 
up the work. As an illustration of the 
possibilities of reform among men 
punished for crime, Mr. Mills relates 
an experience in Chicago a few years 
On this occasion he was esked 
to dine with five one time convicts he 
had befriended, three of them from 
the Elmira reformatory. One of the 
five was Jarvis, then head bookkeeper 
of the First National bank: another 
was private secretary to the general 
manager of one the most famous rail- 
roads in the country; a third was 
vice-president of a big coal company, 
and the others were the chief cashier 
a manufacturing company and a 
theatrical manager.

PLAYGROUND TO BE SAFEGUARDED 


Much business of importance 
was transacted by the board of 
public works last evening, and in 
every instance, action was unani- 
mous when a vote was taken. 

Perhaps the most important 
matter considered was a recommen- 
dation by Mayor Henchey that 
something be done to reduce the 
cost of street lighting. Under the 
present arrangement, burning lights 
all night and every night for five 
months of the year, and until 12.30 
during the other seven, it costs in 
the vicinity of $16500, and the 
Mayor stated that this sum was 
in his judgment more than the 
city could afford to pay. He in- 
formed the members that he had 
nothing definite to suggest, other 
than he wanted the proposed 
economy considered and he would 
like to have those who should! be 
more in touch with the situation 
make some recommendation. He 
said that Winchester and adjoin- 
ing towns did not burn lights all 
night, neither did they burn every 
night, the moonlight sshedule being 
in vogue.

It did not last long. Our Wun- 
chester neighbors would not stand 
for it. And soon the West Med- 
ford commuters captured also. 
Never since, has Woburn been 
able to get back her express train 
at night. Six years ago a strong 
effort was made by petition and 
hearing, but the then president, 
Mr. Tuttle, although professing 
indifference to suburban _ traffic 
on the ground that it didn’t pay 
‘and saying that the trolleys might 
‘as well take it, seemed to be in 
mortal fear of the West Medford 
and Winchester: people. 

Now what the situation? 
Beginning with 5.14 p. m., West 
Medford has seven outward trains 
within the hour terminating at 
6.14 p. m. four of them making 
no stop till West Medford 
reached. Winchester and Wedge- 
mere have six trains within the 
same hour, while Woburn has 
only three. Furthermore the 5.14 
train not accommodate a 
very great number of 
whose workday is done around five 
o'clock, it being too short allowance 
to get that train from uptown. 
This reduces Woburn’s to 
two within that hour 
known as the rush hour.

5.44 is emphatically a Woburn 
train.

TRISH LAND REFORMS 


Congested Districts. Board Has 
Been Doing Good Work. 


Face of Country Is Now Changed— 
Tenants Given Enlarged Holdings 
and Better Dwellingse—Clanri- 
carde StiN Stubborn. 


Dublin.—The process of redeeming 
the “agricultural slums” of the west 
and south of Ireland goes on apace. 
When the land act of 1903 was passing 
through the house of’ commons the 
chief secretary, Mr. Wyndham, plead- 
ed for a free hand to redeem these 
“rotten and rigid communities,” as he 
called them. He got all the powers he 
asked for, but they proved of little 
avail. As soon as the act was passed 
the well-to-do farmers rushed in with 
purchase agreements and the tenant& 
on the congested estates were forgot- 
ten. 

It was not till the amending land 
act was passed in 1909 that any big 
eifort could be made to deal with this 
problem. The amending act increased 
the funds and the powers of the con: 
gested districts board and the board 
has been going ahead with schemes 
at a great rate since. In its report 
for the year 1912 the board states 
that it has purchased some of the 
poorest estates on the western sea- 
board in the counties of Donegal, 
Mayo, Galway, Clare, Kerry and West 
Cork and are going on with schemes 
for the improvement or enlargement 
of the holdings and dwellings. 

The officers have been so busy in- 
specting lands for the purpose of pur- 
chase and resale to the tenants as 
economic holdings that the actual 
transfer to the tenants is not being 
effected as rapidly as could be de- 
sired. At present some 20,000 ten- 
ants are paying rent to the board, 
pending the improvement and resale 
of the holdings, the annual rental be- 
ing between $700,000 and $800,000. 
There are still about 2,000,000 acres of 
unsold land in the congested districts, 
the purchase price of which 1s esti- 
mated at $80,000,000. 

The board is trying to get posses- 
sion of all this land as fast as it can. 
As a rule it has not found it neces- 
sary to put its powers of compulsion 
{nto force, but in the case of the es- 
tates of the marquis of Clanricarde it 
is being fought every inch of the way. 
Some of the fiercest struggles of the 
land war took place on these estates 
in County Galway and the representa- 
tives of the dispossessed tenants are 
now waiting to have the lands taken 
from the landlord and restored _ to 
them. The landlord would not listen 
to offers of purchase by the board. 
The board has set the law in motion 
to acquire the lands compulsorily and 
the first steps in the courts have been 
taken already. 

The marquis of Clanricarde is now 
seeking an injunction to restrain the 
estates commissioners and the board 
from taking the lands compulsorily 
and even if he is defeated in these 
proceedings he can cause further de- 
lay by taking the case to the court 
of appeal. It was his unwillingness 
to listen to any proposals for the re 
storation of the evicted tenants on his 
estates that induced parliament to 
grant compulsory powers to the con 
gested districts board. It will be a 
queer anomaly, therefore, if he sue. 
ceeds in preventing this old sore of 
the land war from being healed. The 
board states that it is quite imposs!- 
ble to conjecture when a final 
eision may be obtained in the case. 

The holdings along the western sea 
shore are very small and of very poor 
land and the conditions under which 
the occupiers and their families live 
are appalling. The dwelling houses 
are in many cases mere _  insanitary 
huts unfit for pigs. It is here that 
the work of the board has been most 
beneficial. Wherever the members 
have been able to acquire untenanted 
land alongside an estate of that kind 
they have been able to lift the people 
out of their wretchedness and poverty. 
The farms are rearranged and new 
houses built and the farmers and their 
families are given instruction on the 
management of the new farms 

In some districts, particularly 
situated inland, where grazing 
was available in large tracts for 
chase and addition to the 
holdings, the whole face of

MATGHING THE SKIRT 


Safest Plan to \ te Pollew When Se: 
lecting Shirtwaist. 


‘White Materlal, 80 Long Popular, Hae 
Lost Some of its Vogue—Crepe de 
Chine One of the Smartest 
That Can Be Chosen. 


EW YORK.—Many changes dis 
tinguish the new blouses. New 
; materials have been designed 
expreasly for them; novel 
icombinations of materials have 
een made, and equally unusual 
combinations of color have been 
conceived. The color note which 
‘was reflected on the white waists has 
deepened into an entire blouse of a@ 
brilliant hue; and each day brings 
forth new styles, not only in the fash- 
toning of the blouse, but in the shape 
of the collars, the sleeves and in the 
trimmings. The interest in blouses 
was aroused this winter after they 
had been overshadowed for several 
seasons by the one-piece costume. 
The new blouses, however, are 
quite different from the regulation 
white shirtwaist, which has come to 
be part of what might be called ‘The 
American uniform.” Just why the 
white shirtwaist has been so general- 
ty adopted in this country will ever 
remain a mystery to the student of 
dress. It certainly is not an econom- 
ical choices for it requires frequent 
trips to the laundry, whence it may 
reappear in a wearable condition, or 
it may not, the chances being about 
equal. Yet a white shirtwaist is not 
a joy to the eye unless it is freshly 
laundered and immaculately clean. 
The inaharmonious ensemble result- 
ing from the decided contrast in color 
at the waist line, and the practical 
cutting of the figure in two, is not 
becoming to the average woman. 


Blouse to Match Skirt. 


The safer choice is, undoubtedly, 
the blouse matching the skirt in col- 
or. The material, however, may be a 
contrasting one, brightened by dis- 
creet trimmings where color may be 
used. It is a very simple matter to 
add a touch of color in the cravat, 
the piping, the vest, or even the collar 
and cuffs, and the result is delight- 
fully effective. The new embroideries, 
which fairly sparkle with radiant, 
giowing colors, are just the thing to 
use in this effort to introduce the col- 
or note into a blouse of neutral color 
fing. A dash of burnt orange will 
work wonders on a blouse of taupe, 
or smoke grey, and a little Chinese 
embroidery, in the lovely blue tones 
of the Orient, will lend a distinguish: 
ing effect on a blouse of the new sand 
tint. 

The blouses of white, cream or ecru 
met are not considered as dressy as 
the lace or chiffon creations, and it is 
correct to wear them with the tail- 
pred suit. They are kept delightfully 
simple, with just a little tucking, 
which may or may not be gathered 
tnto a joke. The pleated jabot lends 
a becoming soft finish to the front of 
the blouse, conceals the front opening 
and matches the pleatings which edge 
either side of the cuff. The delicate 
beige colorings, deepening even to the 
cafe au lait and the sand tints, have 
an little more dash than the all white, 
especially when discreet touches of 
black are added. Though fragile in 
mppearance, these net blouses fare 
well in the “tender” hands of the 
faundress, and as they can be worn 
without ironing they are often chosen 
for traveling. 


Chepe de Chine Very Smart. 

There is nothing smarter or more 
serviceable to wear with the tailored 
suit than crepe de chine. Blessed with 
the stanchest of wearing qualities, 
crepe de chine comes from the laun- 
ary in far better condition than mus- 
fin; it shakes quickly out of wrinkles 
and creases, does not show dust and 
other signs of travel, and possesses 
such an attractive sheen that it is 
sufficiently dressy for almost any oc- 
caston when a blouse would be cor- 
rect, even when it is simply finished 
with lingerie collar and cuffs. The 
smartest models are severely plain, 
but they derive all the necessary chic 
from the cut, which is decidedly man- 
nish in effect. They are fashioned on 
fines very similar to the mannish 
shirts of wash silks. The new crepe 
de chine, like the wash silk, also 
comes in stripes, panging from the 


tiny pin stripes to those a quarter of | 


an inch in width. The simplest mod 
els have the fromt fastening, with 
small fancy buttons continuing the 
color note of the stripes arranged in 
groups of three or six, and a soft 
turn-over collar and cuffs of lingerie 
or organdie, finished with a scalloped 
edge, likewise repeating the color of 
the stripes. Others show the 
in fyont and in back, 
chic ones display the pleated vest. 


Wide Stripes Popular, 


The persistent demand for 
the new shirts makes the wider stripes 
more popular than the pin stripes, but 
on the waists made from the latter 
the color scheme from beneath the 
turn-over collar and extending to the 
waist line through slashes in the cen- 
ter pleat, 

The vogue for combining materials 
of different types is allowed to run 
riot on the new blouses, and cotton 
fabrics are combined with silk, and 
even chiffon, with a recklessness that 
is startling to the woman who has 
been taught to respect the different 
classes of fabrics. Collar and cuffs of 
ratine or eponge, in one of the new 
pretty shades, will be used to deco- 
rate a blouse of white crepe de chine, 
while silk trimmings will appear on a 
muslin waist. Even leather has been

finest embroidery. 

Crepes Rival Cotton Voile. 
Bd rd voile has a serious rival in 
he new crepes. To be sure, the voile 

vation far better than the crepe, 
which has a most annoying habit of 
shrinking almost beyond the limits of 
endurance, but one can make allow- 
ance for this when buying or making 
the waist. This seaming defect almost 
vanishes from memory when one gazes 
at the new crepes, with their effective 
plimetis embroidery or rich Oriental 
borders, The blouse of plain white 
crepe has been lost sight of in the 
array of embroidered blouses. 

The Bulgarian embroidery has been 
found most effective on these white 
crepe waists. The beauty of the Bul- 
garian embroidery lies wholly in the 
colorings, for there is no such thing 
as a distinctive Bulgarian stitch, Any 
embroidery stitch may be used, and 
almost any pattern, but the design 
must be outlined in black if it is to. 
be called Bulgarian. The blending of 
the reds and blues, greens and yel- 
lows into a crude but on the whole 
artistic combination is likewise char 
acteristic of this type of embroidery. 
The triangle, which is used so lavish- 
ly as trimming on the white crepe 
blouse shown in the sketch, is carried 
out in the Bulgarian colors, which are 
also reflected in the vest and sleeves 
of printed cotton, 


Fulness in Blouses. 


One of the features of the new 
blouses is the increased amount of ful- 
ness. The shirt waist now actually 

| justifies its name and “blouses,” not 
only in front and in back, but at the 
sides. This negligee air is delight- 
fully becoming to the tall, slender 
girl, but it is woefully trying to the 
woman with a more mature figure. It 
‘reaches its climax in the new Russian 
blouses. The new adaptation of the 
genuine Russian blouse is not as long 
as its prototype, for it reaches only to 
the hip line, but it possesses the same 
loose, baggy effect and like it is belt- 
ed around the waist. It has a low, 
rolling collar, one of the thick, bunchy 
collars which have been adapted from 
the eastern costumes, soft turn-back 


cuffs and occasionally a yoke. The 
sleeves are slightly full, with the ease 
and comfort that distinguish the bish- 
op sleeve, and the fulness at the wrist 
is taken care of by tiny tucks and 
fancy buttons. When a blouse of this 
style is fashioned from ratine or crash 
tIn one of the new, brilliant colorings 
It is positively irresistible, and if the 
woman with a “figure” forgets that it 
was designed for the tall, svelte crea- 
ture she so ardently envies it will not 
be surprising. It has a certain know- 
ing little air which argues well for its 
hearty acceptance, but its very sim- 
plicity may bring about its downfall 
through an overwhelming popularity.

DEMANDS ARE MANY 


Multiplicity of Duties Required of 
School Teacher. 


Writer in Virginia Newspaper Raises 
the Question as to Whether Too 
Much Is Not Asked and 
Too Little Paid. 


The modern school teacher must be 
inwardly a wonderful and awesome 
creation. She is the vortex around 
which swirl all the perplexing cur- 
rents of our confused society. She 
must have the versatility, plasticity 
and adaptability of genius to answer 
the demands made upon her brain and 
heart. Upon her shoulders, as upon 
Atlas, rests the whole world. 

Consider what she is supposed to 
do. She must supplant the state in 
educating youth in patriotism, law, 
history, and all the latest civic vir 
tues, says the Richmond Times-Dis- 
patch. She must train him to vote 
right and to serve his country. Re- 
cently Richmond teachers listened to 
an able appeal for more fundamental 
instruction in the principles of gov- 
ernment for the future citizen. This 
is an admirable end, but is govern- 
ment so simple and modern affairs 50 
easily grasped that for the princely 
sum of $50 or $60 a month we can se- 
cure an expert to interpret constitu- 
tions and direct comomnwealths? 

She must make her room an annex 
to the home, What parents cannot in- 
still, guided by love and made wise 
by acquaintance with the very hearts 
of their children, she must impart to 
them out of the dull pages of a book. 
Beginning wtih manners and running 
all the way to morals, she must some- 
how by her precept and example mold 
fifty or more young pagans into mod- 
els of virtue and propriety. Whatever 
is to difficult for home teaclfing is 
lumped vaguely together, as the 
sphere of the school. Sewing, and 
cooking, and manual training, we be- 
lieve, can be taught admirably in 
school, But we do not think charac- 
ter can be built in the mass.

In the country, furthermore, she is an 
adjunct to agriculture. Plant life, ani- 
mal life, husbandry, dairying and a 
score of other processes depend on 
her efforts. The amusements of chil- 
dren are also to be directed by the 
teacher, 


These are only a few of the things 


she is supposed to do. All of them 
are good. Many of them are truly 
vital parts of public education. Not 
for a moment would we have the in- 
fluence of the schools in real life sac- 
rificed for an outworn tradition of 
more book learning. But it is time 
society took a common sense view of 
such thirgs and provided special 
teachers and broader instruction to 
i. these paramount guides for the 
multifarious calls upon their energies. 
It is folly to have progress on edu- 
cation and not furnish the best edu- 
cators.

A COSTLY TRIAL 

There was tried last week for 
three court days in one of the 
sessions of the Commonwealth’s 
Supreme court, a case which at- 
tracted wide public attention and 
was of particular concern to the 
teaching profession. A head-mas- 
ter of a large grammar school dis- 
trict was sued for ten thousand 
dollars damages by a young boy 
for alleged assault by the master 
in the course of discipline. The 
plaintiff alleged that the master 
had slapped his face and banged 
his head against a wall, causing 
injury to the ear drum. ‘The 
boy’s statement was denied by 
the master himself, teachers 
who were to the 
whole course of the punishment, 
and several pupils, all whom 
testified that no punishment was 
inflicted beyond a shaking by the 
master who held the by the 
coat collar while interrogating him 
as to his act of disobedience, giv- 
ing the boy a shake ‘every time he 
lied refused to make answer, 
until the boy admitted the truth, 
the testimony being that not more 
than three shakings were given and 
those not severe enough to cause 
the boy any physical pain. There 
was also undisputed evidence that 
the boy had given his teachers 

great deal of trouble, one of the 
pupils Pestityine on the stand that 
the plaintiff ‘was always a-fight- 
ing.” 

As to the ear injury there was 
evidence of physicians tending to 
show that the injury had been of 
long standing, for which treatment 
at a hospital had been given.

This ability coupled with 
the fact that he was trustworthy and could keep his mouth shut brought 
him by steady promotion to the position of Chief of Police of the city 
of Mexico, a post which he held for years until Madero fought his way 
to the presidency. This position, which included control of the whole 
federal district in which the city is situated, was really of more than 
local importance, since it carried with it close personalrelations with 
the president of Mexico. Col. Diaz was entrusted with missions of th? 
most delicate character, and it is noteworthy that in their discharge 
his own personality was so successfully kept in the background that

The building was completely des- 
troyed, and the estimated 
$50,000 covered by insurance. 

The fire by a 
patrolman and the sounding of the 
fire alarm brought the depart- 
ment to the burning building in 
short order, but the flames had 
made such headway because of 
the combustible nature of the 
factory, that it was impossible 
to prevent total destruction. <A 
nearby dwelling house caught fire 
but the blaze was extinguished 
quickly and without loss. Alfred 
T. Peacock who lives beside the 
Healey factory, son inlaw of patrol- 
man John Roche of Woburn, lost 
50 hens. 

The factory is situated on high 
ground close by the Lindenwood 
Station of the B. & M. railroad, 
It is believed that the fire was 
caused by a spark coming from a 
passing locomotive, there being 
no other theory advanced. Opera- 
tives, 100 in number, worked in 
the factory as late as ten o’clock 
last evening and at that time there 
was no indication of fire. The 
owners are E. G. Healey, W. R, 
Healey, J. A. Healey and T. A. 
Healey, brothers, and the major 
part of the $50,000 is 
on stock. The damage on the 
building is set at $5,000 and on 
machinery $16,000.

New York.—The navy of New York 
will be put out of commission within 
the year, unless something unexpect- 
ed comes up to rescind the order 
which has just been issued, and the 
flag of New York will be seen no more 
on the high seas or in the ports of 
the Mediterranean and the north At 
lantic. 

Kver since 1874 New York has main- 
tained a naval school for the training 
of officers for the American merchant 
marine. The fact that there was 10 
American merchant marine to speak 
of did not at all prevent a great many 
boys from attending the school and 
truising six and eight months at a 
time, partly at the expense of the 
State, partly of the city and partly of 
the nation, 

In accordance with a_ long-estab- 
lished policy, the United States navy 
has furnished a vessel and a com- 
manding officer for each of the naval 
schools of the coast states. During the 
winter the ship lay at a pier in the 
[Mast river, comfortably housed over 
and furnishing a convenient and cozy 
schoolhouse for the boys, numbering 
from 100 to 250, who were students. 

The board of education of New York 
city has had charge of the school 
since the organization of Greater New 
York, and it has grumbled occasional- 
ly because of the cost of maintaining 
the schoolship. A few years ago the 
St. Mary was recalled and the gun- 
boat Newport was substituted. The 
Newport, unlike her predecessor, has 
engines and she has proved to be a 
mighty coal eater at a time when coal 
is costly. Also, the board complained, 
parents persisted in looking upon the 
schoolship as a sort of reformatory, 
where they could load bad boys and 
get rid of them for half a _ year in 
hands that were capable of handling 
them without gloves, if it was neces- 
Sary. Accordingly, the board has ap- 
plied for a change in the city charter 
abolishing the naval school altogether,

Every one knows the famous re- 
mark of the Tammany politician

We are witnessing today in the 
current political philosophy a good 
deal of this attitude toward the con- 
stitutions of state and nation. 
In these days, when the smoke of 
the presidential battle has cleared 
away, it is wise to study our state 
and national constitutions, to re- 
view the history of the times when 
they were adopted, and try to

reflection to realize what this or 
that legislature, acting upon the 
impulses of the moment, might 
do, and we know that legislatures 
‘an be created as the result of 
momentary movement, among the 
people.

The ordinary citi- 
zen would need but the application 
of common sense to realize that 
such legislation would be un-Amer- 
ican, creating, and giving immuni- 
ties to, a favored class. 

Of the supreme 
promptly, briefly and convincingly 
the question. The 
court, citing Article 14 of the 
amendments to the constitution 
of the United States, providing 
that ‘No state shall deprive any 
person of life, liberty or property 
without due process of law: nor 
deny to any person within its 
jurisdiction the protection of the 
laws,” says forcibly, ‘Absolute 
equality before the law is a funda- 
mental principle of our own con- 
stitution. Frequent expressions 
to this effect are found in various 
articles. For example, it is said 
that, ‘all men are born free and 
equal;’ that ‘each individual of 
the society has_a right to be pro- 
tected by it in the enjoyment of 
his life, liberty and property, ac- 
cording to standing aws; than 
every subject of the Common- 
wealth ought to find a certain rem- 
edy by having recourse to the 
laws for all injuries or wrongs which 
he may receive to his person, pro- 
perty or character;’ and that the

The court goes on to say that the 
legislation would give

In the following terse and forci- 
ble language the court,in conclud- 
ing its opinion, decrees the absur- 
ity of the question: ‘‘Manifestly, 
it needs no discussion and no 
further statemtnt to demonstrate 
that legislation like that embodied 
in the bill, would violate in many 
respects underlying principles and 
fundamental provisions of the con- 
stitution of this Commonwealth 
and of the United States.” 

Every citizen elected to the

Disturbers that Jail Sen- 
tences will be Future 
Policy 


Disturbances at dances by per- 
sons under the influence of liquor 
and looking for trouble must cease. 
Judge Johnson so declared himself 
in a very emphatic manner in 
court this morning, and supplement- 
ed the declaration by sentencing 
one man to serve two months in 
the house of correction, and another 
to serve one month for creating 
disturbances in Stoneham and Wo- 
burn last Friday and Saturday 


nights. 
The defendants were John P. 


Kane of Winchester who was taken 
into custody in Stoneham at 11.30 
o'clock Friday night by Patrolman 
O’Brien, and the other, Winfield 
Dowd of Medford arrested Satur- 
day night in Woburn by Patrol- 
man McCauley. Kane was given 
two months, one for disturbance, 
and one for intoxication. 

Dowd was sentenced to serve 
one month. Both appealed and 
were held in bail of $800 each for 
appearance at the next sitting of 
the superior court. 

The Stoneham disturbance oc- 
curred in the square. The officer 
had placed Kane under arrest, but 
he was assailed by a mob of angry 
friends of the prisoner who tried 
hard to release him. 


Kane also fought and O’Brien 
drew his club. He struck Kane on 
the head with such force that he 
broke the night stick in two and 
inflicted a severe scalp wound on 
the prisoner. Kane then managed 
to leap in the air and grab some 
overhead awning irons, hanging 
on with such desperation that it 
required all the strength of the 
officer to break the hold. 

O’Brien who is a powerful man 
finally by putting all his strength 
into the effort Kane, and 
lost his own balance falling with 
considerable force to the sidewalk, 
cutting his knee badly.

A PEOPLE’S LAWYER 


There is a bill before the legisla- 
ture to increase the powers of the 


attorney-general of the common- 
wealth. The United Improvement 
association is interested in the 
legislation and the bill has been 
drawn with the assistance of the 
attorney-general himself, 


Attorney Myron Pierce, a form- 


er representative, was heard last 


week by the joint judiciary com- 


mittee in favor of the bill. He 
pointed out the present total lack 


of any legal authority for the at- 
torney-general to take the initia- 
tive in criminal proceedings, ex- 


cept in capital cases, and stated 
that his civil authority was limited 
almost entirely to acting as coun- 


sel for the various departments of 


the state. 

“Tn striking contrast,” said at- 
torney Pierce, ‘‘are the powers of 
the attorney-general of the United 
States, who is thoroughly equipped 
to make investigations, and to 
bring proceedings. We _ believe 
that our attorney-general in the 
state should have similar powers 
if the rights of the people are to be 
protected.” 

Mr. Pierce referred specifically 
to the difficulties encountered in 
the recent coal investigation, when, 
beyond a certain point, it was im- 
possible for the association to get 
the evidence without the power 
to subpoena witnesses and 
take testimony under oath, and 
when the attorney-general was 
appealed to, it was found that his 
powers were limited that he 
did not feel that it was proper for 
him to institute proceedings him- 
self. 

If this bill passesit would prob- 
ably result in a substantial in- 
erease in the state police. Un- 
doubtedly under the enlarged pow- 
ers of the attorney-general, action 
could be taken to enforce laws 
where the local authorities cannot, 
or will not. <A ago 
police conditions were so disgrate- 
ful in Boston, the laws for regulat- 
ing the liquor traffic being flagrant- 
ly violated, with no remedy possi- 
bly, as the police force was so large- 
ly affected by politics, that the 
commonwealth finally stepped in 
and took charge of Boston’s polic- 
ing with an immediate and con- 
tinued improvement in the discip- 
line and the service. And that has 
been the remedy sought by other 
municipalities when “home rule’ 
becomes the rule of the law-break- 
ing minority, protected or ignored 
by the local police. 

In the twelve months beginning 
May 1, 1904, when Woburn was 
no-license, there was such disgrace- 
ful lack of the enforcement of no- 
license, that an appeal was made 
to Governor Bates to assign the 
state police to get the evidence 
and prosecute the offenders. The 
Governor, while expressing his sym- 
pathy with the helpless condition 
in which the citizens of Woburn 
found themselves, regretted his 
inability to give the assistance 
sought, owing to the fact that the 
state police force was so small that 
it could hardly do the work already 
incumbent upon it by statute. 

Legislation which would give 
the attorney-general greater pow- 
ers and a sufficient force to secure 
evidence and press prosecutions 
would probably do away with the 
constant agitation in this or that 
dissatisfied community for a state 
appointed police commission, save 
the face of the “home rule” prin- 
ciple, and act as a stimulus to local 
executives to see that the law was 
enforced, for fear of the interven- 
tion of the attorney-general’s office,

One 
would suppose that a lad even as 
young as fifteen would know better 
than to fool with a revolver, at 
least without carefully ascertain- 
ing, before doing so, its condition, 
but the frequency of the ‘Didn’t- 
know-it-was-loaded”’” accident 
makes us realize that boys even 
up to seventeen are still children 
in fact as well as in law. 

If it is a rule of etiquette that 
even the finger should not be 
versation, and we think this is a 


ought to be exhorted to begin 
to point a firearm,—and we would 
add even a woaden gun, at any- 
body. The habit of pointing 
weapons, even those impossible, 
tinder any circumstances, of dis- 
charging a missile, is a bad habit, 
and if our children could be sue- 
cessfully prohibited from ever in 
play pointing a firearm or sharp 
instrument at anybody, the ‘‘Didn’t- 
know-it-was-loaded” accidents 
would cease. We are glad to know 
that there is an iron-clad rule en- 
forced in our High school against 
boys pointing the guns used by the 
battalion at each other, and these 
guns, with no ammunition any- 
where about to fit them, are about 
harmless for damage as a 
chocolate eclair. 

It may be that some statute will 
have to.be devised to stop these 
shocking accidents, but we doubt 
if statutes will remedy the situation 
completely. There is a heavy re- 
sponsibility here resting upon the 
parents and they should take heed 
of it.

lee Reveals als Fiendish Acts 
Committed by Turks. 


Bulgar Soldiers, Maddened by Treat- 
ment of Their Countrymen, Show 
Moslem Troops—Women Are 
Horribly Mutilated. 


Kabaktcha Village, near ‘fchatalja. 
—Owing partly to the fear of bloody 
vengeance to come for the horrors of 
this war, partly to more natural 
causes, great migratory changes are 
taking place in that rich eastern sec 
tion of Turkey in WBurope through 
which the Bulgars swept on their hur- 
ricane storm to Tchatalja. Though 
from all appearances the old regime 
of murder, mutilation and injustice 
will soon be forever ended, the fear- 
struck Turkish population is moving 
southward again toward Asia Minor, 
whence it came, while the Bulgar 
peasants of the Tchatalja district are 
fleeing as nervously north. Amid 
these scenes of exodus, one is led to 
think it may yet not be too late to 
bring some order in the Balkan racial 
chaos, 

Meanwhile, the Turks have waged 
the present conflict in their old style 
—burning, violating, massacring. Al 
most at the Bulgarian frontier the 
atrocious tale begins. 

Well, the moment the war was de- 
clared the Turks began to loot and 
burn the Bulgar villages. But as 
the stern soldiers from the north 
pressed down, winning victory after 
victory, the Turkish population, per- 
haps rightly fearing vengeance in kind 
from the men who found their blood 
kin wronged and slain right and left, 
set off on a frantic migration to Con- 
stantinople, where they arrived inthe 
pitiable state already known to the 
world. Of such Turks as stayed be- 
hind the Bulgars felt forced to kill 
some. 
the army transports, still others they 
left in peace, their villages intact, 
just as one finds also Bulgar villages 
intact—where the Turks did not have 
time to do a thorough job. 


“We expected,” said a Bulgar officer ! 


with whom I talked at Tchatalja, ‘‘to 
find a rich and plenteous country as 
we neared Constantinople. We found 
instead—what you see, nothing! Hard- 
ly a living being! Utter devasta- 
tion!” 

I met an old Bulgarian woman near 
Tchorlu who was the ‘first Red Cross 
nurse upon the ground after the ter- 
rible destruction at Lule Burgas. She 
said that on her way to the field hos- 
pital she was sent to the succor of a 
Greek village where the Turks had 
scattered ruin. Unlock your western 
ears now, and hear the truth. She 
found young girls lying naked by the 
roadside nearly dead. She found chil- 
dren stricken down by careless sa- 
bers. A housewife had been mur- 
dered as she kneaded her bread, the 
dough still on her hands. And ina 
bloody sack the Turks had gathered— 
women’s breasts!

When the next- day’s fortunes 
brought them again over the same 
ground they found only stripped bod- 
ies gruesomely hacked, while the of- 
ficers’ corpses had been mutilated in 
a way so much more disgusting than 
anything I have hitherto mentioned 
that I cannot even write of it. I think 
even kindly people in their tranquil 
homes across the world in America 
will understand the reason now, when 
J add that should the war continue, 
no more Turkish wounded will be sent 
north to be nursed in “SBulgar hospit- 
als. While the Bulgars pass hereaft- 
er there will be no Turkish wounded. 

Doubtless there are many good 
Turks. No one who has seen the pale 
and delicate faces of the Moslem wom 
an refugees can look on them without 
pity. But the basic fact remains: 
The ways of the Turk are not the 
ways of Furope.

At the session of the National 
Council of Education in Philadel- 
phia yesterday, J. L. Meriam, pro- 
fessor of school supervision of the 
university of Missouri roundly 
condemned the. use of prizes, hon- 
ors, grades and examinations as 
allurements or goods to. encourage 
the pupils to study. He declared 
that pupils should be taught to 
study for the benefits to be derived 
from the knowledge and not as a 
means of securing prizes or to 
avoid humiliation through failure 
to pass examinations. 

This elimination of competition 
and ranking in scholarship has 
been tried and has not proved very 
successful. A few years ago the 
University of Michigan did away 
with scholarship ranking and com- 
petition. The result was not satis- 
factory. When the faculty were 
called on to present the best schol- 
ars as candidates for admission to 
the famous Phi Beta Kappa society 
a non-secret, graduate society, ad-

Events ofa political nature are moving so swiftly with our southern 
neighbors that when this column appears in print its heading may be 
quite out of date. Yet for the moment the new president holds the 
center of the stage. Huerta is fifty-six years of age, and is a graduate 
of the military school at Chapultepec, the Mexican West Point. He 
was graduated with honors, and his subsequent history has been that 
of a regular army officer. He has risen to the rank of Brigadier Gen- 
eral, and besides his present associate, Felix Diaz, is the only man 
of military training who has come to the top in the recent upheaval. 
The rest of the leaders of the present time are out and out revolution- 
aries, or adventurers who willingly attach themselves to any cause 
which seems to offer personal advantage. Mexico has just achieved the 
questionable distinction of having three successive presidents within 
one hour. Immediately upon the murder of Madero the office of presi- 
dent was assumed by Lascurain, who held it for just twenty-six minutes 
while the regular congressional appointment was conferred upon Huerta, 
in accordance with constitutional provisions. 

At the age of thirty Huerta came into a fortune which he has 
doubled by cattle raising and lead mining upon his family estates. It 
is said that he annually ships over 3000 head of cattle to Chicago.

Homes Are Not Broken Up and City 
Enforces Payments of Allmony, 
and Soon Husbands and 
Wives Make Up. 


Los Angeles, Cal.—That 60 per cent. 
of the cases of trouble between man 
and wife, which formerty would have 
ended in divorce and the breaking up 
of a home, now end in reconciliation 
under the system of “divorceless”’ ali- 
mony, is the statement of Hugh C. 
Gibson, chief probation officer; and 
that a much larger percentage could 
be saved from divorce tf a larger staff 
and more means were obtainable is 
the opinion he advances as a result 
of trying this system for two years. 

The “divorcelese” alimony consists 
in the payment of alimony without di- 
vorce proceedings, and has been in 
effect since January 1, 1911, when itt 
became a law that failure to provide 
is a felony. Before that time the only 
redress a woman had on this ground 
was divorce. Now she may apply to 
the courts or the probation depart- 
ment, if there are children, on the 
ground of felony—and “hubby” must 
pay up, the alternative being the rock 
pile, 

And if he goes on the rock pile at 
$1.50 a day—more than the average 
man makes, according to Gibson—the 
court collects the entire amount and 
pays it to his wife and children. 

“T believe fully half our cases are 
saved from divorce now,” said Mr. 
Gibson. “In a year we must average 
500 cases where there is failure to 


provide; we easily save 250 out of 
that number from divorce. Unless 
the trouble is very real and hard 


& man’s heart is apt to soften toward 
his wifé and babies within a few 
months, and in five per cent. of the 
cases, within sixty or ninety days he 
makes overtures of peace and effects 
a reconciliation. Of course we con- 
tinue to keep supervision over the 
families—particularly if there are 
children. And sometimes the peace 
business doesn’t go, and they are back 
on our hands; but usually it sticks, 
and instead of a divorce a ruined home 
and children without a father, there is 
a happy home with everything as it 
should be. 

“In the last year we have handled 
approximately $15,000 in this divorce- 
less alimony money. We cannot take 
more than sixty per cent. of a man’s 
earnings, and we have no set ratio. 
The amount js fixed in accordance not 
only with what he makes but with his 
wife’s condition, the number of chil- 
dren, and other matters affecting their 
needs, 

“Could we handle other specific di- 
vorce charges, such as drunkenness, 
or ‘affinities,’ and save fifty per cent.? 
I don’t know about the fifty per cent., 
because we haven't experimented, but 
we certainly could prevent many cases 
of divorce—many cases.” 


ODD FACTS ABOUT HEREDITY 


Color-Blindness Descends from Male 
to Female, or Vice Versa, De. 
clares London Professor. 

London.—Lecturing at the Royal 
Institute on “Heredity of Sex,” Prof. 
Bateson relates some curious facts 
which have been discovered as a re- 
sult of examining several generations 
of a family in which color-blindness 
appeared. 

A color-blind woman, he said, is 
very rarely found and she always is 
a daughter of a color-blind man. Her 
sons and daughters would be normal, 
her son's families would be normal, 
but if her daughter had sons, they 
would be found to be normal and 
color-blind in equal numbers, 

A curious anomaly with reference 
to color-blindness appeared in twins. 
They were girls, exactly alike in ap- 
pearance, but one was color-blind and 
the other was not. No explanation of 
this exception had been found. Prof. 
Bateson said there is a popular be- 
lief that sons in certain respects took 
after mothers and daughters after 
fathers. Within a reasonable range 
of speculation this is true, he said. 


MORMON SHAFT FOR SEAGULL 


Brigham Young's Scion Plans Me- 
mortal to Sacred Bird of Sect— 
Exterminated Grasshoppers. 


New York.—It is learned that Ma- 
horri Young, a grandson of Brigham 
Young, leader of the Mormon church, 
is at work in this city modeling a 
unique monument to the seagull. This 
bird is sacred to the Mormons because 
It saved the first immigrants to Utah 
from a plague of grasshoppers. It is 
said that the monument, which will be 
carved, will cost $40,000. It will be 
placed in the grounds of the Mormon 
temple at Salt Lake City. With such 
a costly monument the seagull ap- 
parently has a greater tribute of this 
kind paid it than any other bird,

side is to be devoted to an inscrip- 
tion and the remaining three will have 
low relief sculptures depicting the ar- 
rival of the Mormons in Utah, the sav- 
ing of their first crop by the seagulls 
and the first harvest.

Subway Planned for Gotham Will 
Rival Canal in Price. 


Bore by Which New York Gity Will 
Be Undermined Will Be Three 
Hundred and Thirty-four 
Miles In Length. 

New York.—This is the story of the 
biggest chore ever undertaken by a 
city. 

In writing of New York's new sub. 
way system one may as well dip into 
the pot of superlatives at once. It 
will cost approximately $300,000,000— 
which is almost dollar for dollar what 
the actual digging of the Panama 
canal will cost the natton. It will be 
334 miles long, cobwebbed through 
316 square miles of the city’s five bor 
oughs. 

The largest bond issue ever made 
upon a single corporate undertaking 
has been financed by J. P. Morgan— 
this country’s greatest banker—and 
280 invited associates, to provide for 
its building and equipment. This is 
the greatest group of bankers, both in 
mere numbers and in golden billions, 
ever assembled under a single leader 
ship for a private purpose. The $170,. 
000,000 bond issue which they will 
handle only covers a little more than 
one-half—speaking in millions—of the 
total cost of the undertaking. At the 
end of fifty years the new subway sys- 
tem may pay an enormous profit to 
the city of New York or may have 
thrust that unfortunate municipality 
into a deficit of $170,000,000. Both 
views—and every sort of intermediate 
view—are held violently and convul 
sively by men of equal sincerity, intel- 
ligence and conservatism. 

The only other undertaking financed 
by a city which comes within shouting 
distance of the subway plan for sheer, 
brazen immensity is the Catskill wa- 
terworks system, which New York 
city is building in a modest, depre- 
cating sort of way, so that one hard- 
ly hears of it. When this is complet- 
ed, which will be in three years or so, 
its chain of reservoirs will be fed by 
646 miles of water shed. The 15 by 
17 foot tunnel, which will deliver 500,- 
000,000 gallons of water a day to New 
York city, will be 92 miles long. Un- 
der Storm King and the Hudson river

it will be 1,100 feet deep. For miles 
{t will range between 700 and 800 feet 
below the city’s doorsteps. It will 
cost $200,000,000 or thereabouts, and 
will supply the needs of the city for the 
next generation, just as it is ‘hoped 
that the new subway can be stretched 
to fit the straphangers’ demands for 
half a century. The two enterprises, 
forced by conditions upon the city, 
will cost $500,000,000. 

It should be noted that New York's 
net funded debt is $794,949,404—as. 
sessed against 5,000,000 people—on 
which the annual interest is $35,473, 
685. The total debt of the nation is 
$1,027,575,000, on which interest 
amounting only to $22,787,000 is paid, 
and which is shared by 96,000,000 peo- 
ple. 

Superlatives seem to be justified. 

The present subway was built to 
carry 400,000 people daily. It is carry: 
ing two and one-half times that num- 
ber, thanks to the straphanging genius 
of the New Yorker.

Paris Woman Recites Her Experience 
as Seeker of Work in Metropoli- 
tan Dally Newspaper.‘ 

Paris.—Some of the opportunities a 
young woman has of earning her liv- 
ing are shown by Mlle. Bertha De 
launay, who in “Le Matin” describes 
her search for employment. 

At a well known dressmaker’s in 
the Rue de la Paix she was informed 
that for transacting correspondence 
in English, French and Spanish she 
would be paid £6 a month and given 
two bonuses a year, but she would 
have to wait some time before the 
position was vacant. 

A milliner offered her £2 a month, 
her luncheon and a small percentage 
on sales. 

She applied for a situation as inter- 
preter at a well-known hotel in the 
Champs Elysees. Her hours were to 
be from 8 a. m. until midnight. She 
was to take her meals with the hall 
porter, and her salary would be £7 
@ month, 

At a popular beer house Mile. De- 
launay was promised five guineas a 
month for a fourteen-hour day. As 
an inducement to accept the situation 
she was informed that the food was 
good and plentiful and that she could 
have as much beer as she wanted.

Girl Goes Hunting in Order to 
Save Set of Furs. 


Never Known to Miss a Fair Shot, 
Mies Helen Elcock of Quincy, 
Mass., Has 25 Kills to 
Her Credit. 


Quincy, Mass.—Quincy owns to the 
youngest and perhaps the most suc- 
cessful woman fox hunter in the coun- 
try. Her name is Helen B. Hlcock, 
and she is still a couple of years on 
the near side of twenty. 

Last year 26 red and 1 black fox 
fell victims to her skill with the 
rifle, and she has started out with the 
avowed intention of bettering this 
record, 

It all came about in a curious way. 
Miss Blcock, like any other girl, long- 
ed to be the owner of a set of real, 
sure enough furs. Her father jok- 
ingly suggested that the easiest and 
quickest way for her to get the cov- 
eted articles would be to go out and 
collect her own skins. He also offer- 
ed to take her along on one of his 
henting trips, being an ardent fox 
hunter himself. 

Miss Elcock needed no second in- 
vitation. Dressed in regulation hunt- 
ing costume and armed with a_ re- 
peating rifle, she started off with her 
father and his pack of hounds. 

The result of her first hunt was 
two fine pelts, and subsequent trips, 
some of them made alone, brought the 
season's total up to 25. 

Her fox skins, which she proudly 
exhibits, have brought huntsmen 
from all over the state to view her 
trophies. After her exceptional suc- 
cess Miss Hlicock decided that she 


would keep her fox skins for exhibi- | 


tion instead of having them made into 
garments. 

Miss HBlcock’s skill with rifle is con- 
sidered remarkable, as she has never 
been known to miss a fox when a fair 
target was offered. She also 1s a 
crack shot with a revolver. 


She now has her own pack of 14 


thoroughbred foxhounds. 

On one occasion Miss Bleock cap- 
tured alive a baby fox, which she 
took home with her. It is now a 


sturdy little creature, and follows its 
owner like a dog. It never makes any 
attempt to escape, although allowed 
almost complete freedom, 

In speaking of her hunting trips, 
Miss Elcock grows enthusiastic, “The 
outdoor life is simply. splendid,” she 
says. “Getting up at two or three 
o'clock in the morning and going out 
after foxes may sound like pretty 
hard work to some people, but to me 
it is so much play. The fresh air 
and exercise are great health builders. 
I used to be considered frail, but now 
I never know what it is to be ill.” 

Miss Eleock has almost as great a 
record as a snake killer as a fox 
hunter. Last year she killed scores 
of rattlers, the largest being 4 feet 


8 inches in length, and bearing 14 
rattles,

WILL REBUILD NOAH’S ARK 


Promotere of Floating Show to Use 
Idea of Bible Craft—Same 
Lines to Be Utilized. 

New York.—A real Noah's Ark of 
approximately the same size as the 
original of the Old Testament, con- 
taining animals in great variety and 
capable of navigating any sea, is the 
unique plan of a company which has 
become public here. In reality the 

ship will be a huge marine circus. 

The plans provide for a ship with a 
length of 525 feet, corresponding as 
nearly as may be to that of its 
prototype; a beam of 80 feet, a trifle 
less than the supposed width of 
Noah's ship, and a depth trom awning- 
ridge to keel of a little more than fifty 
feet, or about the same as its original. 

Her lines will be those of a first- 
class freighter of from 12,000 to 15,000 
tons and, like several of the latest 
ships of its class, she will be fitted 
with oil engines in order that space 
and fuel may be economized and fun- 
nels dispensed with. 

This will secure an uninterrupted 
view in the arena. In the lower hold, 
anti-roll tanks will be placed in posi- 
tion to lessen motion in heavy seas, 
and there will be oil reservoirs, ma- 
chinery and engine-rooms, and store- 
rooms in addition to water-tight com- 
partments, while a double skin and 
bottom will make the ark practically 
unsinkable and uncapsizable. 

The lowest deck will provide quar- 
ters for the various side shows, for an 
aquarium, aviary and hospital for man 
and beast, and a menagerie of splen- 
did proportions from which there is to 
be a sloping roadway up to the arena 
deck for the use of the animals when 
a shev- is being given or for deck 
parades. The chief interest of the 
ship will be on the arena deck. 

The deckhouses in which traveling 
performers will be accommodated will, 
when the ship is at sea, present no 
appearance of any peculiar character, 
but when the performance is to be 
given in port these houses will be 
pushed out until they overhang slight- 
ly and then there will be an available 
arena 350 feet by 125, surrounded by 
twelve tiers of seats and capable of 
seating upward of 7,500 persons. The 
incorporators say that they intend to 
begin building at once.

20 MILLION MUMMIES FOUND 


Thousands of the Best Preserved of 
These Egyptian Relics Are in the 
Museums of the World. 

Cairo, Egypt.—It has been estimated 
that something like twenty million 
Egyptian mummies have been discov- 
ered. Thousands of those best pre- 
served are now in the showcases of 
the various museums of the world, 
says the Christian Herald. In the 
tombs with the mummies were count- 
less other objects. There were paint- 
ings on the walls, chairs and tables, 
jars containing the parts of the body 
which were removed when the mummy 
was prepared, mummy cases gaudily 
pe with funeral scenes and hiero- 
glypNic inscriptions, and in the cases 
along with the mummies were papyri. 

Beneath each mummy’s head, like a 
cushion, was a little disk of clay or 
papyrus, covered with mythological 
pictures and with a stereotyped hymn. 
The disks, found in great numbers, 
are nearly alike, varying only slightly 
with the period from which they come. 

“Hypocephali” they are called, be- 
cause they were placed beneath the 
head. Like the mummies, the objects 
found with them have been scattered 
abroad, and in the museum at Cairo 
any tourist may purchase as many of 
them as he will. 

The inscriptions on the disks and 
the mummy cases, of course, could not 
at first be read, nor could the mytho- 
logical pictures accompanying them 
be understood until the inscriptions 
could be read. However, in 1799 the 
famous Rosetta Stone was discovered, 
and Champollion, a French scholar, be- 


| gan the slow process of deciphering 


its hieroglyphic inscription with the 
aid of the accompanying Greek trans- 
lation. ; 

The process was so slow that it was 
not till 1841 that a grammar of the 
Egyptian language appeared. Then 
the progress in the study of the lan- 
guage was rapid and the strange hiero- 
glyphics became as intelligible as an 
Mnglish newspaper. 


WAY TO LIVE WITHOUT SLEEP 


Harvard Professor Put Body to Rest 
at Will for Twenty Years While 
Brain Worked All Time. 
Boston.—Experiments conducted at 
the state psychopathic hospital and 
confirmed by investigations in the 
psychological laboratory of Harvard 


-university have demonstrated, in one 


instance at least, that sleep is un- 
necessary. 
In order to carry on the experiments 


a special chair has been constructed 


| which enables subjects to relax com- 


nn 


pletely. Experiments were carried out 
by a Harvard professor, who has not 
slept for twenty years. Suffering from 
insomnia and threatened with insanity 
twenty years ago, this educator dis- 
covered by accident the art of rest- 
ing without sleeping. He is now in 
good health. This is a “lost instinct” 
which Dr. Horton of the psychopathic 
nospital, and other eminent psycholo- 


gists are striving to bring back to 
nankind. 
This “twilight state’ restores the 


bodily vigor in about half the time of 
sleep, while permitting the brain to 
put in twenty-four hours’ work a day, 
it was said.
